liver a Ticket for any Quantity of Coals, the W hole of which he fhall not have feen meafured, at any Place 
or Places within the faid Limits, and fhall be, in any or either of the faid Cafes, convicted thereof, by the 
Oaths (or, being of the People called Quakers, by Affirmation) of two or more credible Witnefles, before

Provided alfo, and be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon fhall be 
diffatistied with, or think him or herfelf aggrieved by or in the Meafure of any Coals fold to him or her by 
Wharf Meafure, within the Limits aforetaid, and fhall, upon Delivery to him or her of the Meter’s Ticket 
accompanying fuch Coals, fignify his or her Detire to have the fame re-mea(ured, then, and in every fuch 
Cafe, the Carman or Driver of the Cart or other Carriage in which the faid Coals fhall be brought, fhall 
continue at the Houle or Lodging of the Purchafer of the faid Coals, with the faid Coals, and the faid 
Cart or Carriage, until they are re-meatured, under the Penalty of hve Pounds on the Owner or Pro- 
prietor and twenty Shillings on the Driver of the faid Cart or Carriage ; and the faid Purchafer fhall im- 
mediately fend, or caufe to be fent, to the Vender of the faid Coals, or to his or. her Wharf, Notice in 
Writing that the faid Coals are going to be re-meatured, and aiio fend Notice thereof to the Land Coal- 
meter’s Office ; and thereupon a Principal Meter, or one of the Labouring Meters (not being the Meter 
under whole [nfpection the faid Coals were orginaliy meafured), thall, within the Space of two Hours next 
after fuch Notice in Writing left at the Land Coal-meter’s Office aforefaid, attend to re-meafure the {aid 
Coals, and fhall accordingly re-meafure the fame, Sack by Sack, in the Prefence of the Vender and Pur-

€ on the firft Day of January one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven: And whereas, at the Expi- 
€ ration thereof, it is expedient that new Bounties fhould be granted, for a limited Time, under certain Con-

And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That the feveral Certificates to be given and 
A fidavits taken in Newfoundland as atorefaid, in order to fatisty the faid Governor of the faid Ifland, as to 
the Facts to ground his Certificate thereupon, as herein before dirccéted, for the Payment of the faid Bounties,

‘ either of them, during the Time he fhall be in his Service, more than Half the Wages which fhall at any 
+ Time be due to him: And whereas in the Cafe of green Men, the Advance of one Half of the Wages

An Act for regulating the Production of Manifefts, and for more effe@lually preventing 
fraudulent Practices in obtaining Bounties and Drawbacks, and in the clandefline

< W HEREAS the Laws now in force, made to fecure the Payment of the Duties due on fuch 
‘ Goods as are admiffible to an Entry upon Importation into this Kingdom from foreign Parts, and 
* to prevent the clandeftine and fraudulent Importation and Exportation of prohibited Goods, and the re- 
€ landing of Goods fhipped for Exportation, intitled either to Bounty or Drawback, have been found 
‘ infufficient to anfwer the good Purpofes thercby intended ;’ be it therefore enacted by the King’s moft 
Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mcns, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That, from and after the 
Times herein after mentioned, no Goods or Commodities fhall be imported or brought into Great Britain, 
from any Port or Place whatever, in Parts beyond the Seas, in any Ship or Vell: whatever, belonging 
in the Whole or in Part to his Majefty’s Subjects, unlefs the Mafter, or other Perfon having or taking the 
Charge or Command of every fuch Ship or Veflel, refpectively, importing fuch Goods, fhall have on board 
a Manifeft or Manitefts, or Content or Contents, in Writing, figned by fuch Mafter or other Perfon, 
containing the Name or Names of the feveral and refpe€tive Ports or Places where the Goods in fuch Ma- 
nifett or Manifefts, or Content or Contents, mentioned, fhall have been refpectively laden or taken on 
board, the Naine and Built of fuch Ship or Veflel, and the true Admeafurement or Tonnage thereof, ac- 
cording to the Regifter of the fame, together with the Chriftian and Surname of the Mafter, or other Perfon 
having or taking the Charge or Command of fuch Ship or Veflel, and the Port or Place to which fuch Shi 
or Veilel truly belongs; and a juft, true, correét, and particular Account of all the Cargo, and of all 
Packages of Goods fo Jaden or taken on beard, with the feveral and refpective Marks thereon ; and of the 
Particulars of the Cargo which is ftowed loofe; and of the following Particulars, in Words at Length ; 
(that is to fay), “Che feveral and refpective Numbers of the Packages, with a particular Defcription thereof, 
whether Leaguer, Pipe, Butt, Puncheon, Hogfhead, Barrel, or other Cafk or Package, detcribing fuch 
other Cafk or Package by its ufual or ordinary Name; or whether Cafe, Bale, Pack, Trufs, Chek, Box, 
Bundle, or other Package, or by fuch other Name or Defcription as the fame is ufually called or known. 
II. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That no Wine of any Sort fhall be imported 
or brought into Great Britain, from any Port or Place whatever in foreign Parts, not belonging to or

Provided always, Phat nothing in this Act contained fhall extend, or be conitrued to extend, to permit any 
Goods or Commodities whatever, which are now by Law required to be accompanied witn Cerurcates or 
ether Documents, to be imported into Great Britain without all and every fuch Certificaie or Certificates, or 
ether Document or Documents, fo required; but the fame fhall, and are hereby directed and required to be 
accompanied, as well with tuch Certificate or other Document, as with the Maniteft or Manifcits, or Comtent 
or Contents, herein before directed ; and, on Failure thereof, the Goods fhall refpectively continue to be 
Jiable to ali and every the Duties, Regulations, and Reftri¢ticns, and to the Fines, Penaltics, and | or feitures, 
in all Retbect, to which the fame are or fhall be fubjer and liable by Law, as ir this Act had not been made. 
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ILI. And be it further enacted, That before any Ship or Veffel fhall be cleared out for Great Britain 
with any Goods or Commodities whatever, from any Port or-Place in any Colony, Plantation, Ifland, or 


Territory in foreign Parts, belonging to or under the Dominion of the Crown of Great Britain, the Mafter, - 


or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Command of every fuch Ship or Vefle!, fhall deliver the 
Manifeit or Content, in Writing, herein before required, to the Collector of the Cuftoms (if there be fuch 
an Officer at or near to fuch Place); and if there fhall not be a Collector of the Cuftoms there, then to the

or Contents, refpedtively, which he is hereby directed to have on board, to the Officer or Officers afore- 
faid, who fhall firt come on board of fuch Ship or Veffel, within four Leagues of the Coaft of Great Bri- 
tain, and to none other who fhall afterwards come on board, within the Diftance aforefaid ; and one 
other Copy to fuch Offcer or Officers as fhall firft come on board within the Limits of any Port in 
Great Britain, and to none other who fhall afterwards come on board within fuch Limits, if fuch Mafter, 
or other Perfon fo having or taking the Charge or Command of any fuch Ship or Veflel, fhall produce to 
fuch Officer or Officers refpećtively his Manifeft or Manifcfts, Content or Contents, with a Certificate on 
the Back thereof, as aforefaid: Provided alfo, That if any Manifeft or Content, herein bcfore directed to 
be delivered up to the Colleclor and Comptroller of any Port where fuch Ship or Vellek arrives, fhall con- 
tain an Account of Goods not there to be landed, but which fhall appear to be configned to fome’ other 
Port or Place in Great Britain, then, and in fuch Cafe, that the Collector and Comptroller fhall certify 
upon fuch Manifeft, under their Hands, fuch Part of the Cargo as fhall there have been delivered, and {hall 
then deliver back the original Manifeft to the Matter, or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Com- 
mand of the Ship or Veilel; and foin like Manner, as often as the Cafe {hall require, until fuch Ship or 
Veticl fhall arrive at her laft Port or Place of Difcharze. 

-VIL And be it farther enacted by the Authority atorefaid, That if the Mafter, or other Perfon having 
or taking the Charge or Command of any Ship or Veilel Jaden as aforefaid, and bound to any Pert or 
Place in Great Britain, fhall not, upon his Arrival within the Limits of any Port in Great Britain as afore- 
faid, or within four Leagues of the Coaft thereof, produce fuch Manifeft or Manifefts, or Content or Con- 
tents, in Writing, to the Officer and Officers of his Majefty’s Cuftoms as atorefaid, upon Demand there- 
of, and alfo give fuch Copy or Copies thereof as aforefaid to the Officer or Officers of his Majctty’s Cuf- 
toms who fhall firit come on board fuch Ship or Veflel, upon her Arrival, as aforefaid, within any Port in 
Great Britain, where the Cargo, or any Part thereof, is intended to be difcharged or landed, or thall not 

ive an Account of the Deftination of fuch Ship or Veficl, or fhall give a fale Account of the Deftination 
ereof, in order to evade the Production of the Manifeft or Manifes, or Content or Contents, in Writing, 
the Matter, or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Command of fuch Ship or Veiiel, fhall forfere 
a Sum equal ta double the Value of the Goods, together with the full Duties due and payable thereon; and 
if fuch Officer or Officers firft coming on board, within the Diftance or Limits aforefaid, fhall neglect or 
refufe to certify on the Back of fuch Manifeft or Maniteits, or Content or Contents, the Production thereof, 
and the Delivery of fuch Copies, refpectively, as are herein before directed and required to be delivered to 
fuch Officer or Officers, every fuch Officer, fo neglecting or refufing, fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of one 
hundred Pounds. 

VIL. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if, after the Arrival of any 
Ship or Veffel fo laden with Goods as aforefaid, and. bound to Great Britain, either when within 
the Limits of any of the Ports of Great Britain, or within four Leagues of the Coaft thereof, 
Bulk fhall be broken, or any Part of the Cargo of fuch Ship or Vefle! thall be unladen or unfhip- 
ped with Intention to be laid on Land, or unfhipped for any other Purpofe whatever, out of fuch 
Ship or Veflel as aforefaid, within the Limits or Diftance aforefaid, before fuch Ship or Veflzl fhall 


- come to the proper Place for the Difcharge of her Cargo, or any Part thereof, and fhall be there duly ail- 


thouifed by the proper Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms to unlade the fame, the Matter, or other Perfon 
having or taking the Charge or Command of fuch Ship or Vellel, and the Mate or other Perfon next in 
Command, fhall refpeCtively forfeit and lofe the Sum of two hundred Pounds, except in cafe of uravoid- 
able Neceffity and Diftrefs of Weather, or other unavoidable Accident, Neceiity, or Diltrefs, of which 
Neceffity and Diftrefs, or other unavoidable Accident, the Mafter, or other Perfon having or taking the 
Charge or Command of fuch Ship or Veitel, fhall give Notice to, and (together with two or more of the 
Mariners on board fuch Ship or Veffel) thall make Proof, upon Oath, before the Collector or other Chief

X. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any of the Marks or Seals which fhall 

have been put upon any of the Packages as before directed, fhall be altered, defaced, or broken, by the 

Matter, or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Command of the Ship or Veflel on board of which 

fuch Offence or Offences fhal] be committed, or by any of the Crew, or fhall be committed by any other 

Perion, with the Privity or Confent of the faid Mafter or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Com- 

mand of fuch Ship or Veflel, every fuch Mafter, or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Com- 

mand of fuch Ship or Veffel; and alfo the Mate, or fuch Perfon as fhall be next in Command to fuch 
Matter or other Perfon having the Charge and Command as aforefaid, fhall, for each and every Offence 
fo committed, forfeit two hundred Pounds. 

` XI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That the Mafter or other Perfon having or

King CHar ies the Second, intituled, An Ac? for preventing Frauds, and regulating Abufes in bis Maje/ly’s 
Cujtoms, under the Penalty of the Forteiture_of one hundred Pounds; and the faid Matter or other Perton 
fhall, at the Time he fo makes his Report or Entry of his Ship upon Oath at the Cuftom-houfe as aforefaid, 
deliver to the Collector, or other Chief Officer of the Cuftoms at the faid Port, the Manifeft or Manifefts, 
or Content or Contents, in Writing, as before directed to accompany their refpective Cargoes, and to be 
on board every Ship or Veflel in which Goods fhall be fo imported or brought as aforefaid into Great Bri- 
tain; and if the faid Mafter, or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Command of any fuch Ship 
or Veflel, fhall neglect or refufe to deliver fuch Manifeft or Manifefts, or Content or Contents, in Writing, 
as afurefaid, to the faid Colleétor or other Chief Officer of the Cuftoms, at the Time he fo makes his Re- 
port or Entry of his Ship upon Oath at the Cuftom-houfe as aforefaid, every fuch Matter, or other Perfon 
fo having or taking the Charge or Command of fuch Ship or Veflel, thall, for every fuch Offence, forfeit 
and lofe the Sum of two hundred Pounds. 

XII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Package whatever, which hall. 
have been reported by the Mafter, or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Command of any Ship 
or Veflel in Manner herein before directed, fhall be wanting, and not found on board fuch Ship or Veilel, 
in conformity to fuch Report ; or if the Goods reported fhall not agree with the Manifeft or Manifefis, 
Content or Contents; or if either the Report or Manifeft or Manifefts fhall not agree with the Cargo found 
on board of fuch Veficl or Veflels; then and in-every fuch Cafe, the Mafter, or other Perion having or 
taking the Charge or Command of {uch Ship or Veflel, fhall forfeit and lofe the Sum of two hundred 
Pounds: Provided neverthelefs, “Chat in cafe any Goods fhall be imported without fuch Manifeft or Mani- 
fefts, or Content or Contents, in Writing, as herein before is directed ; or in cafe the Manifeft or Mam- 
fefts, or Content or Contents accompanying the Goods, fhall not agree with the Report, or fhall be de- 
faced or incorrect, or fhall not agree with the Goods on board, and it {hall be made to appear, to the Sze 
tisfaction of the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms, that the Cargo imported was wholly taken on board in 
forcign Parts, naming the particular Places where it was taken on board refpectively, and that no Part of 
the Cargo has been unfhipped fince it was taken on board, and that the Manifeft or Content has been lof 
or miflaid without Fraud or Collufion, or that the fame was defaced by Accident, or incorreét by Mittake ; 


in fuch Cafe, the Penalties and Forfeitures herein before inflicted fhall not be incurred : Provided alfo, That 


in cafe any Goods fhall, trom urgent Neceffity, be taken on board of any Ship or Veffel in any foreign 


Port or Place for Great Pritdin, after fuch Manifeft or Manifefts, or Content or Contents, as required by 
this Act, fhall have been attefted in Manner herein before directed, the Matter, or other Perfon having or 
taking the Charge or Command of fuch Ship or Veflel, fhall make out, or caufe to be’ made out, and thall 
fign a feparate Manifeft or Manifefts, or Content or Contents, of all fuch Goods as fhall be fo taken on 
board ; which Manifeft or Manifefts, or Content or Contents, fhall be fubjcét to all and every Provifion in 
this AG contained, to all Intents and Purpofes, in like Manner as the Maniteit or Manifeits, or Content or — 
Contents, fo attefted as aforefaid, are fubjeéted ; and in fuch Cafe, the Penalties and Forteitures herein be- 
fore inflicted, with refpect to Goods imported without a Manifeft or Content, fhal! not be incurred, if the 
urgent Neceflity of fo taking fuch Goods on board fhall be made to appear, to the Satisfaction of the Com- 
miffioners of the Cuftoms in England and Scotland re{pectively. , 
Mili. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Goods fo taken on | 

Ship or Veilel in any foreign Port or Place, fhall, after the Arrival of fuch Ship or V eflel within Kra rE 
of any Port of Great Britain, or within four Leagues of the Coaft thereof, or after the firit Production of 
the Manifeft or Manifcfts, or Content or Contents, to the Officers of the Cuftoms, in Manner herein before 


directed 
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directed (whether fuch Goods fhall be inferted in the faid Manifet or Manifefts, or Content or Contents, 


herein before directed to accompany fuch Goods or not), be thrown overboard, or taved, or otherwife in 
any Manner deftroyed (except in cafe of unavoidable Neceffity, Proof of which fhall be made, to the Sa- 
tisfaction of the Commilfioners of his Majetty’s Cuftoms in England and Scotland refpeQively), the Mafter, 
or other Perfon having or taxing the Charge or Command of the Ship or Vedilel on board of which fuch Of- 
fence fhall be committed, fhall torfeit two hundred Pounds. 

XIV. And be it further enafted by the Authority aforefaid, That all and every~Importer or Importers, 
Proprietor or Proprietors, or Confignee or Confignees, of any Goods imported or brought into Great Bri- 
tain as aforefaid, thall feverally and refpectively, within twenty Days after the Matter, or other Perfon hav- 


ing or taking the Charge or Command of fuch Ship or Veflel, fhall have made his Report or Entry upon’

by Law fo to do, make a due Entry in Writing, in the utual and accuftomed Manner, with the Collector 
or other Chief Officer of the Cuftoms at the Port in Great Britain where the Ship or Vedicl fo laden as

of the Reign of her late Majeity Queen ANNE, intituled, 4a Act for encouraging the Tobacco Trade, any 
Law, Ufage, or Cultom to the contrary notwithitanding : Provided neverthelets, That nothing herein 
before contained {hall extend, or be conttrued to extepd, to the felling of any Goods which may by 
Law be entered and warehoufed, upon Bond or Security ben:g given for the Whole of the Duties due thereon. 

XV. And be it further enacted by the Autnority aforefaid, That, from and after the firit Day of Auguft 
one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-fix, it hall not be lawful for any Officer or Officers of his Majelty’s 
Cuftoms in Great Britain to permit or futter any Ship or Vellel to be cleared out for foreign Parts, from 
any Port or Place whatever in Great Britain, until the Matter, or other Perfon having or taking the Charge 
or Command of fuch Ship or Veflel, and the Mate of {uch ship or Vedel, thall feverally and reipectively 
give Security to his Majefty, his Heirs and Succeflors, by Bond, in the Penalty of two hundred Pounds 

which Security fhall be taken by the Collector, or other Principal Officer of the Cuftoms, at fuch Port or 

Jace, who is hereby authorifed and required to take fuch Security), with Condition that fuch Mafter, or 
other Perfon having or taking the Chai ge or Command of fuch Ship or Veilel, or fuch Mate, as the Cafe 
may be, wiil not at any ime thereafter land, or caufe to be landed, any Goods in any Part of this Kingdom, 
in any Manner which is or thall be prohibited by Law, or take the fame on board, in order to their being fo 
landed, nor be anywife concerned, or aiding cr allting in fraudulently importing, unfhipping, or landing 
the tame, and will not hinder, moleft, or oppofe, any of his Majefty’s Officers of the Cuftoms or Excite, or 
any other Perfon or Persfons affifting them, or either of them, in the due Execution of their refpective 
Officcs or Employments ; or until fuch Matter, or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Command 
of fuch Ship or Velicl, fhall produce a Certicate, under the Hand of the Collector, or other Princi- 
pal Officer of the Cuitoms, at fome other Port or Place in Great Britain, of fuch Security having 
been before given at fuch other Port or Place, to fuch Collector or other Principal Officer, by fuch Matter 
and Wate. . 

XVI.. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That there fhall not be paid or allowed to 
any Perfon whatfoever, upon the Exportation of any Goods intitled to either Drawback or Bounty upon 
Exportation, any Drawback, Bounty, or Allowance whatever, if the Goods are in Bales prefs-packced, 
aint fs the feveral different Names and Specics ofsthe Goods, and the Quantitics and Qualities thereof re- 
deectively, fhal! be verified by the refpective Matter Packer or Matter rackers thercot, or one of them, 
or, in cafe of the Ablence of fuch Mafter Packer or Mafter Packers, or one of them, irom Sicke 
ntis or other unavoidable Neceflity, by the Forcman or other Servant of fuch Mafter Packer, or Matter 
Packers, refpeQively, who fhall have actual Knowledge of tae Contents of the Bales fo refpectively prefs- 

acked, in the following Manner; (that is to fay,) If the Goods are packed at the Port whence they are to 
be e sported, or within ten Miles thereof, then by Oath made and fubicribed upon the Entry or Cocquet, 
before the Collector or Comptroller, or other Chief Officer of the Cuftoms at fuch Pore (who is and 
are hereby refpectively authoriled to adminifter the fame); and if fuch Goods are packed at any greater 
Dittance than ten Miles from the Port from whence the Goods are to be exported, then on the like Oath 
made, and fubfcribed in Manner aforefaid, before toime Magittrate or Juitice of the Peace fcr the County or 
Place where fuch Mafter Packer or Packers Mall refide. l 

XVIL And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That every Mafter, or other Perfon havin 
or taking the Charge or Command of any Ship or Velel, on board of which any Goods fhall be thipped 
for Exportation to foreign Parts, from any Port or Place in Great Britain, fhall, upon Demand, produce 
and deliver to each and every Officer or Officers of his Majcfty’s Cuftoms, who thail come on board his 
Ship or Veflel, either within the Limits of any Port in Great Britain, or within tour Leagues of the Coat 
thereof, all and each and every Cocquct or Cocquets delivered to him by the proper Oficer or O:ħcers of 
the Cuftoms, at the Port or Ports, Place or Places, where the Ship or Vetlel fhall have-been cleared out, 
for tne Examination and Infpection of every fuch Officer or Officers, under the Penaity of one hundred 
Pounds ; and if fucb Officer or Officers fhall find any of the Goods on board fuch Ship or Vetlel not to 
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correfpond with the Cocquet or Cocquets fo produced, he or they is and are hereby authorifed and required . 


to feize the faid Goods, which fhall be forfeited; or if fuch Officer or Officers fhall difcover that any of the 
Packages indorfed upon the Cocquet or Cocquets fo produced, are not on board the faid Ship or Veflel, 
the Miafter, or other Perfon having or taking the Charge or Command of the Ship or Veflel, fhall forfeit 
the Sum „of twenty Pounds for each and every Package contained in fuch Cocquet or Cocquets, and not 
found. 

XVIII. And be it further ena@ted by the Authority aforefaid, That no Entry fhall pafs, nor any Deben- 
ture be made out, upon Exportation to foreign Parts from Great Britain, of any Goods whatever, which 
are intitled either to Drawback or Bounty upon Exportation, but in the Name of the real Owner or Owners, 
or Proprietor or Proprietors of the Goods, if they, or any of them, are refident in Great Britain; and 
that before fuch Owner or Owners, or Proprietor or Proprietors, {hall receive the Drawback or Bounty, or 
any Allowance to which fuch Goods may be intitled, or any Part thereof, one or more of them, and not 
any Broker or Agent on his or their Behalf, fhall, upon the Debenture, verity, by Oath, his or their fo 
being the real Owner or Owners, or Proprietor or Proprietors of fuch Goods, and alfo that the Goods are 
really and bona fide exported to foreign Parts, and have not been relanded in Great Britain; any Law, 
Cuftom, or Ufage to the contrary notwithftanding : Provided always, That fuch real Owner or Owners, 
or Proprietor or Proprietors of fuch Goods, if he or they fhall not have purchafed or obtained a Right to, 
or Property in, the Drawback to which fuch Goods are intitled, fhall, and is and are hereby required, at 
the Time fuch Goods are entered for Exportation, to acknowledge in Writing under his or their Hands 
upon the Entry, the Perfon or Perfons who is or are intitled to fuch Drawback; and fuch Perfon or Perfons 
fhall, after the Requifites of this Act are fully complied with, receive fuch Drawback ; and the Receipt of 
{fuch Perfon or Perions upgn the Debenture fhall be an Acquittal and Difcharge for fuch Drawback : Pro- 
vided neverthelefs, That nothing in this Act fhall extend, or be conftrued to extend, to hinder or prevent 
the Agent of any Corporation or Company trading by a joint Stock from making Oath, in the Manner 
now by Law allowed, to intitle fuch Corporation or Company to obtain any Drawback or Allowance up- 
on the Exportation of Goods from Great Britain; nor to hinder or prevent any Proprietor or Proprietors 

Perfon or Perfons whatever, from ex- 
porting from any Place, other than that at which he or they retide, if fuch Perfon or Perfons fhall refide at 
a greater [iftance than twenty Miles from fuch Place, any Goods or Commodities whatever ; nor any Per- 
fon or Perfons whatever from exporting from any Place, other than that at which he or they refide, any 
Goods whatfoever of Brith Manufacture (being the Property of fuch Perfon or Perfons), by and in the 
Name of an Agent, and fuch Agent is hereby authorifed to do and perform every Act and Thing, to intitle 
the real Proprietor or Proprietors of the Goods to all and every Bounty, Drawback, or Allowance, due by 
Law upon the Exportation of fuch Goods, and to recover the fame in as full and ample Manner as if the 
real Proprietor or Proprietors was or were to act therein; provided fuch Agent fhall teftify upén Oath, on 
the Back of the Debenture, over and befides what is already by J.aw required to be teftified upon Oath be- 
fore the Collector or Comptroller, or other Chief Officer of the Cuftoms (who is and are hereby authorifed 
ito adminifter the fame), the Name or Names of the real Proprietor or Proprietors of the Goods, and his 
or their known Place of Abode, and fhall, if required by the faid Collector or Comptroller, or other Chief 
Officer, give good and fufficient Reafon for his Knowledge of the Place to which the Goods are intended to 


‘be exparted. 


XIX. Provided always, and it is hereby further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That, from and after 
the twenty-ninth Day of September one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-fix, no Bounty or Premium fhall 
be paid or allowed for or upon any Goods whatfoever exported from this Kingdom to /re/and, and that no 
Drawback, Bounty, or Premium fhall be paid or allowed for op upon any Goods whatever exported from 
this Kingdom to the Iflands of Guern/ey or Ferfey, nor any Debenture made out for fuch Drawback, Bounty, 
or Premium, until a Certificate fhall be produced, under the Hands aiid Seals of the Collector, Comptroller, 
and Surveyor of the Cuftoms, or any two of them, belonging to fuch Port in /reland, or from the Regifter 
of Certificates, or other Chief Officer of the Cuftoms in the faid Iflands of Guern/ey or FJerfey, as fuch 
Goods fhall have been refpectively landed at, certifying that the Goods have been duly landed there; any 
Law, Cuftom, or Ufage to the contrary notwith{tanding, 

XX. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That no Goods whatever, intitled to either

< HERE AS the Fifheries carried on in the Greenland Seas and Davis’s Streights have bees raifed, 
€ by the Bounties and Encouragements already given, to a very flourifhing Condition: And whereas. 
* the faid Bounties will ceafe and expire on the twenty-hfth Day of December one thoufand feven hundred and: 
* eighty-fix, and it willbe proper further to encourage and fupport the faid Fifheries, by granting, to Shi 
* employed therein, fuch other Bounties as the prefent State of the Publick Revenue may iuftify, and: the 
* Nature and Condition of the faid Fifheries appear now to require :’ Be it therefore enacted by the King’s 
moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That, for and during. . 
the Space of five Years, to be computed from the faid twenty-fifth Day of December one thoufand feven hun-

re{pectively mentioned and fet down in the Log Book fo to be kept as aforefaid. 

- And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That in cafe the Mafter, or other Perfon havin 
or taking the Charge or Command of any Ship or Veflel whatever, fitted out as aforefaid, for the Purpofe 
of obtaining fome one or other of the Premiums granted by this Aét, fhall knowingly receive or permit, 
or fufter to be received on board fuch Ship or Veflel, for the Purpofe of obtaining any one of the faid Rre-

orted as aforefaid, to intitle the Owner or Owners of fuch Ship or Velel to tome one of the Premiums 
herein before granted; provided it fhall appear by the Log Book of fuch Ship or Veflel fo kept as aforefaid, 
that fuch Ship or Veflel hath actually failed beyond, and been bora fez employed in the Fifhery, either to 
the Southward of the feventh Degree of North Latitude, or to the Southward of thirty-fix Degrees of South 
Latitude, as the Cafe may.be. 

XII. And be it further ena&ed by the Authority aforefaid, That in cafe any Ship or Veffct fhall have 
been fitted out on the aforefaid Fifhery, under the Rules and Reftrictions contained in the before recited 
Aéts, made and pailed in the fifteenth and fixteenth Ycars of the Reign of his prefent Majefty, and fhal 
have fet fail upon a Voyage for fuch Fifhery, after the firt Day of January one thoufand feven hundred 
and eighty-fix, and before the faid firt Day of Alay one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-fix, and fhall in 
all Retpeéts conform to the feveral and refjicctive Rules, Regulations, and Rettri¢tions in and by the 
faid recited Acts dire€ted and required, the Owner or Owners of every fuch Ship or Vefiel fhall be 
allowed and intitled to fuch one or other of the aforefaid Premiums, granted by this Act to the fifteen Ships 
or Veficls hercin before mentioned, as fuch Owner or Owners would be intitled to if fuch Sbip or Vellel 
had been fitted out, and had failed after the faid firft Day of Aay, and before the faid firft Day of Sep- 
tentber one thoufznd feven hundred andeighty-fix, in Conformity to tne Regulations of this Act; and every 
fuch Ship or Veflel fhall. be accounted as one in the Number of the Ships or Veticls ta which the filicen 
Premiums hercin before mentioned are granted. 
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XIII. And te it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid; That in cafe all and every the feveral 
Rules, Regulations, and Reftrictions, prefcribed and directed by this A&, fhall have been obferved and fully 
complied with, it fhall and may be lawful for the Commiffioners of his Majetty’s Cuftoms in England, or 
any four or more of them, and the Commiffianers of his Majefly’s Cuftoms in Scotland, or any three or 
more of them, to order the Receiver General of his Majefty’s Cuftoms in England and Scotland ref ectively, 
to pay out of any Money in his Hands, arifing by any Duties under their Management, to fuch Peron Of 
Perfons as fhall be legally intitled thereto, any of the Premiums herein before granted. 

XIV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That it fhall and may be lawful for an 
Ship or_Veflel, employed in carrying on the faid Southern Whale Fithery, to fail and pafs for that Purpo 
to the Eaftward of the Cape of Gord Hope, and tothe Weflward of Cape Horn, or through the Streights of 
Magellan, any Law, Ufage, or Cultom to the contrary notwithftanding. 

V, Provided always, and be it further enacted, "I hat any Ship or Veffel failing to the Eaftward of the 
Cape of Good iope, for the Purpofe aforefuid, fhall not fail or pafs to the Northward of thirty Degrees of 
South Latitude, nor make more than fifteen Degrees of Eaft Longitude from the faid Cape of Good Hope; 
and that any Ship or Veflel fo failing or pafling to the Weftward of Cape Horn, or through the Streights of 
Magellan, for the Purpofe aforefaid, thall not pafs to the Northward of the Equinoétial Line, nor make more 
than fifty Degrees of Weft Longitude from Cape Horn, 

XVI. Provided alio, and be it further enacted, ‘That every Ship or Veffel employed in the faid Fithery, 
and intending to fail or pafs to the Eaftward of the Cape of Goed Hepe, or to the Weftward of Cape Horn, 
or through the Streights of Magellan, fhail, bcfore the thall proceed on her Voyage, be obliged to take a 
Licence for each refpective Voyage, from the Court of Directors of the United Company of Merchants 
of England trading to the Eafl fnaies, for the Time being, in the Name and under the Seal of the {aid 
Company, fpecifying which of the faid Voyages fuch Ship fhall be licenfed to perform, and fuch Licence 
fhall be valid and eftectual only for the Voyage therein exprefled ; and the faid Court of Directors fhall not

Veffel, and of all Goods (if any) intended to be afterwards taken into, or on board of the fame, before her 
Departure outwards; and alfo unlefs it fhall, by fuch Manifeft or Certificate, appear unto the faid Court of 
Direétors, that no Goods or Merchandizes whatever (fave and except the Stores of fuch Ship or Veflel, 
and the Tackle, Materials, and other ‘Things neceflary for the Purpofe of the Voyage) are taken, or ine 
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XVII. And be it further enacted, ‘That if any Ship or Veffel to be employed in the faid Southern Whale 
Fithery, to the Eaftward of the Cape of Good Hope, or the Wettward of Cape Horn, fhall proceed to go 
beyond the Limits herein before {pecified or exprefled, unlefs driven or forced beyond the fame by Strefs of 
Weather, or other inevitable Accident, or being fo driven or forced, fhall not return back within the Limits 
herein before prefcribed, with as much convenient Speed as the Safety of the Ship or other Circamftances 
will adinit ; or if any Ship or Vellel thall depart from any Port or Place without having firft obtained fuch 
Licence as aforefaid, and fhall go or be found beyond the Cape of Good Hope, or beyond the Streights of 
Magellan, or in any other Place within the Limits of the faid Company’s exclufive Trade; or if any Ship 
or Veilel, being fo licenfed to procecd to the Fithery beyond the Cape of Good Hope, fhall have on board, 
or fhall take on board before her Return, any Manufactures, Goods, or Merchandize, other than and ex- 
cept fuch as {ball have been fpecified and deicribed in and by fuch Manifeft or Certificate, and other than 
and except the Oil, Head Matter, or Bone of Whales, or other Fith or Creatures caught or taken in car- 
rying on the faid F ihery, every {uch Ship or Veiicl, and the Goods, Merchandizes, and Effects on board 
tie iame, and the Owner and Owners, Mafter and Crew thereof, fhall be deemed and taken, to all Intents 
and Purpofes, to be fubject to the feveral Provifions, Regulations, Penalties, and Forfeitures, by any Act or

and the Penalties and Forfeitures incurred fhall and may be recovered in any Court of Juftice in Great Bri- 
tain, or inthe Bayt Indies, wherein Suits may be initituted and brought for Offences committed againtt the 
faid Acts, or any of them, 

XVIIf. And be it further enacted Py the Authority aforelaid, That within thirty Days next after the 
Return of any Ship or Veflel from.a Fifhing Voyage to the Kattward of the Cape of Good Hope, the Matter 
of fuch Ship or Veilel {hall deliver, or caute to be delivered, to the Secretary of the faid United Company, 
for the Ufe of the faid Court of Directors, a Certificate under the Hand of the Collector or Com troller, 
or other Chief Officer of the Cuftoms belonging to the Port or Place where the faid Ship or Veilel fhall 
arrive, verihed by the Oath of the faid Malter, taken before and attefted by any Magiftrate or other Perion 
auroriled by Law to take Affidavits, that no Goods or Merchandizes whatever of the Growth, Produce, 
or Manuiacture of any Place or Places in the La? Indies, China, or elfewhere between the Cape of God 
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taken on board fuch Ship or Veffel during the faid Voyage ; but in cafe any fuch Goods and Merchandizes 
fhall have been taken on board the faid Ship or Veffel during the faid Voyage, then the faid Certificate fhall 
fpecify the Species, Quantity, Quality, and Value of all fuch Goods and Merchandizes, and the Caufe or 
Reafon of taking the fame on board; and the Owner or Owners of fuch Ship or Veffel fhall not be 
intitled to any Bounty under the Authority of this Act, until fuch Certificate as aforefaid fhall have been 
delivered to the faid Secretary, and fuch 

for the fame. 

_ XIX. Provided always, and be it enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That every Ship or Veffèl intend- 
mg to navigate within, or frequent any Part of the Seas comprized in the Boundaries of the exclufive 
Trade of the South Sea Company, as defcribed in and by an A& of the ninth of her late Majefty Queen 
ANNE; fhall, befose fhe fhal} proceed on every fuch Voyage, be obliged to take a Licence for fuch Voyage. 
from the Governor and Company of Merchants of Great Briain trading-to the South Seas, and other Parts 


of America, and for encouraging the Fifhery ; and every Vefiel navigating fueh Seas, without fuch Licence, . 
fhajl be liable to fuch Forfeitures and Penalties as are created and enacted by the faid. AG; any. Thing. in. 


this Act to the contrary thereof in any-wife notwith{tanding. . 

XX. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That no Ship or Veffel whatever fhall be intitled, 
within or during the Periods of Time refpectively limited by this A& for fuch Ship or Veflel to fail on. and 
to return from fuch Voyage, to more than one of the Premiums hereby granted, although fuch Ship or 

eflel fhall make two Voyages within any one of the Periods aforefaid. 

XXI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That upon the Return of every Ship or Veffel 
from the Fifheries aforefaid, in which Ship or Veflel any Oil or Head Matter fhall be tmported and on 
account of which Importation any of the Premiums herein before granted thall be claimed or demanded, in 
cafe there fhall be any Reafon to fufpeét that fuch Oil or Head Matter is mixed. with Water, or any cther 
Material or Materials, in order to increafe the Quantity thereof, it fhall and may be lawful to and for the 


Collector, or other principal Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms, at the Port to which fuch Ship or Veffel 


fhall fo return, to nominate and appoint, and fuch Collector, or other principal Officer or Officers, is and 
are hereby required to nominate and 
fons to examine fuch Oil or Head Matter, for the Purpofe of afcertaining whether fuch Oil or Head 
Matter has been mixed with any Water, or any other Material or Materials whatever (other than Oil or 
Head Matter fo taken as aforefaid), whereby the Quantity of fuch Oil or Head Matter is increafed ; and if 
it fhall appear, upon fuch Examination, that there has been mixed with fuch Oil or Head Matter any Water, 
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or any other Material whatever, whereby the Quantity of fuch Oil or Head Matter is increafed, the Owner - 


er Owners fhall not be intitled to any of the Premiums granted by this A@t; and over and above the Lois 
of the Premium, fuch Oil or Head Matter, fo mixed as aforefaid, fhal} be forfeited and loft, and fhall and 
may be feized by any Officer or Officers of his Majefty’s Cuftoms ; and if any Difpute fhaH arife whether 
there hath been mixed with fuch Oil or Head Matter any Water, or any other Material or Materials what- 
ever, not being Oil or Head Matter fo taken as aforelaid, whereby the Quantity of fuch Oi or Head Matter 
is _increafcd, then, and in fuch Cafe, the Proof thereof fhall lie on the Owner or Claimer of fuch Oil or 
Head Matter, or on the Perfon or Perfons claiming the Premium on aecount of the Importation of fuch 
Oil or Head Matter, and not on the Officer who fhall feize or profecute the fame. 

. XXII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That before any of the Premiums granted 
by this Ac fhall be paid or allowed to any Perfon or Perfons whatever, the exact Quantity of Oil and Head 
Matter taken together, imported in fuch Ship or Vefiel, fhall be truly afcertained by the proper Officer or 
Officers of the Cuftoms, and fuch Quantity fhall be certified by them to the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms 
yn England and Scotland yc{peQively. 

XXU. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That all Oil, Head Matter, or other Pro- 
duce of Fifh or Creatures living in the Seas, caught and taken in the Manner and under the Regulations and 
Reftrictions required by this Act, as alfo all Fins of Whales and Skins of Seals, fo caught and taken, and 
that all Oil, Head Matter, or other Produce of Whales, or other Creatures living in the Seas, Fins of 
Whales, and Skins of Seals, taken and caught in any Part of the Ocean by the Crew of any Ship or 
Veflel built in Great Britain, Ireland, or the Iflands of Guernfey, Jerfey, or Man, wholly owned by his

And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon or Perfons who, not 
being Subjects of his Majefty, have been heretofore employed in carrying on the faid Fifhery, and who 
fhall have eftablifhed themfelves and their Families in Great Britain, for the Purpofe of easrying on the faid 
Fishery, in Manner bcfore mentioned, and who fhall fo have carried on the faid Fifhery, and imported the 
Produce thereof into Great Britain, for and during the Space of five Years fucecffively ; all which Facts 
fhall be afcertained by a Certificate or Certificates from the proper Officer or Officers of his Majefty’s 
Cuftoms ; fhall, upon taking the Oath of Allegianee to his Majefty, his Heirs and. Succeflori, in one of 
his Majefty’s Courts of Record at /Hefiminfter or Edinburgh, or at the General or Quarter Seffions of the 
Peace where he or they refide, be confidered, deemed, and taken to be his Majefly’s natural-born Subject 
or Subjects, and be intitled to all the Privileges and Advantages of his Majefty’s natural-born Subjects ; 
which Oath fo taken as aforefaid fhall be enrolled by the Court wherein the fame thall be taken, and the Re- 
cord of fuch Enrolment, or a Copy thereof, properly authenticated, fhall be admitted and taken in ali Cases 
as Evidence of the Fact, on the Part of fuch Perion or Perfons as aforefaid, XXV. And 
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XXV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That no Harpooner, Line Manager, or 
Doat Steerer, belonging to any Ship or Veflel, fitted out on the aforefaid Fifhery, fhall be imprefled from 
the faid Service, but fhall be, and is hereby privileged and exempt from being iinprefied, fo long as he fhall 
belong to, and be employed on board any Ship or Vefiel whatever in the Fifhery aforefaid.. 

XXVI. And be it further enadted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon or Perfons, being Pro- 
teftants, and not being Subjects of his Majefty, who have been heretofore employed in carrying on the 
Whale Fifhery, and being the Owner or Owners of any Ship or Veflel, and intending to refide, together 
with their Families, in this Kingdom, for the Purpofe of conticuing to carry on fuch Fifhery from thence, 
{hzl on or before the twenty-fifth Day of Zune one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven, come into 
this Kingdom, together with his or their Family or Families, and fhall bring any Ship or Veflel, Ships or 

Vicdicls, built before the frit Day of Fune one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-fix, to Great Britain, the 
Number cf fuch Ships or Veflels not exceeding forty in the Whole, manned with any Number of Seamen 
or Fithermen not lets than twelve, having been heretofore employed in carrying on the faid Fifhery in every 
fuch Ship or Veflel, and it fhall be made appear to the Satisfaction of the Commiffioners of his Majetty’s 
Customs in Luelanid and Scotland relpectively, by the Oaths (or Affirmations if Quakers) of fuch Owners 
rcfpectively (which Oaths or Affirmations the faid Commiffioners are hereby refpectively authorifed and im- 
powered. to sdminilter}, and by other Means, that he or they, together with his or their Family or Families 
(if any they fhall have), are then actually refident in Great Britain, and that twelve fuch Seamen or Fifher- 
inen at the leait are brought into Great Britain in every fuch Ship or Veflel, and the fame fhall be certified, 
by the fid Commiffioners in ¢/and and Sectland re(pectively, to his Majefty, it fhall and may be lawful 
tor his Majefty, his Heirs and Succeilors, by and with the Advice of his Privy Council, if he thall fce juit 
Caut2 fo to do, to grant to the Owner or Owners of every fuch Ship or Veflel, Ships or Veficls, not ex- 
ceeding in the Whole forty In Number, a Licence or Licences to fit out any fuch Shipor Veflel for the fole 
Purpote of carrying on the faid Whale Fifhery from Great Britain, and to employ fuch Ship or Vedlel in 
carrying on the fume; and every fuch Ship or Veflel fhall, from and after the granting of {fuch Licence as 
aforefaid, during the Continuance of {uch Licence, enjoy all the Privileges and Advantages which’ now by 
Jaw belong, or may at any Time hereafter belong, to any Britife Ship or Vefflel employed in the faid 
Kithery (except the Premiums herein before granted); and fhall be allowed to import Oil, and all other 
Procuce of the Whale Fifhery, fubject to the Regulations and Provifions herein before contained, and free 
from all Duties or Impotts ; any Law or Ufage to the contrary-notwithftanding. 

XXVII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any fuch Ship or Veffel, {0 licenfed 
as aforefaid, fhall have been employed by fuch Owner or Owners as aforefaid, in carrying on the Whale 
Fifhery from Great Britain, or {hall be continued in carrying on fuch Fifhery, in cafe of his or their De- 
ceafe, during five fucceflive Sealons, and it fhall be made appear, to the Satistaction of the Commiffioners 
of his Majeity’s Cuftoms in England and Scctland refpectively, by a Certificate or Certificates, under the 
Hands of the Minifter and Churchwardens of the refpective Parifhes in which the Owner or Owners of 
every fuch Ship or Vcilel fhall have refided, and by other proper Means, that he or they, or his or their Fa- 
mily or Families, have been refident in fuch Parifhes refpectively for the Space of five Years fucceffively, 
and the fame fhall be certified by the faid Commiffioners refpectively to his Majefty; then, and in fuch 
Cafe, it fhall be lawful for his Majefty, his Heirs and Succeflors, by and with the Advice of his Priv 
Council, to authorife fuch Owner or Owners to regifter every fuch Ship or Veilel as fhall have been fe 
brought into this Kingdom, and employed as aforefaid in the Whale Fifhery irom thence tor five fucceflive 
Seafons, by virtue of {uch Licence as aforefaid, in like Manner as if the fame were a Briti/b Ship, owned 
by Britifh Subjects, and navigated according to Law; and every fuch Owner or Owners thall alfo, from 
thenceforth, in reipect of every fuch Ship or Veilel, be intitled to all fuch Bounties as are herein before 
granted to Briti Ships and Veflels employed in carrying on the faid Fifhery; and they, and each of them, 
thall have and enjoy the Rights, Privileges, and Advantages of natural-born Subjects of Great Britain, 
in like Manner, and fubject to the like Difabilities, as the fame may be granted to Aliens by fpecial Acts 
of Parliament. . 

XXVIII. Provided always, That all and every Owner or Owners of every fuch Ship or Veflel, before 
he or they fhall be admitted to regifter any fuch Ship or Veflel, fhall take and fubfcribe the Oath of Al- 
Iegiance to his Majefty, his Heirs and Succellors, in one of bis Majefty’s Courts of Record at /¥e/minjfter 
or Edinburgh,- or at the General or Quarter Seifions of the Peace holden in the Place where he or they 
refide ; which Oath fhall be inrolled by the Court wherein the fame fhall be taken and fubf{cribed, on 
Payment of the like Sum or Sums to the Officer or Officers of fuch Court for entering the fame, as 
are.or.fhall be payable by Law on the Entry of fuch Oath in the Courts atorefaid, in any Cafe where the 
fame is by Law required. 

XXIX. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon or Perfons whatever 
fhall knowingly give or grant any fale Certificate or Certificates, for any of the Purpofcs required or 
directed by this Act, fuch Perfon or Perfons fhall forfeit the Sum of five hundred Founds, and be rendered 
incapable of ferving his Majefty, his Heirs ar Succeflors, in any Office whatever: And if any Perfon or 
PRertons fhall counterfeit, erafe, alter, or falfify any Certificate or Certificates required by this Act, or fhal 
knowingly or willingly make ufe of any falle Certificate ar Certificates, or of any Certificate or Certificates 
fo counterfeited, eraled, altered, or falfificd, {fuch Perion or Perfons fhall, for every fuch Offence, tor- 
feit the Sum of five hundred Pounds; and every fuch Certificate or Certificates {hall be invalid, and 

of no Effect. . 

XXX. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That one Moiety of the Penalties and For- 
feitures inflicted by this Act (except.in fach Cafes where other Dircétions are given by this Act), fhall be 
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to the Ufe of his Majefty, his Heirs and Succefiors, and the other Moiety to fuch Oficer or Officers of 
the Cuftoms as fhall fue or profecute for the fame in any of his Majefty’s Courts of Record at WV efiminfler, 
or in the Court of Exchequer in Scstland refpectively, where the Offence fhall be committed. 

XXXI. And be it further enaéted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Action or Suit fhall be 
commenced againit any Perfon or Perfons whatever, for any Thing done in puriuance of this Act, the De- 
fendant or Detendants, in fuch Action or Suit, may plead the General Jue, and give this Act, and the 
{pecial Matter, in Evidence at any Trial to be had thereupon, and that the fame was done in purfuance of 
and by the Authority of this Act: And if it fhiil-appear fo to have been done, the Jury fhall find for the 
Defendant or Defendants; and if the Plint fhall be nonfinted, or thall difeontinue his Action, afrer 
the Defendant or Defendants hath or have appeared, or if Judgement fhall be given upon any Verdict or 
Demurrer againtt the Plaintiff, the Defendant or Defendants fhall recover “(reble Colts, and have the like 
Remedy for the fame as Defendants have in other Cafes by Law. 


CAP. LI. 


An Act for better fecuring the Duties on Starch, and for preventing Frauds on the 
faid Duties. 


‘ HER EAS, notwithftanding the many Laws made for fecuring the Duties on Sterch, and for 
‘ protecting the fair Trader, many grots Frauds are {till frequently practited by various Perfons, to 
© the great Lots ot the Revenue, and the Injury of the fair Trader :’ For Remedy thercof, be it enacted by 
the King’s mott Excellent Majcfty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiitual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this prefznt Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That, from 
and after the twenty-fourth Day of ‘June one thoufand feven hundred and eignty-fix, before any Starch fhall 
be put into the Stove or any other Piace to dry (except for crufting), all fuch Starch fhall be put or wrapped 
in Papers, and fhail be tied in Manner hercin atter directed ; and that when any Starch-maker fhall be 
defirous of papering Starch for drying, he, fhe, or they, fhall give to the Oficer tor the Duties on Starch, 
of the Diviiion or Diltrict where his, her, or their Starch-houfe ts fituated, twelve Hours Notice in Wiit- 
ing, if fuch Starch-houfe fhall be fituated within the Limits of the Chief Otice of Excite in Lindri, or if 
{uch Starch-houfe fhall be fituated in any other Part of Great Britain, twenty-four Hours Notice in Writ- 
ing, of the particular Time and ITour when le, the, or they, intend to begin to paper his, her, or their 
Starch for drying, and fhall in fuch Notice exprefs the Number of Picces intended to be papered, and into 
what particular Stove or other Drying-place fuch Pieces are intended to be put to dry; and in cafe fuch 
Starch-maker fhall not begin to paper his, her, or their Starch at the Time and Hour mentioned in fuch 
Notice, or within one Hour next after, then every fuch Notice fhall be void, and fuch Starch-maker fhall 
be obliged to give a frefh and like Notice in Writing before he, fhe, or they fhall begin to paper his, her, 
or their Starch; and when any fuch Maker or Makers of Starch fhall begin to paper fuch Starch, he, fhe, 
or they fhall proceed and continue to paper the fame until all the Pieces of Starch mentioned in fuch No- 
tice fhall be papered. , ` 
II. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That every Maker of Starch fhall caufe every 
Piece of Starch, when papered, to be tied with Strings croffing each other on that Side of the Piece where 
the Ends of the Paper fhall be folded, and fhall caule to be ftrongly affixed or pafted, with warm Patte made 
with Glue, on every Piece of Starch fo papered and tied, a Fabel, or Fiece of thin Paper, three Inches 
long, and three Inches broad at the leatt, of a different Colour from the Paper in which the Starch fhall be 
wrapped ; that is to fay, if the Starch {hall be wrapped in blue or brown Paper, the faid Label or Piece of thin 
Paper thall be white ; and if the Starch fhall be wrapped in white Paper, fuch Label or Piece of thin Paper 
fhall be blue ; and fuch Label or Piece of thin Paper fhall be affixed on that Side of the Piece of Starch 
where the Ends of the Paper fhall be folded, and in fuch Manner as to prevent the opening of the faid Paper 
of Starch without tearing the faic Label or Piece of thin Paper ; and the Officer of the Duties on Starch 
for the Divifion or Diftriét where fuch Starch houfe fhal! be fituated, fhall attend and fee luch Starch papered 
and tied in Manner aforeiaid, and fuch Label or Piece of thin Paper athxed on every Piece of fuch Starch, 
and {hall take an Account of every Piece of fuch Starch; and fuch Officer fhall caufe every Piece of Starch. 
fo papered as aforefaid, to be itamped or fealed upon fuch Label or Piece of thin Paper aforctaid, with fuch 
Stamp or Seal as fhall be provided by the Commiiioners for the Duties on Starch in England and Scotland 
rofpectively for that Purpofe, before any fuch Piece of Starch fhall be put into the Stove to dry ; and if any 
Starch maker fhall begin to paper his, her, or their Starch without giving fuch Notice as afurcfaid, or having 


given fuch Notice, and begun to paper his, her, or their Starch as atoreiaid, thail not proceed and continue 


to paper fuch Starch in Manner aforefaid, or fhall not caufe the fame to be tied in Manner aforefaid, and 
fuch Labels or Pieces of thin Paper to be affixed thereon as aforelaid, every Starch-maker fo offending fhall, 
for every fuch Offence, forfeit the Sum of one hundred Pounds. 
IHH. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That, from and after the faid twenty-fourth Day of 
une one thoufand feven hundred and eighty - ix, if any Piece or Pieces of Starch papered, not being ftamped in 
Tanner aforelaid, or any Piece or Picces of Starch not papered, or loole Starch, or Scrapings of Starch, thall 
be found in any Stove or other Place for drying belonging to any Starch-maker (whether fuch Place thall be an 
entered Place or not an entered Place), all fuci Starch papered and not ftamped, or not papered, or loofe 
Starch, or Scrapings of Starch, fhall be forfeited, and the Starch-maker, in whofe’ Pofietlion fuch unflamped , 
starch, loofe Starch, or Scrapings, fhall be found, fhall forfeit the Sum of two hundred Pounds: Provided, 
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That nothing herein contained fhall extend to Pieces of Starch put into the Stove for crufting only before 
the fame fhall be {craped. : 

IV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That the Commiffioners for the Duties on Starch 
in England and Scotland refpectively, fhall, on or before the faid twenty-fourth Day. of June one thoufand. 
feven hundred and eighty-fix, provide proper Stamps or Seals for ftamping or fealing the Papers, containing 
all Pieces of Starch which fhall be made and papered in England and Scotland refpectively, and by this Act 
directed to be ftamped or fealed, and fha]l caufe fuch Stamps or Seals to be diftributed to the refpective Offi- 
cers for the Purpofe before mentioned; which Officers are hereby enjoined and required in uling the fame, 
to do no Hurt or Damage, or the leaft Damage that may be, to the Starch or Paper containing the fame to 
be fo ftamped or fealed, which Stamps or Seals {hall and may, from Time to Time, be varied or altered as 
often as the faid refpective Commiflioners fhall think fit to alter the fame. 

< V. And, for the better preventing or difcovering any Frauds that may be attempted by fhipping Starch 
* for Exportation, in order to obtain a Drawback of the Duties thereupon, and afterwards relanding the 
* fame to be confumed in Great Britain; be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That when any 
Starch-maker, or Dealer in Starch, who fhall have paid all his Majefty’s Duties upon any Quantity of 
Starch, or fhall have bought, or fhall be lawfully intitled to any Quantity of Starch from the Perfon or Perfons. 
who actually paid the faid Duties thereupon, thall intend to export any fuch Starch, and fhall have given 
{uch Notice of packing up the fame, in order to be exported, to the Officer appointed for that Purpofe, as. 
is required by an Act pafled in the laft Seffion of Parliament, intituled, 4 42 for repealing the Duty impofed 
on Tea by an AG paffed in the laft Seffion of Parliament, and for granting other Duties in lieu thereof; for 
repealing Jo much yr Jeveral Acts as relates to the Removal of Tea; for direcling the Officers of Excife to exa- 
mine and certify the Exportation of excifeable Commodities; and for better fecuring the Duties on Candles ; it 
fhall be lawful for fuch Officer, who fhall attend to fee the faid Starch packed up, and he is hereby requiret 
to ftamp or mark every Paper of Starch fo intended to be packed up, iu order to be exported, on the Label or 
Piece of thin Paper herein before directed to be affixed thereon, with fuch Stamp or Mark, having, the Word. 
Exportation denoted thereon, as the Commiffioners for the faid Duties on Starch in England and Scotland 
refpectively fhall provide and direct to be ufed for that Purpofe ; and the faid refpective Commiffioners fhall,. 
on or before the faid twenty-fourth Day of June one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-fix, provide proper 
Stamps or Marks, having the Word Exportation denoted thereon, and fhall caufe the {ame to be diftributed to. 
the proper Officers refpectively for the Purpofes laft aforefaid, which Stamps or Marks fhall and may, 
from dime to Time, be varied or altered, as often as the faid refpective Commiffioners fhall think fit to 
alter the tame, 

VI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon or Perfons fhall, at any 
Time, forge or counterfeit any fuch Stamp or Mark, which fhall be provided for ftamping or marking 
Starch intended to be exported, every Perfon fo offending thall, for every fuch Offence, forteit the Sum of 
one hundred Pounds. : 

VII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That the faid Officer or. Officers, who fhall. 
attend to fee fuch Starch packed up in order to be exported, fhall not permit to be packed up, in order to 
be exported, any Piece or Pieces of Starch, not having thereon the Label, or Piece of tnin Paper, itamped 
as is herein before directed, entire and unbroken; and all fuch Starch fo intended to be exported fhall be {ub=. 
jet to all the Regulations required by the faid Act, made in the laft Seton of Parliament, concerning 
Starch intended to be exported: Provided, That nothing in this Act contained fhall. extend to Starca 
ground nto Powder, commonly called Hair Powder, which fhall at any ‘Time be intended to be. 
exported. 

VIL And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That, from and after the faid twenty-fourth 
Day of June one thoufand feven hundred and cighty-fix, if any Piece or Pieces of Starch, ftamped with 
the faid Stamp or Mark as aforefaid, provided for ftamping or marking Starch intended to be exported, fhall 
be found upon Land, except in the Warehoute or Place where the fame {hall be packed up betore the fame 
fhall be fhipped, or in removing from thence to be put on board the Ship in which the fame is intended to be 
exported, all and every fuch Piece or Pieces of Starch fhall be forfeited, and may be feized by any Officer 
of the Cuftoins or Excife, or for the Duties on Starch. 

IX. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That within one Hour after the Pieces of 
Starch fhall have been papered and flainped by the Officer, all the Scrapings belonging to fuch Pieces of 
Starch fhall be weighed and taken Account of by the Officer, and fhall be put into Water in Frames, Tubs, 
or other Utenfils, and fhall not be mixed with any other Starch or Preparation for making Starch then in 
Operation ; and the faid Scrapings fhall be immediately diflolved, and {trained through a Sieve, and being 
fo trained, the Officer for the Duties on Starch fhall take an Account thereof as a Green Water, and the 
fame fhall not be again difturbed or meddled with, until fuch Notice thall be given for boxing the fame, as 
is required by an Act made in the fourth Year of the Reignof King GEORGE the Second, intituled, 2 
AG to prevent Frauds in the Revenue of Execife, with refped to Starch, Cijfers Tea, and Chocoiate ; and ano- 
ther AA made in the nineteenth Year of his prefent Majcfty’s Reign, intituled, An AY for ter fecur- 
ing the Duties on Starch; and the faid Scrapings of Starch, fo put into Water and diflolved, thal! be charge- 
able, and fhall be charged by the proper Officer with all the fame Duties upon Starch as any other Starch, 
andin like Manner as any other Siarch, or Materials for making Starch, are or ought to be charged 
with, 

` < X. And whereas it being required by this Act that Scrapings of Starch fhould be difolved in Water, 
€ and converted into Green Waters, it is reafonadle that an Allowance fhould be made for the faid Scrap- 
* ings, out of the Amount of the Boxgage or Boxgages of which the faid Scrapings have been a Part;’ be it 
8 therefore 
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therefore further ena€ted by the Authority aforefaid, That after the Scrapings of Starch thall be weighed | by 
all 


the Othcer, and the faid Scrapings fhall be put into Water, as by this Act is required, the faid Officer 


dedut teven Tenth Parts of the Weight of fuch Scrapings, from the Amount of the Boxgage of which 
fuch Scrapings have been a Part, provided the Weight of fuch Scrapings do not exceed onc fitth Part of the 
whole Amount of fuch Koxgage or Gages; but if the Weight of fuch Scrapings exceed the aforefaid Pro- 
portion, yet no greater Deduction fhall be made than according to the faid Proportion; that is to fay, No 
greater Deduction {hall be made, in any Cafe, than feven tenth Parts of one fifth Part of the faid Amount 
of the Boxgage or Gages ; and it fhall be lawful for the Officer to charge the Starch-maker with the Duties 
from the Amount of the Boxgzge or Boxgages, after fuch Deduétion fhall have been made therefrom, pro- 
vided fuch Amount, after fuch Deduction made, fhall not be leis than the actual Weight of the starch, 
when the fame is removed from the Stove, or other Drying. place or Places, and weighed: Provided alfo, 
‘That no Allowance or Deduction fhall be made in Cafes where the Duties (hall be charged according to the 
Gage taken in the Sour Waters, or in the Green Waters, together wito the Slimes, as directed by the faid 
Act, made in the nineteenth Year of his prefent Majefty’s Reign, or by this Act; and in cate any Starch- 
maker fhall neglect to put all fuch Scrapings under Water, and to {tir the fame untl difloived, and to ftrain 
the fame through a Sieve, within the Space of one Hour after the fame fhiall have been weighed and taken 
Account of by the Officer, every fuch Starch-maker fo offending fhall torfeit the Sum of two hundred 
Pounds; and in cafe any Starch-maker fhall, after fuch Scrapings thall have been diflolved and {traincd, 
into any Frame, Tub, or other Utentil, wiltully caufe the fame to be difturbed, or the Whale, or any Part 
thereof, to be taken away before Notice {hall have been given of boxing the fame, tuch Starch-maker fhall 
be deemed to have boxed Starch without Notice, and fhall forfeit and lole the Sum of two husdred Pounds, 
as by the faid Act made inthe nineteenth Ycar of his Majefty’s Reign is directed ; and in cate any Siarch- 
maker, in crder to increafe the Quantity of Scrapings before the fame fhall be weighed by the Ottcer, fhall mix 
therewith any Starch of the fame, or any other Making, or any Flour, Meal, or other Material whatever, 
or wilfully caufe any Water, or other Liquid, to be put to fuch Scrapings, or by any Means whatever caufe 
the faid Scrapings to be increafed in Weight, fuch Starch-maker fhall, tor every tuch Cttcnce, forfeit the 
Sum of two hundred Pounds. : 

¢ XI. And whereas it may happen that the Paper wherein any Piece of Starch fhall be contained, after the 
€ fame has been {tamped as aforetaid, may, tn the Stove or other Drying-place, or by taking trom the Stove 
© or other Drying-place, or otherwife by Accident, be broken or damaged, fo as to be unfit tor Sale;’ be it 
further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, “hat when the Paper wherein any Picce of Starch fhall be con- 
tained, fhall by any Accident be broken or damaged, and the Starch-maker, to whom the fame belongs, 
fhall be defirous of having the fame repapered and reitamped, fuch Starch-maker fhall give to the faid Othcer 
for the faid Duties, in the Divifion or Dittriét in which his, her, or their Starch-houle {hall be fituated, twelve 
Hours Notice in Writing, if fuch Starch-houle {hall be fituated within the Limits ot the Chief Office of 
Excife in London, or if fuch Starch-houfe fhall be fituated in any other Part of Great Britain, twenty-four 
Hours Notice, in Writing, that fuch Starch-maker defires to have fuch Piece or Pieces of Starch repa- 

ered and reitamped ; and thereupon it fhall be lawful for fuch Officer, being fatished that fuch Piece or 
Pieces of Starch had before been duly ftamped, and that the Paper or Papers containing the fame had been 
broken or damaged by Accident, as joon as is convenient after the Expiration of fuch twelve Hours or 
twenty-four Hours refpectively, to reítamp fuch Piece or Pieces of Starch, the fame being repapered and 
tied, and {fuch Label or Piece of thin Paper as aforelaid being affixed or patted thereon in Manner herein 
before directed.

€ the Commencement of this Act, may not be improperly feized ; be it further enacted by the Authority 
aforefaid, [hat the refpective Commiffioners for the Duties on Starch thall, on or before the faid twenty-fourth 

ay of ‘June one thouland feven hundred and eighty-fis, provide proper Stamps or Seals for ftamping or 
fealing all Stock of Starch in the Hands of any Starch-maker, and thall at all Times, within three Months 

from the Commencement of this Act, at the Requeft and Defire of any tuch Starch-maker, order and di- 
rect the proper Officer for the faid Duties to ftamp or feal every Piece of Starch made in Great Britain, and 
charged with the faid Duties before the Commencement of this Act, and then remaining in the Pofiedion 
of fuch Starch-maker, with fuch Mark, Impreflion, Stamp, or Device as to luch refpective Commithoners 
fhall appear moft proper for that Purypofe, fuch Pieces of Starch being papered and tied with Strings, 
and fuch Label or Fiece of thin Paper being affixed or patted thereon, in Manner herein before directed, 
by the Starch-maker who (hail dehire the fame to be fo marked or flamped, and Oath being made by fuch 
Starch-meker, or his, her, or their Chief Workman, that all fach Starch was made in Great Britain before 
the Commencement of this Act, and that the Duties have been duly charged thereon; which Oath the Sur- 
veyor or Supervifor of the Divihon or Diftri€t within which the Starch-houle belonging to tuch Starch- 
maker is fituated, is hereby authoriled and required to adminifter; and all Starch, fo marked and ftamped 
in purfuance of tuch Orders and DireStions, fall and may be removed, fold, and difpoted ot, as if the fame

KI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforcfud, That, from and after the End of three 
Months after the fid twenry-fourth Day of June one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-fix, all Starch not 
being ttamped as by this Act is directed, and all loote Starch exceeding the Quanity of twenty-eight Poun’s 
Weight, and all Scrapings of Starch which fhall be found in the Pofloiuion of any Starch-makcr, or of aiy 

other Perfen, for the Uie of tuch Maker or Dealer, or that fhitl be found removing or removed by L'nd or 


by Water, Mail be forfeited, and may be feized by any Oth-er for tie faid Duties, together with the Cn 4,

on, Cart, or other Carriage, made ule of in removing the fame; and the Starch-maker or Dealer in 
Starch, or other Perfon recciving Starch to the Ufe of fuch Starch-maker or Dealer, in whofe Pofleffion any 
fuch unftamped Starch, or any tuch loofe Starch, exceeding the Quantity of twenty-eight Pounds Weight, 
or fuch Scrapings of Starch, iball, after the End of the fud three ivionths after the faid twenty-fourth Day 
of Fune one thoufand feven hundred and cighty-fix, be found, {hall foricit the Sum of ten Shillings for every 
Pound Weight of fuch unitsmped Starch, or of fuch Scrapings, or for every Pound Weight exceeding 
twenty-eight Pounds Weight of fuch Joofe Starch: Provided, ‘That nothing herein contained fhall extend 
to Starch made into Hair ’owder, or to any Quantity of Starch taken out of the Papers in the Pofleifion 
of any Hair Powder Maker, or in the Pofteffion of any Blue-maker, or to any Quantity of Starci taken 
out of the Papers, not exceeding twenty-eight Pounds Weight, in the Pofleflion of any Dealer in or 
Seller of Starch, nor to the Returns from the Sieves, that may be in the Polleffion of any Makers of 
Hair Powder. 

XIV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforcfaid, That if any Perfon or Perfons fhall at any 
Time forge or counterfeit any Stamp or Seal, to refemble any Stamp or Seal which fhall be provided in 
purfuance of this Act for ftamping or fealing Starch mide and papercd in Great Britain after the Com- 
mencement of this Act, or the Stock of Starch in the Hands of any Starch-maker, or thall counterfeit or 
refemble the Impreffion of the fame upon the Papers containing Starch as aforefaid, thereby to defraud his 


. Majefty, his Heirs or Succeflors, of the Duties upon Starch, then every Perion fo offending, being thereof 


convicted in due Form of Law, {hall be adjudged a Felon, and fhall fuffer Death ay in Cafes of Felony, 
without Benefit of Clergy ; and if any Perfon or Pertons fhall at any Time fell any Starch with any fuch 
forged or counterfeit Stamp or Seal, or Impreffion thereon, knowing the fame to be forged and counterfeited, 
and with an Intent to defraud his Majefty, his Reirs or Succeflors, or fhall knowingly fix, or caufe to be 
fixed, any Paper, ftamped according to this Act, to any Piece of Starch, other than that which was origi- 
nally inclofed in fuch Paper, with Intent to defraud his Majetty, his Heirs or Succeflors, every Perfon fo of- 
fending fhall, for every fuck Offence, forfeit the Sum of five hundred Pounds. | 

< XV. And whereas, by the aforefaid Act, made in the nineteenth Year of his prefent Majefty’s Reign, 
© intituled, An AG for the better Jecuring the Duties on Starch, ail Starch-makers are required to give fuch 
‘ Notices.as in the faid A&t are mentioned, before they begin to empty or wath out their Vats, and 
© before they begin to take off the Slimes or Wath from the Sour Waters; but there is not any Time li- 
© mited within which fuch Starch-makers fhall finifh the emptying or wathing out their Vats, or the taking 
© off the Slimes or Wath from the Sour Waters: And whereas there is not any Time limited therein for 
‘ fhifting the Sour Waters or Green Waters,’ be it therefore enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That, 
from and after the faid twenty-fourth Day of June one thoufand feven hundred and eighty fix, every 
Maker of Starch, after he fhall have begun to empty or wafh out his Vat or Vats, agreeably to the Notice 
by the faid Act required, fhall proceed and continue to empty or walh out fuch Vat or V ats, until the whole 
of fuch Vat or Vats fhall be emptied or wafhed out, without leaving of, except for the Space of one Night; 
and every fuch Starch-maker thall finifh emptying or wafhing out fuch Vat or Vats, within the Space of 
forty-eight Hours, from the Time of beginning to empty or wafh out the fame; and every Starch-miker, 
after he thall have begun to take off the Slimes or Wath from the Sour Waters, agreeably to the Notice by 
the faid Act required, {hall proceed and continue to fhift the faid Sour Waters until the whole is finifhed, and 
fhall finith the fhifting the faid Sour Waters within the Space of twelve Hours from the ‘Time of beginning 
to take off the faid Slimes or Wafh; and every Starch-maker who fhall not finifh the emptying or wafhing 
out his, her, or their Vat or Vats, within the Space of forty-eight Hours from the Time of beginning the 
fame, or thall not finith the fhifting the faid Sour Waters within the Space of twelve Hours, from the l'ime 
of beginning to take off the faid Slimes or Wath, fhall, for every fuch Offence, forfeit the Sum of one 
bundred Pounds.

AVI, And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That when any Starch-maker fhall have 
finifhed the taking off the Siimes and Wafh from the Sour Waters, and the Green Waters fhall be put jnto 
the Frames, Tubs, or other Utenfils, ufed for preparing and making the fame into Starch, the faid Green 
Waters {hall remain unmoved and unditturbed in the fame Frames, I’ubs, or other Utenfils, for the Space 
of twenty-four Hours at the leatt from the Time the fhifting of the Sour Waters fhall have been finifhed ; 
and the faid Green Waters thall not, during the faid Space of twenty-four Hours, be moved or difturbed im 
the (aid Frames, Tubs, or Utentils : And that the Officers forthe Duties upon Starch may be able to afcertain: 
when the faid Green Waters were fo put into the faid Frames, “Tubs, or other Utentils, after the fhifting 
of the Sour Waters had been fnithed as aforelaid, every Maker of Starch fhall give or caufe to be given, to 
the Officer for the faid Dutics under whofe Survey fuch Maker of Starch fhall then be, a Declaration in 
Writing, {pecifying therein the particular Hour or Time of the Day when fuch Maker of Starch did finih 
fhifting the Sour Waters; and if any Maker of Starch fhall, after the faid twenty-fourth Day of ‘Fune one 
thoufand feven hundred and eighty-{ix, neglect to deliver fuch Declaration laft aforefaid, or {hall move or 
difturb tae Green Waters during the Space of twenty-four Hours after the fhifting the Sour Waters fhall have 
been finithed, zgreeably to fuch Declaration laft aforefaid, then every fuch Maker of Starch fhall, for every 
fuch Offence, forfeit and lofe the Sum of one hundred Pounds. 

< XVIL And, the better to prevent any Frauds by the fecreting or concealing of Starch,’ be it enacted 
by the Authority aforefaid, That in cale any Ochcer or Officers tor the Duties upon Starch fhall at any 
Time mils any Quantity of Starch, or Materials for making Starch, of which an Account had been taken 
by Gauge while tie fame was in the Green Waters and in the slimes refpectively, and before the faid Starch 
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fhall have been put into the Boxes, and fhall not, upon reafonable Demand, receive Satisfaction what is be- 
come of the fame, then, and in every fuch Cafe, it fhall and may be lawful for fuch Officer or Officers to 
charge the Maker of fuch Starch according to the Gauge or Gauges taken of the fame in the Green Wa- 
ters, together with the Slimes, and every iuch Maker thall pay the Duty fo charged. 

© AVIL. And whereas by the faid Act, made in the nineteenth Year of his preicnt Majefty’s Reign, it ts 
enacled, That if any Maker of Starch fhould, at any Time whilft his Starch is in Operation and under 
© Waaier, mix, or caule to be mixcd, any of the Starch Waters of one Making with thofe of another 
© Making, every fuch Maker of Starch thall fortcit and lofe for every fuch Ofience one hundred Pounds, 
© except ftuch Mixing be made in Prelence of an Officer for the Duties on Starch: And whereas the mixing 
€ the Starch Waters of one Making with thofe of another Making, although in the Prefence of an 
© Officer, is found to be inconvenient, inalmuch as the Officer is thereby prevented having au exact 
© Gauge of the Starch during its Operation in the Frames; to prevent the fame for the future,’ be it 
enacted by the Authority atorefaid, That, from and after the faid twenty-fourth Day of ‘June one 
thouland leven hundred and eighty-tix, if any Maker of Starch fhall, whilft his Starch is in Operation and

Cuftoms or Excile, as the Cafe may require, fhall firit dittharge and pay all fuch Colts, Cnarges, aid 
Expences, and fhali divide the Refidue of fuch Money into two Sums of Money, in the Propociion of 
three to two; and the faid refpective Commiffioners of the Cuftoms (in cafe they, or the major Part of 
them refpectively, fhall caufe fuch Wine to be fold) fhall pay over the leaft of fuch two Sums of Money to 
the faid refpective Commitiioncrs of Excife, towards fatisfying the Duties hereby impofed on fuch Wine; 
and the faid refpective Commiffioners of Excite (in cafe they, or the major Part of them refpeciively, fhall 
caufe fuch Wine to be fold) fhall pay over the greatett of fuch two Sums of Money to the faid rcioective 
Receivers General of the Cuftoms, towards fatisfying the Money due or payable for the Cuftom Duiies for 
or in refpect of fuch Wine. . . 


V. And 
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V. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That the Receipts of the faid refpective Com- 
mifGoners of Excife {hall be a fufficient Difcharge to the faid refpeétive Receivers General of the Cuftoms, 
for ‘uch Money as they fhall fo pay to the faid refpective Commiffioners of Excife ; and the Receipts of the 
faid refpective Receivers General of the Cuftoms fhall be a fufficient Difcharge to the faid refpective Com-

VI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That all Foreign Wine which thall be unthipped, 
landed, or delivered from or out of any Ship, Vedlel, or Boat, before as well the Duties hereby impoted, as 
all other JJutics payable in refpect of fuch Wine, fhall be fully paid or fecured to be paid, fhall be fortcited 
and loft, together with the Catks, Bottles, Jars, and Packages containing the fame, and fuch Wine, Cafks, 
Bottles, Jars, and Packages, fhall and may be feized by any Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms or Excife ; 
and if any Perfon or Perfons fhzll unfhip, land, or deliver, or caufe or procure to be unfhipped, landed, or 
delivered, or be aiding or affifting in the unfhipping, landing, or delivering, from or out of any Ship, Veflel, 
or Boat, any Foreign Wine, before as well the faid Duties hereby impofed, as all other Duties payable in

or into any Port, Harbour,’ Haven, or Creek thereof, in any Ship, Veflel, or Boat of the Burthen of fixty 
Tons or under, or any fuch Ship, Vefiel, or Boat, for having fo imported or brought therein any fuch 
Wine (proviced there be no Spirituous Liquors on board fuch Ship, Veflel, or Boat, at the Time of tuch 
Importation er bringing of any fuch Wince), if fuch Wine fo imported or brought thall be for the Ufe of 
the Seamen then belonging to and on board fuch Ship, Veilel, or Boat, and fhall not exceed the Quantity 
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of two Gallons for each fuch Seaman, or in cafe any Spirituous Liquors fhall, at the Time of fuch Importe ` 


ation or bringing of any fuch Wine, be on board fuch Ship, Velel, or Boat, for the Ufe of fuch Seamen, 
and {hall be lefs in Quantity than two Gallons for each fuch Seaman, if the Quantity of Wine and Spiri- 
tuous Liquors, taken together, be not more than two Gallons in the whole for each fuch Seaman. 

VIIL And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That from and after the fifth Day of Fuly 
one thoufand feven hundred and eignty-fix, no Perfon or Perfons fhall deal in or fell Foreign Wine by 
Wolefale, without firit taking out a Licence for that Purpofe, in Manner herein after mentioned, befere 
he, fhe, or they fhall fo deal in or {cll Forcign Wine by Wholefale ; and that if any fuch Licence thail be 
taken out within the Limits of the Chief Otfice of Excife in London, the fame fhall be granted under the 
Hands and Seals of two or more of the Comomiitnoners of Excife for the Time being, or of fuch Perton or

enjoyed, any Thing herein contained to the contrary notwithitanding: Provided alfo, That nothing‘herein 
before contained fhall extend to be prejudicial to the Malter, Wardens, freemen, and Commonalty of the 
Vintners of the City of London, or to any other City or ‘Town Corporate ; but that they may ufe and en-

And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, ‘That all Dealers in, and Sellers of Foreign 
Wine fhall make true and particular Entry in Writing of all Warchoufes, Storenoules, Rooms, Shops, 
Cellars, Vaults, and other Places, by him, her, or them refpectively made ufe of for the keeping of Wine for 
Sale, at the Office of Excife within the Compafs or Limits whereof fuch refpeQive Warehoules, Storchoufes, 
Rooms, Shops, Cellars, Vaults, and other Places, fhall be fituated, on Pain of forfeiting the Sum of one 
hundred Pounds for every fuch Warehoufe, Storchoule, Room, Shop, Cellar, Vault, or other Place, which 
fhall be fo made ufe of by any fuch Dealer or Dealers, or Seller or Sellers, without having made fuch Enty

Part thcreof fail (the Daiiger of the Sas and Enemies excepted) be fhipped and exported to the Port or 
Piace to which fuch W ine is in fuch Notice, in that Behalf herein before directed to be given, declared to 
be intended to be exported, and ihall not be exported or carried to any other Place or Country whattoever, 
and {hall not be unthipped, unladed, or laid on Land, or put on board any other Ship, Vellel, or Boat, in 
Great Britain (Shipwreck or other unavoidable Accident excepted) ; which Eond tiie Officer of Excife of 
the Port or Place rrom whence fuch Wine fhall be exported, appointed for that Purpofe by the faid refpective 
Commiiioners of Excife, or the major Part of them for the Tune being, is hereby directed to take, in his 
Nigjetty’s Name, and to his Majefty’s Ufe; and the faid Exporter hell afo, betore.the fhipping of fuch 
Joreign Wine, make Oth, that he belicves the Duties upon fuch Foreign Wine have been fully paid, 
whica Oath they the refpective Commidioners of Excife, or any one or more of them for the ‘Time being, 
are, and the Surveyor or Supervifor, or other Officer appointed for that Purpofe by tne faid refpective Com- 
mitlioners of Excile, or the major Part of them, for the Time being, is hereby authoriled and required to 
adininiiter; and fuch refpective CommiMfioners of Excite, or any one or more of them, or fuch Surveyor or 
Supervifor, or other Oficer, being fatished of the Truth of fuch Oath, fhail, within one Month after the 
actual Exportation of fuch Wine, give to the faid Exporter, or his Clerk or Agent, a Certificate or Deben- 
ture, exprefling the Quantities of tuch Wine fo hipped; and, if fuch Wine to thipped was “reich Wine, 
whether the fame was French Red Wine or french White Wine; or if fuch Wine fo fhipped was not 
French Wine, whether the fame was Forcign Red Wine not French, or Foreign White Wine not French; 
ana that all the Dutics hereby impofed on tuch Wine have been paid for the fame; and that Bond, with fuf- 
ficient Security, hath been given, before the fhipping the fame, for the due Exportation thereof; and fuch 
Certificate or Debenture being produced to the Colicctor of Excite of the Port or Place from whence fuch 
Wines were fo exposted, he thall torchwich pay or allow the Perion or Ferfons fo exporting the fame, or their 
Agents, out of the Duties by this Act imipoicd on Foreign Wine, the following Drawbacks or Alluwanccs, 
(tbat is to fay) ; 


For every Ton of Frerch Wine, for which ail Duties cue and payshle in refpect thereof have 
been fully paid, exported from this Kingdom to any Brit Colony or rlaatation. in Americe, or to 
any Part of the United States of -fmerica, or to any Leis setdenentin tae £042 Ladies, as Mercivin- 
dize, the Sum of nnctien Pounds thirteen Sauhugs; and fo in proportion tor any greater or licr 
Quanity : 

And tor every Ton of fuch French Wine, exported fom this Kingdom to any other Part or Place beyond the 
Scas, as Mercuanuize, ie Sum ori eleven Pounds live Sailings 5 erd fo in pruportion sor any greater or lefler 
Quantity : , 

And for every Ton of Foreign Wine, otker than French Wine, for which all the Duties due and payable 
jn refpect thereof have been funy paid, expored from tits Ringo ia to any Levy Colony or Piantution in 
dinerica, or to any Part of the United States of viwertea, as Meicaandiggey the Sui of fourteen Pounds seven 
Stuiliugs ; and fo in proporuon for any greater of iclier Quanuty ; 
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And for every Ton of fuch Foreign Wine, other than French Wine, exported from this Kingdom to an 
Britifb Settlement in the Eaft Indies, as Merchandize, the Sum of nine Pounds feventeen Shillings; and fo 
in proportion for any greater or lefler Quantity : 
And for every Ton of fuch Foreign Wine, other than French Winc, exported as Merchandize from this 
Kingdom to any other Part or Place beyond the Seas, the Sum of five Pounds thirteen Shillings ; and fo in 
proportion for any greater or lefler Quantity. 


And if fuch Collector of Excife fhall not have Money in his Hands to pay the fame, then the refpective 
Commiflioners of Excife in England or Scotland are required to pay the faid Drawback or Allowances out of 
any Money in their Hands, ariling from the Duties hereby impofed, or any of them: Provided always, 


That it fhail and may be lawful for the Officer attending the fhipping of fuch Foreign Wines, if he thinks - 


itneceflary, at the Port or Place of Exportation, and alfo for the proper Officer of the Cuftoms, if he thall 
think it neceilary, upon the fhipping any fuch Wine for Exportation, to open and examine fuch Foreign 
Wine as fhall be fo packed, in order that he may be fatished that fuch Wincs are the fame that are defcribed 
in the Account fo fent by the Officer in whofe Prefence any fuch Wine was fo packed: Provided always, 
That if, after the fhipping any fuch Foreign Wine, and the giving fuch Sccurity as 2forefaid, in order to ob- 
tain a Drawback or Allowance of any of the Duties before paid thereupon, the fame Wine, or any Part 
thereof, Mall be unfhipped, unladed, or laid on Land, or put into any other Ship, Veflel, or Boat, within 
this Kingdom (Shipwreck, or other unavoidable Accident, excepted), that then, and in every fuch Cafe, 
over ani above the Penalty of the Bond, which fhall be levied and recovered to his AJajetty’s Ufe, all the 
faid Wine which fhall be fo unfhipped, unladed, or laid on Land, or put into any otuer Ship, Veflel, or 
Boat, within Great Britain (Shipwreck, or other unavoidable Accident, excepted), or the Value thereof, 
fhall be forfeited, and may be feized by any Orticcr or Officers of Excite. | 

XLIX. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That fuch Bond, herein before directed to 
be given, fhall be difcharged in Manner herein after mentioned; (that is to fay), For fuch of the faid 
Wines as fhall be entered for, or landed in Jre/fand, the Condition of the Bond hall be, to bring in a Certif- 
cate in Difcharge thereof, within fix Months from the Date of the Bond, and within twelve Months for

And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That no Perfon whatfoever, being a Dealer in, 
or Seller of, Foreign Wine, or who is or fhall be any wey interetted or concerned in the Trade or Bufinefs of 
dealing in or felling Wine, thall, during fuch “Time as he inall be fo interetled or concerned in the Trade or 
Bufinets of dealing in or felling Wine, act as a Jufice of the Peace in any Matter or Thing whatiocver 
which fall anywite concern the Execution of the Powers or Authorities given or granted by this Act; and 
if any fuch Perfon or Perions fhall, contrary to the true [ntent and Meaning hereof, prefume to exercife any 
fuch Powers or Authorities, or todo any Act hereby authorifed to be done by any fanice or fuftices of the 
Peace, ail {uch Acts, fo executed or done by fuch Perfon or Pertons, {hall be utterly null and void, to all 
Intents and Purpofis whatfoever. | 

LIL. And be it further cnaéted by the Authority aferefaid, That any Perfon or Perfons who fhall be 
convicted of wilfully taking a falfe Oath, in any of the Cafes in which Oaths are required to be taken by vir- 
tue of this Act, fhall be liable to the Pains and Penalties to which Perfons are liable for wilful and corrupt

* gation: And whereas it is proper that the Advantages hitherto given by the Legiflature to Ships owned 
© and navigated by his Miajefty’s Subjects fhould from henceforth be confined to Ships wholly built and 
© fitted out in nis Majelty’s Dominions ? Be it therefore enadicd by the King’s moft Excellent Majefty, 


by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent 


Parliament aflembicd, and by the Authority of the fame, That, from and after the firft Day of Augufi one 
thoufand feven hundred and cighty-fix, no Saip or Velel foreign-built (except fuch Ships or Veflels as have 


been or fhail hereaiter be taken by any of his Majefty’s Ships or Vefiels of War, or by any private or: 


other Ship or Veilel, and condemned as lawful Prize in any Court of Admiralty), nor any Ship or Veficl

he or they, on being convicted thereof by due Courfe of Law, in any of his lajeft ’s- Courts of Record 

t Hefiminfier, in the Court of Jufticiary, or the Court of Exchequer in Scotland, or in any Court of 
Record in the faid Colonies, Plantations, Iflands, or ‘Territories, or in the Royal Court in Guernjey or 
Jets or in the Superior Court of Juftice in the Je ef Man, as the Cafe may be, fhall refpectively for- 
cit the Sum of one hundred Pounds, and be for ever incapable of holding or enjoying any Oce or Em- 
ployment under his Majefty. E , 

< XIV. And whereas the Officer or Officers fo appointed to examine and admeafure fuch Ships and 
* Veflels as aforefaid, may not always be enabled to caufe fuch Ship or Veffel to be laid on Shore, for the 
* Purpofe of afcertaining her Tonnage, according to the Rule now by Law prefcribed for that Purpofe : 
© And whereas it would in fome Cafes endanger fuch Ship or Veflel fo to do:’ Be it therefore enacted 
by the Authority aforefaid, That, in Cafes where it may be neceflary to afcertain the Tonnage of any fuch 
Ships or Vellels, when afloat, the following Method fhall be obferved ; videlicet, Drop a Plumb Line over 
the Stern of the Ship, and Meafure the Diftance between fuch Line and the After Part of the Stern Poft, at 
the Load Water Mark ; then meafure from the Top of the faid Plumb Line, in a parallel Direétion with 
the Water, to a perpendicular Point immediately over the Load Water Mark, at the Fore Part of the Main 
Stem, fubtracting from fuch Meafurement the above Diftance, the Remainder will be the Ship’s extreme 
Length, from which is to be deducted three Inches for every Foot of the Load Draught of Water, for the

efteemed the juft Length of the Keel to find the Tonnage; and the Breadth fhall be taken from Outtfide to

For Remedy whereof, be 
itenatted by the King’s moit Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords spir:tu 
and Lemporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of the hie, 

That, from and afer the firit Day of Zug? oue thoufand leven hundred and eighty-fix, no Letier oi ae 
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torney, made by any Petty Officer or Seaman in the Service of his Majeitty, his Heirs or Succeflors, or 
Letter of Attorney made by the Executors or Adminiftrators of any fuch Ofhcer or Seaman, inorder to im- 
power or intitle any Ferfon or Perfons to receive any Wages, Pay, or Allowances of Money of any Kind, 
due or to grow due for fuch Service, {hall be good and vand, or fufacient for that Purpote, unlef%s fuch Let- 
ter of Attorney {hall be made and declared to be revocable by the exprefs Words thereof, and that no Letter 
ot Attorney, or Will, made by any Petty Oihcer or Seaman in the Service of nis Majeity, his Heirs or 
Succetlors, whereby any Wages, Pay, Prize Money, or Allowance of Xloney of any Kind, due or to grow 
due for tuch Service, 15 authorifed to be received or bequeathed, thall be good and valid, and fufficient for 
the Purpote, unlefs fuch Letter of Attorney, or Will, if made by any {uch Oñicer or Seaman then in the 
Service of his Majefty, his Heirs and Succefiors, hall be figned before, and atteited by, the Captain, or b

‘ fecuring the Rates and Duties impofed upon Wort, Wath, and other Liquors, ufed, in that Part 
© of Great Britain called Scotland, for the diftilling of Spirits for Home Confumption, hath not been found 
© to anfwer the good Purpofes thereby intended within that Part of the United Ki 
© expedient to impofe, in lieu thereot, a moderate Duty upon the faid Wort, W and other Liquors, to 
© be alcertained by the Size or Content of the Stills there lawfully ufed in the making of Low Wines and 
t Spirits, and to impofe a further equalizing Duty upon fuch Spirits, made in Scotland for Home Confump- 
€ tion, as {hall be brought from thence into any other Part of the United Kingdom ;’ may it therefore pleafe 
your Majcfty that it may be enacted ; and be it enacted by the King’ 
the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual-and Temporal, an 
allembled, and by the Authority of the fame, ‘That the feveral Rates and Duties granted and impofed: by. any.

Parens, to ijue Proclamations, in the Cafes, and for the Purpofes therein mentioned) 5 whereby it was en- 
acted, That ail Trade and Commerce fhould be prohibited with the Colonics thercin mentioned, and that 
all Suips and Veticls of or belonging to the Inhabitants of the faid Colonies, together with their Cargoes, 
Apparel, and Furniture, and all other Ships and Veficls whatfoever, together with their Cargoes, Apparel,

ing to Inhabitants of the faid Colonics, who were loyal Subjects to his Majclty, may have become for- 
€ feited, and mav have been adjudged and condemned as lawful Prize under the faid A&t ;’ be it enacted by

Horfes. 


‘ W HEREAS the Practice of ftealing Horfes, Cows, and other Cattle, hath of late Years increafed. 
‘ to an alarming Degree; and hath been greatly facilitated by certain Perfons of low Condition, who 
€ keep Houfes or Places for the Purpofe of flaughtering Horfes and other Cattle : For Remedy whereof, be it 
enacted by the King’s moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That, 
from and after the twentieth Day of July, in the Year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-fix, - 
no Perion or Perfons fhall keep or u‘e any Houfe or Place, for the Purpofe of flaughtering or killing any Horfe, 
Mare, Gelding, Colt, Filly, Afs, Mule, Bull, Ox, Cow, Heifer, Calf, Sheep, Hog, Goat, or other 
Cattle, which tball not be killed for Butchers Meat, without firft taking out a Licence for that Purpofe, at 
the General Quarter Seffions held for the County, Riding, City, Town, Diftri@, Divifion, or Libersy, 
wherein fuch Slaughtering Houfe or Place fhall be fituate; and the Juftices of the Peace, at their General 
Quarter Seffions allembled, are hereby authorifed and impowered to grant fuch Licences as aforefaid, upon a 
Certificate, under the Hands and Seals of the Minifter and Churchwardens, or Overfeers, or of the Minifter 
and two or more fubftantial Houfeholders of the Parifh wherein the Perfon or Perfons applying for fuch Li- 
cence fhall dwell, that fuch Perfon or Perfons is or are fit and proper to be trufted with the Management and 
carrying on fuch Bufinefs as aforefaid: Provided always, That, in cafe of the Death of any Perfon to whom 
fuch Licence as aforefaid fhall be granted, it fhall and may be lawful for the Widow, or perfonal Reprefenta- 
tive of i uch Perfon fo dying, to carry on the faid Bufinefs until the then next enfuing General Quarter Sedions.

{uch Entry fpecified to be‘intended to be ufed, applied, and appropriated, and which Entry and Entries fhall 
be made out according to the Schedule hereunto annexed, as the Cafe may require; and if any fuch Dif- 
tiller or Diftillers, Maker or Makers of Low Wines or Spirits, fhall negledt to make fuch Entry, foecify- 
ing as aforetaid, or fhall ule, apply, or appropriate any fuch Copper, Tun, Back, Cooler, Still, Cafk, or 
Veilel, in the Way of his, her, or their ‘Trade or Bufinefs of a Diftiller or Diftillers, or Maker or Makers 
of Low Wines or Spirits, to or for any other Ufe or Purpofe than that to or for which ‘uch Copper, Tun, 
Back, Cooler, Still, Cafk, or Veffel, is in fuch Entry fpecified to be intended to be ufed, applied, or ap- 

ropriated, he fhe, or they fhall, for each and every fuch Offence, forfeit and lofe the Sum of one hundred 

ounds, together with all Wort, Wath, Low Wines, Spirits, Feints, and other Liquors refpectively, 
which fhal be found in any fuch Copper, Tun, Back, Cooler, Still, Cafk, or Vellel, at the Time when 
fuch Offence fhall be committed ; and fuch Wort, Wafh, Low Wines, Spirits, Feints, and other Liquor 
refpectively, fhall and may be {feized by any Officer or Officers of Excife. . D 

lV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That no Diftiler or Diftillers, or Maker

Paflages into all entered Still-houfes, and all other Places where Utenfils for brewing, termenting, or dif- 

tilling are ftanding, belonging to any Diftiller or Diftillers, or Maker or Makers of Low Wines or Spirits ; 
and if any Perfon or Perfons fhall wilfully obftruét any fuch Officer or Officers of Excife from having free 
Ingrefs and Regrefs into and from any fuch entered Still-houfe or Place, every fuch Perfon fhall, for every 
fuch Offence, forfeit and lofe the Sum of two hundred Pounds ; and after any Obttruction, it fhal] and may 
be lawful to and for fuch Officer or Officers of Excife, together with proper Afliitants, to break open by 
Force any Doors leading or belonging to fuch entered Still-houfe or Place, or any of the Windows thereof, 
or to break through any of the Walls, fo far as fhall be neceflary for obtaining Entrance there unto: Provided

tually caught and taken by the Matter and Crew belonging to fuch Buls or Veilel, fhill not be intitled to 
any Bounty on the Tonnage of any fuch Buts or Veliel retpectively ; any Thing in this Act contained to 
the contrary thereof notwithitanding, - 

VII. And be it further enacted, That it (hall and may be lawful to and for the Commiitioners of his Ma- 
jefty’s Cuftoms in Enelond and Scotland refpectively, to order the taid Bounty to be paid by tue Receiver- gene- 
ral or Cafhier of the Cuftoms for that Part of Great Britam trom whence the Buts or Velitel, in retpeét whereof 
the fame fhall be payable, fhall have departed, as herein before directed, out of any Money in the Hands 
of tuch Receiver-general or Cafhier, arifing from any Duties, Revenues, or Cuftoms, under the Manzge=

© Fifh caught and cured by Briti/b Subjects, as are removed for Home Confumption, except as herein after is 
€ mentioned, fhould ceafe and determine ; be it therefore enacted, That, from and after the faid firft Day of 
Fune one thoufand feven hundred and cighty-feven, all Duties, now payable by virtue of any Act or Acts 
heretofore made, and now in force, for or in refpeét of fuch Herrings, Cod, Ling, Hake, and Salmon, or 
other White Fifh, caught and cured by Briti/b Subjects, as fhall be removed for Home Con{umption (fave 
only and except fuch equalizing Duties as are by this Actexprefsly granted or directed to be continued on 
Salmon, Cod, Ling, Hake, ‘lcufk, and other White Fifh, cured with Salt for which the Duty hath been 
paid, and which fhall be imported into England from Scotland), fhall ceafe and determine.

© from any Port or Place in Great Britain, into Parts beyond the Seas; (that is to fay), ior every hun- 
© dred of Cod Fifth, Ling, or Hake, except dried Cod Fifh, Ling, or Hake (commonly called Haberdine), 

which fhould contain in Length fourteen Inches or upwards, trom the Bone in the Fin to the third Joint

Cod exported, during the laft thirty Years, hath been fhipped as Hlaberdine, and as it alfo appears that 
the Value of Cod in fome of the foreign Markets is much diminifhed by that Degree of Drynels, which 
© gives it the Denomination of Haberdine;’ be it therefore further enacted, That, from and after the

And be it further enacted, That on all Barrels and Cafks in which any Fifh whatfoever (except 
freh Fih) fhall, from and after the firt Day of Oé?cber one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-fix, 
packed or put up, either for Exportation or Home Contumption, the refpective Names of the Curers of fuch 

ifh fhall be marked and burnt with Iron, in fair, large, legible, confpicuous, and permanent Characters ; 
and that every Barrel or Cafk in which any Fifh (except freh Fith) thall, from and after the Time aforefaid, 
be packed or put uP? and which fhal! not have the N&me of the Curer thereof marked and burnt as aforefaid, 
fhall and may be feized and fecured, by any Officer ot Officers of his Majefty’s Cuftoms; and upon due 
Proof of the Fact being made, on Oath, before any one of his Majefty’s Juitices of the Peace, every fuch

XVIII. And be it further enacted, That the Staves of every Barrel, in which any White Herrings or 
wet White Fith fhall, from and after the faid firt Day of ‘fie one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven, 
be packed or put up for Exportation, {hall not be ofa Iefs ‘Mhicknefs at the Bulge than Half an Inch, and that 
every fuch Barrel fhall be full bound, and that every Barrel in which fuch Fith fhall be fo packed or put up, 
and which fhall be found to be of lefs Thicknefs than as atorefaid, or not full bound, fhall and may be feized 
and fecured by any Officer or Officers of his Majefty’s Cuftoms ; and upon due Proof of the Fact being 
made, on Oath, before any one of his Majefty’s j uftices of the Peace, fhall, together with the Fifh therein 
contained, be forfeited and loft. 


XIX. And, for the better Encouragement of the Fifherics, be it further enacted, That every Perfon 
who fhall, for the Space of feven fucceflive Years, have followed the Occupation of a Seaman or Fifher- 
man, on board of any Ship or Veflel employed in the Fifheries of Great Britain (being a married Man), 
may fet up and exercife any fuch Trade as he is apt and able for, in any Town or Place within the 
Kingdom of Great Britain, without any Let, Suit, or Moleftation of any Perfon or Perfons whomfoever, 
for or bv reafon of the ufing of fuch Trade, as freely, and with the fame Provifions, and under the 
fame Regulations, and with the like Exception in refpeét to the two Univerfities of that Part of 
Great Britain called England, as any Mariner or Soldier may do, by virtue of an A& paficd in the 
twenty-fecond Year of the Reign of his late Majefty King GEorGE the Second, intituled, An A2 to en- 
able Juch Officers, Mariners, and Scldiers, as have been in his Majefly’s Service fince his Acceffion to the 
Throne, ta exercife Trades. 

XX. And be it further enacted, That, from and after the paffing of this Act, it fhall and may be lawful 
to and for any Perfon or Perfons to carry, from any Port or Place'in the United Kingdom of Great Britain, 
to any other Port or Place in the faid United Kingdom, for Home Confumption, any Red Herrings or 
White Herrings, or any Salmon, Cod, Ling, Tufk, or other White Fifh, cured with Salt, made in any 
Part of Great Britain. 

© XXI. And whereas the Salt, ufed in the Cure of Salmon, Cod, Ling, Hake, ‘Tufk, and other White 
© Fifth, taken on the Coafts of this Kingdom, and removed for Home Confumption (fave only for the Cure 
€ of Ling and Hake, taken by the Crews of Veflels employed in the White Herring Fifhery during their 
€ Continuance at Sea), is fubje& to the Payment of the Salt Duties; and, by reaion fuch Duties are confi- 
derably lefs in Scotland than in England, it is juit and neceflary that a Duty fhould be paid upon the Jm- 
ortation into England, for Home Confumption, of Cod, Ling, Hake, Salmon, and other White 
F ith, cured in Scotland with Home-made Salt, for which the Duties payable in Scot/aud for Home-made 
Salt have been there paid or fecured, in order to make the faid Duties payable in Scotland on Home-made 
© Salt ufed in the curing of fuch Fifh, equal to the Duties payable on Home-made Salt ufed in England 
€ in the Cure of fuch Fifh for Home Confumption ;’ be it therefore further enacted, That the feveral Rates 
and Duties, which by an A&t made in the twenty-ninth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty King GEORGE 
the Second, intituled, An 49 for encouraging the Fifheries in that Part of Great Britain called Scotland, are 
made payable on the Importation into England of Salmon, Cod, Ling, Tufk, and other White Fifh, cured

Regulations, fhall be obferved, performed, and enforced, in refpect to the Rates and Duties hereby granted, in 
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contrary notwithftanding. 

XX. And be it further enacted, That, from and after the paffing of this AQ, it fhall and may be lawful to 
and for any Perfon or Perfons to carry from any Port or Place in the faid United Kingdom of Grect Britain, 
to any other Port or Place in the faid United Kingdom, for Exportation to foreign Parts, any Red Herrings 
or White Herrings, or any Salmon, Cod, Ling, Tufk, or other, White Fith, the Owner of the Filh, or 
Mater of the Veiicl, making Oath before the Chicf Oficer of the Cuftoms, or his Deputy (who is hereby 
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required to adminifter the fame), that fuch Fifh were caught in Great Britain, or on tha Coaft thereof, and 
cured with Salt delivered Duty-free from fome Part of the faid United Kingdom of Great Britain, and whea 
and where, and to whom the faid Salt was fo delivered. ' 


XXIII. And be it further enacted, That, from: and after the paffing of this Act, all fuch Red Herrings, 
White Herrings, Salmon, Cod, Ling, Tu‘k, or other White Fith, fo brought or conveyed Coattwile from 
one Port or Place of the faid United Kingdom of Great Britain to another, f{hall, upon Exportation thereof, 
or any Part thereof, to foreign Parts, be intitled to the fame Allowances or Bounties as by the taid Act, pafied 
in the fifth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty King GEORGE the Firft, are granted on the Exportation of 
Fifth cured in Great Lritain, fuch } ith being {ubject to the fame Rules and Regulations to prevent the reland- 
ing or reimporting thereof, atter Clearance outwards for Exportation to foreign Parts, and the Owner or 
Owners thereof being fubjcct to the fame Penalties in cafe of fuch relanding, or any other fraudulent Proceed- 
ing, in order to obtain the faid Bounties, as by the faid A& are prefcribed or inflicted in regard to F ifh cured 
and exported from Great Britain, any Thing in the fame, or any other Act contained to the contrary thereot 
in any wile notwithftanding. 

XXIV. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That no Allowance or Bounty upon fuch Ex- 
portation to foreign Parts as aforefaid, of any Red Herrings, White Herrings, Salmon, Cod, Ling, Tufk, or 
other White Fifh, fo brought or carried Coattwife from any Port or Place in that Part of Great Britain called 
England, to any Port or Place in that Part of Great Britain called Scotland, {hall be paid in that Part of Great 
Britain called Scotland; but that the Chief Officer of the Cuftoms, or his Deputy, at the Port or Place from 
which fuch Fifh thall be fo exported to forcign Parts, fhall, upon the Requeft of the Perfon or Perfons ex- 
porting the fame, and Oath made before the {aid Chief Omcer or his Deputy (who are hereby refpectively im- 

owered to adminifter the fame) of the fhipping of the faid Filth, and its not being relanded, or intended to 
be relanded, in Great Britain, give a Debenture under his Hand, without Delay, Fee; or Reward, for Pay- 
ment of the faid Allowances or Bounties; which Debenture being produced to the Commiffioners of the 
Cuftoms in that Part of Great Bri:ain called England, fhall intitle the Exporter of fuch Fith, or his Af 
figns, to the Payment of the Allowances or Bounties granted by the faid recited Act of the fifth Year of King 
CFEORGE the Firft ; and the faid Commiffioners are heréby required to pay the fame out of any Money re- 
maining in their Hands, arifing by any Branch of his Majefty’s Cuftoms, Regard being had to the Priority of

XXV. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That no Allowance or Bounty upon fuch Re-ex- 
ortation as aforefaid, of any Red Herrings, White Herrings, Salmon, Cod, Ling, Tuik, or other White 
ifh, fo carried Coaftwife from any Port or Place in that Part of Great Britain called Scotland, to any Port 

or Place in that Part of Great Britain called England, fhall be paid in that Part of Great Britain called 
England; but that the Chief Officer of the Cuftoms, or his Deputy, at the Port or Place trom which {uch 
F ith fhall be fo exported to foreign Parts, fhall, upon the Requeft of the Perfon or Perfons exporting the 
fame, and Oath made before the faid Chief Officer or his Deputy (who are hereby refpectively impowered 


to adminifter the fame) of the fhipping of the faid Fifh, and its not being relanded, or intended to be re- 
Janded in Great Britain, give a Debenture under his Hand, without Delay, Fee, or Reward, for Payment 


of the faid Allowances or Bounties ; which Debenture being produced to the Commithoners of the Cuftoms, 
or to the Commitfioners of the Pxcife (at the Option of the Importer, or his Affigns), in that Part of Great 
Britain called Scotland, fha!l intitle the Exporter of fuch Fifh, or his Affigns, to the Payment of the Allow- 
ances or Bounties granted by the faid recited Act of the fifth Year of King Grorce the Firft; and the faid 
Commiffioners are hereby required to pay the fame out of any Money remaining in their Hands, arifing by 
any Branch of his Majefty’s Cuftoms or Excite, Regard being had to the Priority of the Dates of the faid De- 
bentures in the Payment thereof. 

XXVI. Provided alfo, and be it further enacted, That the Proprietor or Proprietors of fuch Red Herrings, 
White Herrings, Salmon, Cod, Ling, Tufk, or other Wnite Fifh, as thall be put on board of any Ship or 
Veflel in any Port or Place in Great Britain, to be tran{ported or carried to any other Port or Place in Great 
Britain, whether for Home Confumption, or Exportation to foreign Parts, or his or their refpective Agent 
or Agents, fhall, before fuch Ship or Vetiel fhall depart from the Port or Place where the fame {hall be fo 
fhipped, make a full and particular Entry with the Colleétor, or other Principal Ofticer of the Cuttoms at 
{uch Port or Place, or his Deputy, of the Fiih fo thipped, expreffing the Number of Barrels of wet Fih, 
with the Marks and Numbers thereof, and the Number and Weight of each Species of dry Fith, and declare 
upon Oath that the faid Fith were curcd in Great Britain, or on the Coaft thereof, and whether they were 
cured with Salt delivered Duty-free, or with Salt tor which the Duty payable by Law hath been paid or b- 
cured, and that the Salt ufed in curing fuch wet or dry Fiih refpectively was taken on board from fome Port 
or Place in Great Britain, and when and where it was fo taken on board, and that no Drawback for the fame 
hath been had, or is intended to be had, upon the Exportation of the faid Salt (wnich Oath the faid Colleétor, 
or other Principal Officer of the Cuftoms, or his Deputy, is hereby authorifed to adminifter); aud is like- 
wife required to grant and deliver to the Matter of fuch Snip or Vell, without Delay, Fee, or Reward, a 


Certificate or Cocquct under his Hand, that fuch Entry or Entries, and Oath or Oaths, have been duly made; 


and the Mafter of every Ship or Vetlel whereia fuch Pith ihall be thipped to be carried Coaftwite as atorelaid, 
or the Proprietor or Proprietors of fuch Filh, or his or their refpective Agent or Agents, fhall, before landing 
or putting on Shore the faid Fifh, or any Part thereof, or putting it on board of any other Ship cr Boat in any 
Port or Place of Great Britain, deliver the faid Certificate or Cocquet to the proper Oiticer of the Cuftoms 
in the Port or Place where the fame fhall be imported, brought in, or landed, or put on board of any other 
Ship or Boat, upon Pain of tortenting a:l fuch Fifth as fhall be fo imported, brought in, or landed, or put or 
board of any other Ship or Boat, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act, and ano double the 
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Value thereof, together-with all the Cafks or Veffcls in which fuch Fifh fhall be found, the fame to be re- 
covered of the Importer or Proprietor of the Fith, or of the Mziter of the Ship or Veilel in which the fame 
fhal) be imported and brought in ; and all Officers, as well of his Majefty’s Cuftorns, as of the Duties upon 
Salt, arc-hereby authorifed and impowered to feize all fuch Red Herrings, White Herrings, Saimon, Cod, 
Ling, Tuik, or other White Fih, imported, brought in, landed, or put on board of any other Ship or Boat, 
contrary to the true [ntent and Meaning of this Act, and allo the Cafks or Veffels in which any fuch Fith fhall 
be found as aforefaid. 

< XXVII. And whereas, by the faid recited A& of the fifth Year of the Reign of King Georce the Firft, 
© itis enacted, That Curers of Fifh fhould thenceforth be allowed to take from any Salt Works, or Salt 
* -Pits, any fuch Quantity of Briti/h Salt, where the fame was allowed by Law for the curing of Fifh for 

Exportation, as they fhould think proper for curing of Fith for foreign Markets, without paying any Duty to 
t his Majefty for the fame, fuch Briti/h Salt being taken from the faid Salt Pits, or Salt Works, and weighed, 
* in the Prefence of an Officer for the Duties on Salt, and lodged in a Warehoufe, under the Lock and Key of 


* the faid Officer, as well as the Proprietor of the faid Salt, which Britis Salt, fo lodged as aforefaid, fhould . 


€ remain in the Cuftody of the faid Ofheer, jointly with the fiid Proprietor, during the feveral Intervals of the 
€ feveral Fifhing Sealons ; the Proprietor or Proprietors, or his or their Agent or Agents, entering, at the next 
© Office for the Duty on Salt, the Quantity of Srit:/d Sait fo lodged by hin or them, from Time to Time as 
€ aforefaid, and the faid Officer keeping an Account of every Quantity of the faid Salt fo entered and lodged in 
his Cuftody as aforefaid ; fuch Salt to be delivered to the Proprietor or Proprietors thereof, or his or their 
Agent or Agents, for the Purpofes, and upon the Terms and Conditions, and in the Manner, and to be 
ufed, returned, and accounted for, as in the fame Aét is mentioned and directed: And whereas a Doubt 
hath arifen, whether under or by virtue of the faid laft mentioned Act, Curers of Filh, in Great Britair, 
are authorifed to take Ariti Sale from any diftant Sale Works, or Salt Pits, where the fame is allowed 
by Law for the curing of Fith for Exportation, and to fhip and remove the fame Coattwife to any other Port 
or Place in Great Britain, tor the Purpotes in the fame ACt mentioned, and more efpecially whether fuch 
Curers of Fih, as refide in that Part of Great Britain called Scotland, are at Liberty, under the faid Act, or 
any other Act or Acts, toremove Salt Coaftwife from any Salt Pits, or Salt Works, in that Part of Great 
Britain called England, the Exiftence of which Doubt hath in many Inftances been found detrimental to 
* the faid Fifheries ;’ be it enacted, hat, from and after the pafling of this Act, it thall and may be lawful 
to and for the Curers of Fith in any Part of the United Kingdom of Great Britain, to take from any Salt 
Works, or Salt Pits, in Great Britarn, fuch Quantity of Briti/h Salt as they fhall think proper, as well for 
the curing of any Kind ot Fith for Exportation to forcign Markets, as for the curing of Herrings and other 
Fifi taken in the Herring Fithery for Home Confumption, without paying any Duty for the fame, and to 
bring, carry, tranfoort, and remove Coaftwifz, the Salt fo taken, to any Fort or Place in Great Britain, 
fuch Curers of Fith, or their refpective Agents, before fuch Salt fhail be removed from the Salt Work, or 
Salt Pit, entering, at the next Office for the Duty on Salt, the Quantity of Salt fo intended to be removed, 
and procuring the fame to be weighed in the Pretence of an Oficer for the Duties upon Salt before the Re- 
moval thereet, and alfo making Oath in Writing before fuch Officer (to be by him filed in his Othce for the 
Duty on St), declaring the true Qurintity of fuch Salt, and that all the faid Salt is intended for the curing of 
Fuh for Exportation, or for the curing of Herrings and other Fith taken in the Herring Fifhery for Home 
Confumption {as the Cafe may be), and that the faid Salt is intended to be carried, tranfported, or removed 
Coaltwile to fuch a Port or Place (naming the fame), and fhall not, by their Order, Content, or Con- 
nivance, dirccily or indirectly be fold, given away, or any ways delivered but for the Purpofe aforefaid ; and 
alo making a full and particular Entry of fuch Salt with the proper Officer of the Cuttoms at the Port or 
Place where the fame fhall be, or is intenced to be thipped, for the Purpofe of being brought, carried, tranf- 
ported, or removed Couttwile as aforefaid, and aiio giving Security to the faid Orhcer, by their Bond or 
Obiigation, in double the Amount of the Duties payaole by Law upon fuch Salt, for the due Payment of 
fuch Duties; and the Proprietor or Proprietors cf tuch Salt fo to be brought, carried, tran{ported, or re- 
moved Coaftwile as aforefaid, or his or their Agent or Agents, fhall, on the Arrival thereof at the Port or 
Pisce for which it thall-have been fo hipped and entered as aforefaid, and before the fame fhall be rclanded, 
mekeaiull and particular Entry with the Collector, or other Principal Officer of the Cultoms thcre, of the 
Sale fo brought in and intended to be relanded, exprcfiing the true Quantity thereof; and alto making Oath in 
Writing, betore fuch Collector or other Officer, that all the taid Sale was {hipped or taken on board at fuch 
a Port or Place (naming the fame), and when the fame was fo fhipped or taken on board, and that all the 
faid Salt is intended for the curing of Funn for Exportation, or for the curing of Herrings and other Fib taken 
ga the Herring Fifhery for Home Confumption (as the Cafe may be), and that no Part of tuch Salk, fince 
tie fame was fhipped, hath been, or thall be thereafter, by their Order, Confent, or Connivance, directly 
or indirectly fold, given away, or any ways delivered, but for the Purpofe aforefaid, and that no Drawback 
for the fame hath been had; or is intended to be had, upon the Exportation of the faid Sale; after which Oath 
the Said Collector, or other Principal Officer of the Cuftoms, is required to grant and deliver to the Prop-ietor 
cr Proprietors of the faid Salt, or his or their Agent or Agents, without Fee cr Reward, a Certiacate, under 
bis Hand, that fuch Entry hata been made; upon the Production and Delivery whereof to the Officer of the 
£ uftcms, to whom fuch Bend {ball have been given as aforefaid, tich Bond thell be delivered up to be can- 
cela; and after fucn entry and Oath made, the Proprietor or Proprietors of iuch Sait, or his or their Agent 
or Agents, fhal be at Liberty to reland the fame in the Prefence of the proper Officer, and fuch Salt, being 
vczn in the Prefence of fica Officer, aad lodged in a Warchoufe, under the Lock and Key of the taid 
C.tkcer, 25 well as of the Proprictor of the faid Salt, fhall be fecured, managed, ordezed, and doxit wath, 
Genvcred over, aid accounted for, in {uch aod the fame Manner as isin and by the feid recited Act of ine 
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fifth Year of the Reign of King GeorGE the Firft prefcribed or directed, concerning the Salt thereby allowed 
to be taken by Curers of Fifth for Exportation, as aforefaid; any Thing in the faid recited Act, or in an Ad 
made in the twenty-ninth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty King GEORGE the Second (intituled, 4 
At for encouraging the Fifberies in that Part of Great Britain called Scotland), or any other Act or Adts, or 
any Cuftom or Ufage, to the contrary notwithftanding. 

XVIII. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That ifany Britijh Salt hall be removed from 
the Works or Pits, or carried, brought, tranfported, or removed, Coaitwife, or landed, contrary to the Re. 
gulations prefcribed by this Act, and to the true Intent and Meaning hereof, fuch Salt, and alfo double the 
Value thereof, over and befides the Duties payable for the fame, fhall be forfeited, to be recovered of the Pro- 
prietor or Proprietors of {fuch Salt, or the Mafter of the Veiicl fo carrying, bringing, tranfporting, or remov- 

cing the fame. 

© XXIX. And whereas by an A& paffed in the eighth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty King Georce 
the Second (intituled, An 4:7 for granting and continuing the Duties upon Salt, and upon Red and White 
Herrinss, for the further Term of four Years; and for giving further Time for the Payment of Duties omita 
ted to be paid for the Indentures and Contraéis of Clerks and Anprentices ), it is enacted, That, from and after 
the Time therein mentioned, no foreign Salt fhould be delivered over from the joint Cuftody of the Officer 
and Proprietor into the fole Cuftody of the Proprietor, or his Agent, for curing Fith for Exportation, ex- 
cept he or they fhould give Security, to the Satisfaction of the Chief Officer of the Salt Duty in the Port 
where fuch Sait fhall be imported, that he or they fhould and would account for the forcign Salt fo by hin 
or them to be received, in the Tcrms of, and according to the true Intent and Meaning of the therein re- 
cited Acts, made in the fifth and cighth Years of the Reign of his late Majefty King GeorGE the Firf, 
or fhould anfwer the feveral Penalties in the faid Acts directed to be recovered from the Proprietor offending 
againft the faid feveral Acts, or either of them : And whereas by an Act, paffed in the twenty-fifth Year of 
the Reign of his prefent Majefty (intituled, An 4:7 for reducing the aliswances for Wafle on Salt and Rok 
Sait; for regulating the Exportation of Sait to Jericy, Guernicy, Alderney, aad Sark ; for repealing the 
Laws allswing the Ufe of foul Salt for Manure oniy; far allrwing a Drawback on the Exportation of Glauber 
or Elom Salts or reftraining £ifh Curers from being Dealers in Salt; for regulating the Exportation g 

Flerrings from the Ile of Man; for better fecuring the Duties on Salt; and for indemnifying Perfons who 
have been guilty of Offences againft the Laws relating to the Duties on Salt) ; after reciting that Briti/h Salt, 
delivered Duty-free, for the curing of Fifh for foreign Markcts, was liable to Frauds for want of Security 
being given as for foreign Salt, when delivered over into the Curers fole Cuftody at the Beginning of the 
fifhing Seafon, it is enacted, That, from and after the firt Day of 4vzu/? one thoufand feven hundred and 
eighty-five, on delivering over fuch Briti/h Sale from the joint Cuftody of the Officer and Proprietor, into 
the fole Cuftody of the Proprietor, or his Agent, for the curing of Fifh for Exportation, the faid Proprietor, 
or his Agent, fhould give Security, to the Satisfaction of the Chief Officer of the Salt Duties, in the Port 
or Place where fuch Salt had been lodged, in double the Amount of the Duties, that he or they fhould and 
would account for the fame in the Terms of, and according to the true Intent and Meaning of the feveral 
Acts of Parliament made in that Behalf, in like Manner as the Curers of Fifb then did for foreign Salt taken 
for the curing Fifh for Exportation, by virtue of an A& made in the eighth Year of the Reign of his late 
Majefty King GeorGE the Second: And whereas the Security ufually required by the Officer of the Sak 
Duties, under and by virtue of the faid recited Acts of the eighth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty 
King GEorGE the Second, and the twenty-fifth Year of the Reign of his prefent Majefty, being 
the Bond of the Proprietor himfelf, and two Suretics, in double or treble the Amount of the Duties 
payable for the Salt in refpect whereof fuch Security is taken, hath been found of great Inconvenience to 
the Proprietors, and to operate very much to the Difcouragement of the Fifheries :? For Remedy whereof, 
be it enacted, That, from and immediately after the pafling of this Act, whenever any Salt, foreign or Bri- 
tifh, fhall be delivered over from the joint Cuftody of the Officer and Proprictor, into the fole Cuttudy of the 
Proprietor or his Agent for curing Fifh for Exportation, fuch Proprietor, or his Agent, fhall not be obliged 
or required, under or by force or virtue of the faid recited A&ts of the eighth Year of the Reign of his late 
Majetty King GeorGe the Second, and the twenty-fitth Year of the Reign of his prefent Majefty, or either 
of them, or any other Act or Acts whatlocver, to give any Security, by Surety or Sureties, for the Purpofes 
therein exprefled, but his own Bond, in double the Amount of the Duties only, and no otherwife, any Thing 
in the faid Acts, or any of them, contained to the contrary notwithftanding. 

XXX. And be it further enacted, That Credit for the Quantity or Quantities of Salt, for which fuch Bond 
fhall be given as aforefaid, which thall have been ufcd and duly accounted for, thall, from Time to ‘Time, be 
given by the proper Officer on the Back of the faid Bond; and alfo that, when a proper Account fhall have 
een rendered of the Whole of the Salt {pecified therein, or the Duties paid upon the Deficiency thereof, the 
faid Bond fhall be void, and {hall be delivered up and cancelled. . 

XXXI. And be it further enacted, That no Bond or other Security, to be given by any Taker or Curer 
of Fifh, or the Mafter or Owner of any Boat, Bufs, or Veilel employed in the Srits/h Fifheries, or in the 
Exportation of Fifh, or in the Conveyance of Fifh from one Briti Port to another, for or in refpect of fuch 
his Occupation or Employment, under or by force or virtue of any Law or Statute now in being, fhall be 
charged or chargeable with any Stamp Duty whatever, any Law, Statute, Ufage, or Cultom to the contrary 
notwithftanding. 

‘< XXXII. And whereas Evidence hath been laid before Parliament of the perniciou’ Effects which the 
* Fees or other Perquifites of certain of the Officers of his Majcfty’s Cuftoms, efpccially in Se:t/and, have 
‘ produced on the Fitheries of this Kingdom, and as the Requifition of fuch Fees, however far.ctioned by 
£ long Ufage, appears, by the Orders of the Commons in Parliament aflembicd, in the Year of our Lor 
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“ one thoufand fix hundred and fixty-two, by virtue of an A&tof the twelfth Year of the Reign of his late 
© Majefty King CHARLEs the Second, to be contrary to the declared Intention expreiied in the faid Orders ;” 
be it further enacted, That, from and immediately after the paffing of this Act, it fhall not be lawful for 
any Officer or Officers of his Majefty’s Cuftoms to demand, afk, or accept, any Fee or other Perquifite for 
or account of any ‘l'ranfaction relative to any Veflel or Boat employed in the Fifheries, or in the Tranf- 
portation from one Place to another of Fifh, or of Salt for the Ufe of the Fifheries, or for or on account 
of the Payment of any Bounty or Debenture on Fifth; and in cafe any fuch Officer or Officers fhal] demand, 
afk, or accept any {uch Fee or other Perquifite as aforefaid, he or they (being thereof lawfully convicted) 
fhall forfeit and pay treble the Amount or Value of the Sum of Money or other Thing fo by him or them 
demanded, afked, or accepted, and fhall be forthwith difcharged from fuch Office or Offices as he or they 
fhall then hold in his Majefty’s Cuftoms. 

* XXXIII. And whereas the Fifheries carried on from Time immemorial on the Coafts of the Je of 
© Man, by the Inhabitants thereof, have proved a fruitful Nurfery of able Seamen for the national Service : 
© And whereas, if due and equal Encouragement with that granted to his Majefty’s other Briti/b Subjects, 
$ were given to the Inhabitants of the J/e of Man employed in the faid F itheries, they might be further 
‘ improved and extended, to the Advantage of the publick Service, and to the Increafe of the Marine, Wealth, 
* and Force of the Kingdom ;’ be it therefore enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That, from and after the 
firft Day of Fune one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven, the like Bounty of one Shilling per Barrel, 
as above mentioned, fhall be paid for all fuch Herrings caught by the Inhabitants of the Z/le of Man, as thall 
be landed in the faid Ifland from any Boat or Veflel, and fhall be afterwards properly falted, cured, and 
packed, in Manner as above directed for Britifp-caught Herrings; which faid Bounty thall be exclufive of 
all Bounties payable on Exportation of Herrings to foreign Parts, and fhall be payable and paid, with refpec 
to fuch Herrings as fhall he landed in the Ze of Man, from and out of the Surplufage of the annual Cuf- 
toms of the faid Ifland, over and above the Expenditure and Civil Eftablifhment of the faid Ifland, by the 
Receiver General of the Cuftoms thereof for the Time being, upon the Owners of fuch Herrings comply- 
ing with, and conforming to, the like Rules and Regulations, and being fubjected and liable to the like Pe- 
nalties in cafe of relanding, or any other fraudulent Practices, in order to obtain fuch, Bounty, as are by this 
Act directed with regard to Briti/h-caught Herrings landed in Great Britain. 

XXXIV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That, from and after the firft Day of June 
one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven, all fuch Herrings as fhall be caught and cured by the Inha- 
bitants of the //le of Man, and exported from thence, or from Great Britain, to foreign Parts, fhall, upon 
Exportation thereof, or any Part thereof, be intitled to the like Allowances or Bounties of two Shillings and 
eight Pence per Barrel on White Herrings fo exported, and of one Shilling and nine Pence fir Barrel on 
Red Herrings fo exported, as by an A&, paffed in the fifth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty King 
Georce the Firft (intituled, Aa AG for recovering the Credit of the Britifh Fifbery in foreign Parts, and 
Sor better fecuring the Duties on Salt), are granted on the Exportation of White and Red Herrings refpec- 
tively; which faid Allowances or Bounties fall, on fuch White or Red Herrings exported dirc&tly from the 
{fle of Man to foreign Parts, be payable from and out of the fame Funds, and in the fame Manner refpec- 
tively, as in this prefent Act is provided and direéted with refpect to the Bounty on the landing of Herrings 
in the //le of Man, caught and cured by the Inhabitants thereof, as above mentioned ; and fuch Allowances 
or Bountics on Exportation to foreign Parts of White and Red Herrings refpectively, caught and cured by 
the Inhabitants of the faid Iland, and exported from Great Britain to foreign Parts, fhall, on the Owner 
or Owners thereof producing due and proper Certificates, figned by the Collector, Comptroller, or other 
Chief Officer of his Majefty’s Revenue of the faid Ifland, of fuch Owner or Owners having taken the 
like Oaths, and of their having conformed to the like Provifions and Regulations, as by this Act are di- 
rected in the Cate of Herrings cured in Scotland, and exported from England, and of Herrings cured in 
England, and exported from Scotland, be payable from the fame Funds, and be iffued and paid under and 
fubject to the like Conditions, Reftrictions, and Regulations, and with the like Penalties in cafe of relanding 
fuch Herrings, or in cafe of any other fraudulent Practices in order to obtain the faid Bounties, as by 
the faid recited, or by this prefene A€t, are provided, prefcribed, and inflicted, in regard to Herrings 
cured in, and exported from, any Part of Great Britain; any Thing to the contrary thereof in anywile 
notwithftanding. 

XXXV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That all Duties which are at this Time 
payable by Law on fuch Herrings as are caught and cured by the Inhabitants of the Z/le of Alan, and im- 
ported into Great Britain, fhall, from and after the pafling of this Act, ceafe and determine. 
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XXXVI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That the like ReftriGions and Penalties 
as are herein before mentioned and provided, with regard to Officers afking or accepting of any Fee or 
Perquifite for or on account of any Tranfaction relative to the Fifherics fhall be, and the fame are hereby 
declared to be extended, in the moft full and ample Manncr, to the Filheries of the Jle of Man. 

< XXXVII. And whereas by an Adt, made in the twelfth Year of the Reign of his prefent Majefty (inti- 
© tuled, An 4:2 for the further Encouragement cf the Herring Fifhery on the Coafts of the Me of Man; and far 
© obviating a Doubt which has arifen with refoctl to the allowing the Bountirs upon the Brith White Herring 
© Fifhery in the Year one thoufand feven hundred and fiventy-one), any Sort of Rerrings caught upon the 
© Coatts of the J of Man, and cured there, are allowed to be imported and brought into any Part of Great 
£ Britai», upon Payment of the Duties therein mentioned, the Matter, or other Perfon having the Charge 
© of the Ship fo importing fuch Herrings, bringing with him a Certificate or Certificates from the Governor, 
6 Liewenant Ween Commander in Chict, or Chief Maziftrate for the Time being, that Oath had been 
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€ made before him or them, in the Prefence of the Officer of the Cuftoms for the Port or Place where fuch 
© Herrings were put on board, that the fame were bona Pigs taken on the Coafts of the J/e of Alan, and 
€ cured there; which Certificate or Certificates were alfo to be attefted by the faid Officer of the Cuftoms, 
€ and to exprefs the Number of Barrels, and Quantity of fuch Herrings refpectively, and the Marks of the 
© Package exprefled in the Bill or Bills of Lading, with the Name or Names, Place or Places of Abode, of 
€ fuch Perfon or Perfons as fhall have made the Oath thereby directed, and where and to whom fuch Herrings 
€ fhall be configned in Greet Britain: And whereas fuch Herrings are frequently exported from Parts of 
€ the faid Ifland fo diftant and remote from the Place of Refidence of the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
¢ Commander in Chief, or Chief Magiftrate for the Time being, that the Exporters thereof cannot, with- 
€ out preat Inconvenience and Expence, make the Proof, and obtain the Certificate required by the faid. re- 
€ cited A&t:’ Now, for the Remedy thereof, be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That, from 
and after the firt Day of Augu/? one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-fix, the faid Oath, required by the 
faid recited A& to be taken before the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Commander in Chief, or Chief 
Magiftrate for the Time being, fhall and may be adminiftered by the ColleStor, Comptroller, or other 
Chief Officer of the Revenue, at the Port or Place in the faid Ifland where fuch Herrings fhall be fhipped 
or loaden, who is and are hereby refpectively authorifed and required to adminifter the fame, and to grant a 
Certificate thereof, in the Form and to the Efa required by the faid recited A&t, under his Hand and Seal 
of Offce; any Thing in the faid recited A& to the contrary thereof notwithftanding. 

Provided always, and be it further enacted, That it fhall and may be lawful to and for the 
Commiffioners of his Majefty’s Cuftoms, and they are hereby authorifed and required to make fuch Addi- 
tion to the prefent Salaries of the Officers, whofe Incomes fhall be reduced by the Abolition of fuch Fees, 
or other Perquifites as aforefaid, in lieu of, and by way of Compenfation and Satisfaction for the fame, as 
they in their Difcretion (having Regard as well to the creditable Subfiftence of the Officer as publick Ccono- 
my) fhall judge neceflary, and fo order or direct; any Thing in this prefent Act, or in any other A& or 
Acts contained to the contrary notwithftanding. 

XXXIX. And be it further enacted, That if any Perfon or Perfons do prefume to counterfeit, erafe, or 
alter any Certificate, Debenture, or Cocquet, by this A& direéted to be made, or fhall ufe any fuch Certi- 
ficate, Debenture, or Cocquet, knowing the fame to be fo counterfeited, erafed, or altered, fuch Perfon or 
Perfons fhall be liable to fuch and the fame Punifhment as by the Laws and Statutes of this Realm is pro- 
vided for Perfons convicted of Forgery. . 

XL. And be it further enacted, That if any Perfon, in making any Oath directed or required to be made 
by this Adt, fhall wilfully and falfely fwear any Matter or Thing which, if the fame had been {worn in any 

aufe or Suit depending in any of his Majefty’s Courts, would have amounted to wilful and corrupt Per- 
jury ; every Perfon fo offending, and being thereof lawfully convicted, fhall be liable to fuch and the fame 
Punifhment as by the Laws and Statutes of this Realm is provided for Perfons convicted of wilful and cor- 
rupt Perjury. 

XLI. And be it further enacted, That all the Penalties and Forfeitures herein before given by this A&, 
fhall be diftributed in Manner following ; that is to fay, one Moiety thereof to bis Majefty, his Heirs and 
Succeflors, and the other Moiety to any Perfon or Perfons who fhall {eize, inform, or lue for the kame, and

Lordfhips, Forefts, Chales, Parks, Warrens, Manors, Royalties, Seignioriesy Mefluages, Mills, Demefne 
and other Lands, Tenements, Tythes, Mines, Minerals, Collieries, Woods, Wood Grounds, Fen 
Marfhes, Derelict and Wafte Lands, and Services, within the Survey of his Majefty’s Exchequer, an 
appertaining and belonging to the Crown of Great Britain, fituate and being in England and Wales, or either 
of them; and into all {uch fubfifting Leafes, Patents, and other Grants_of the faid Honours and Premifes 
re(peCtively, as contain any exprefs Saving, Exception, or Refervation to the Crown, of any Rights or In- 
teres, in Pofleffion, Revesfion, or Contingency ; and into all and all Manner of Rights and Privileges 
claimed, exercifed, or enjoyed, within, over, and upon his Majelty’s faid Forefts, Chafes, Parks, Warrens, 
Woods, Fens, Marfhes, and Derelict and Wafte Lands re(pectively ; and into all fubfifting Offices, Places, 
and Employments, -eftablifhed or created for the Management of the faid Forefts, Chafes, Parks, and other 
the landed Eftates, Land Revenues, and {mall Branches aforefaid, refpectively, or in any-wife connected 
therewith, and the annual Expence of the fame: And the faid Commiffioners fhall, and they are hereby re- 
quired to take into their Confideration the Information which they fhall procure or receive upon fuch Exa- 
minations and Enquiries, and within fourteen Days after the Commencement of every Seffion of Parlia- 
ment, and from Time to Time, when and fo often as they conveniently can or may (and without any {pecial 
or other Requifition to be made to them for that Purpofe), certify and report in Writing, under their Hands 
and Seals, unto the King’s Majefty and both Houfes of Parliament, what Progre(s they fhall have made in 
the Execution of the Trufts and Powers of this Act, together with fuch Obfervations as fhall occur to them, 
and fuggeft fuch Plans, Rules, Regulations, Means, and Methods, for the Difpofal and Alienation, or for the 
future Management and Improvement of the faid landed Eftates and Pofleffions, and for the Protection, I ncreafe 
and Supply of Timber on the faid Forefts, Chafes, and other Lands of the Crown, for the Ufe of the Royal 
Navy, or for redreffing any Abufes in the Management of the faid landed Eftates, and the Collection and 
due anfwering of the Revenues of the fame, or other fmall Branches of Revenues aforefaid, as the faid Com- 
mifGioners fhall think beft calculated for rendering the faid landed Eftates and Poffeffions of the Crown, and 
the Revenues arifing therefrom, and other finall Branches aforefaid, moft productive and advantageous to his 
Majefty and the Publick. 

| if. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That the faid Commiffioners, before they thall

An A& to prevent occafional Inhabitants from voting in the Election of Members to ferve 
in Parliament, for Cities and Boroughs, in that Part of Great Britain called England, 
and the Dominion of Wales. | 


‘ HEREAS it frequently happens, in Cities and Boroughs where the Right of Election of Mem- 
‘ bers to ferve in Parliament is in the Inhabitants paying Scot and Lot, or in the Inhabitants Houle- 
“ holders, Houfekeepers, and Pot-wallers, legally fettled, or in the Inhabitants Houfeholders, Houfekeepers, 
“ and Pot-wallers, or.in the Inhabitants Houfeholders Refiants, or in the Inhabitants within fuch Cities or 
* Boroughs, that much Trouble, Expence, and Litigation is created by occafional Voters, to the great 
* Prejudice of the real Inhabitants, who bear the Burthens of fuch Cities and Boroughs, and to whom the 
€ Right of fending Members to Parliament belongs :? For Remedy thereof, be it enacted by the King’s moft 
Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mons, in this prefent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That, from and after the 
firft Day of Auguft one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-fix, no Perfon fhall be admitted to vote at 
any Election of a Member or Members to ferve in Parliament for any City or Borough of that Part of Great 
Britain called England, or the Dominion of /¥a/es, as an Inhabitant paying Scot and Lot, or as an In- 
habitant Houfeholder, Houfckeeper, and Pot-waller, legally fettled, or as an Inhabitant Houfcholder, Houfe- 
keeper, and Pot-waller, or as an Inhabitant Houfeholder Refiant, or as an Inhabitant of fuch City or 
Borough, unlefs he fhall have been actually and bona fide an Inhabitant paying Scot and Lot, or an Inha- 
bitant Houfeholder, Houfekeeper, and Pot-waller, legally fettled, or an Inhabitant Houfeholder, Houle- 
keepers and Pot-waller, or an Inhabitant Houfeholder Reliant, or an Inhabitant within fuch City or Borough 
fixCalendar Months previous to the Day of the Election at whicb he fhall tender his Vote; and if any per- 
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fon fhall vote at any fach Election, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of this A&, his Vote fhall be 
deemed null and void, and he fhall forfeit to any Perfon_ who fhall fue for the fame, the Sum of twenty 
Pounds, to be recovered by him or her, by Action of Debt, in any of his Majefty’s Courts of Record at 
Wefiminfier, wherein no Effoin, Protection, Wager of Law, Privilege, or Imparlance fhall be admitted or 
allowed; and in every fuch Action the Proof of Inhabitancy, as aforefaid, fhall lie upon the Perfon againft 
whom the fame fhall be brought: Provided neverthelefs, That fuch Action be commenced within fix Ca- 
Jendar Months after the Caufe of Action accrued: Provided alfo, That nothing in this Act contained fhall 
extend, or be conftrued to extend, to any Perfon acquiring the Pofleflion of any Houle, in any City or Bo- 
rough, by Defcent, Devife, Marriage, or Marriage Settlement, or Promotion to any Office or Benefice.

An Aét for erecting certain Light-houfes in the Northern Parts of Great Brilaim 


HEREAS it would conduce greatly to the Security of Navigation and the Fifheries, if four 

Light-houfes were erected in the Northern Parts of Great Britain; one at Kinnaird’s Head, in the 
County of Aberdeen, one on the Ifland of North Ranilfha, in the Orkneys ; one on the Point of Scalpa, in 
the Ifland of Herries; and a fourth on the Afai! of Kintyre: May it therefore pleafe your Majefty that it 
may be enacted ; and be it enacted by the King’s molt Excellent Majetty, by and with the Advice and Con- 
fent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament allembled, and by the 
Authority of the fane, ‘Chat it fhall and may be lawful to and for his Majefty’s Advocate and Solicitor Ge- 
neral for Scot/and; the Lord Provolt, and eldeft Bailie of Edinburgh; the Lord Provoft, and eldeft Bailie of 
Glofcnv; the Provotts of Aberdeen, Invérnefs, and Campbeltown, the Sheriffs Depute of the Counties of 
Edinbursh, Lanark, Renfrew, Bute, Argyle, Invernefs, Rafs, Orkney, Caithnefs, and Aberdeen, for the Time 
being, or any five of them, which Number is hereby declared to be a Quorum, who are hereby appointed 
Commiffioners or Truftees for putting this Act in Execution, to contract and agree with the Owners or 
Proprietors of Lands, lying and fituated at the Places aforefaid, and moft convenient for erecting the faid 
Light-houfes, for fo much Land as may be neceilary for that Purpofe, and fhall pay fuch Rate and Confi- 
deration for the fame, as fhail be agreed on between the fid Cominilfioners or Truttees, and the Owners or 
Proprietors of fuch Lands, either by abfolute Purchafe, or by Payment of a Rent, or certain annual Sum for 
ne fame. . 
e II, And whereas it may happen that fome of the Owners, Proprietors, or Occupiers of fuch Land, 
which may be necetlary for erecting the faid Light-houfes, may infift upon too high Prices or Rents for 
the fame, or through Infancy, Minority, Detect of the Title Deeds, Incumbrances, Debts, or other Difabi- 
lities or Caufes, it may be difficult to obtain valid and legal Righis to fome of the Properties neceflary to be 
“ ufed for thefe Purpofes ; for Remedy whereof, be it enacted by the Authority aforefaid, Phat if any Owners 
or Occupicrs ef any Lands or Heritages fhall be under any of the Circumftanccs before defcribed, i fhall and 
may be lawful for the faid Commuiffioners or Truftees, and they are hereby authorifed and impowered to apply to

to be paid for the faid Lands and Heritages, it fhall and may be lawful to and for the faid Sheriff, aad he is 
hereby impowered and required, after the elapling of the faid Space in which the Peilons who may think 
themielvcs aggrieved are allowed, to apply to the Court cf Seffion for Redrefs aforefaid; or in cate of any 
fuch Application, after a Decree of the faid Lords thall be extracted thereupon, to fummon and impannel a 
competent Number of difercet, subitantial, and diiintereited Perfons of the County in which the Lands are 
fituated, not leis than twenty, nor more than torty, and out of fuch Perfons fo fummoned and returned, 2

An Act for incorporating certain Perfons therein named, by the Name and Stile of Tke 
Britifo Society for extending the Fifkeries, and improving the Sea Coafts of this Kinzdom, 
and to enable them, when incorporated, to fubicribe a Joint Stock, and therewith to 
purchafe Lands, and build thereon Free Towns, Villages, and Fifhing Stauons, in 
the Highlands and Iflands in that Part of Great Britain called Scotland; and for other 
Purpotes. 


W HEREAS the building of Free Towns, Villages, Harbours, Quays, Piers, and Fifhing Sta- Preamble, 
tions, in the Highlands and Iflands of Nerth Britain, will greatly contribute to the Improvement of 
Fifheries, Agriculture, Manufactures, and other uleful Objects of Induftry in that Part of the Kingdom, in 
which the dilperied Situation of the Inhabitants hath hitherto proved a great Impediment to their active Ex- 
ertions ; and thcir being collected into Fifhing Towns and Villages would be the Means of forming a Nur- 
fery of hardy Seamen for his Majefty’s Navy, and the Defence of the Kingdom: And whereas the finding 
iminediate Employment at Home for great Numbers of People, would be the Means of putting a Stop to 
the dangerous Spirit of Emigration now prevailing, and likely to prevail in a great Degree, to the Depo- 
pulation of that Part of his Majefty’s Dominions, and Lofs to the Kingdom of many of his Majefty’s uteful 
Subjects: And whereas an Undertaking for theie laudable Purpofes cannot be fo conveniently or effectually 
carried on unkcis a confiderable Joint Stock be raifed for that Purpofe: And whereas feveral Perfons have 
already formed theinfelves into a Society, and fubfcribed confiderable Sums for carrying the Purpoles above 
mentioned into Execution, but are apprehenfive that Difhculties may arife, as well in recovering Debts 
wich may grow due to the Joint Stock, as in defending Suits or Actions which may be commences or 
brought againit the Subfcribers for any Matter or Thing relative to the Joint Society, as by Law all the 
feveral Subicribers and Proprietors in the Joint Society mutt, in tuch Cales, both fue and be fued, tmplead 
and be impleaded, by their feveral difliact Names and Defcriptions, and to prevent the feveral Subfcribers 
from becoming liable to the Payment of any Sum or Sums beycnd their refpective Shares in fuch Capital 
Joint Stock; therefore, for the more ealily carrying into Execution the feveral Undertakings herein betore 
mentioned, and for avoiding the Ditculties aforetaid, the faid Society are defirous of being incorporated, 
© and having a Common Seai and Name, by which they may fue and be fued, implead and ve impleaded :’ 
May it theretore pleafe your Majefty thatit may be enacted ; and be it enacted by the King’s mott Excellent

be Governor, and Deputy Governor, refpeétiveiy ; and alfo of thirteen otucr Mernbers qualined as afore- 
faid, whom he or fhe fhall vote for to be Directors of the faid Society ; and that all and every fuch Litt waich 
fhall contain a greater or lefs Number than fifteen Names as aforefaid, thall be rejecied and of no Effect; 
and that the thirreen Members whofe Names thall be inferted in the greater Number of {uch Lifts as aforetaid, 
fhal) be the Directors of the faid Society; and that fuch Perfons wnole Names thall be contained in the 
greater Number of fuch Lifts for filling the Offices of Governor and Deputy Governor, fhall be Governor and 
Deputy Governor of the faid Society: Provided, ‘That if it trall fo happen that any two or more Ferions 
named in fuch Lifts as aforefaid {hall have an equal Number of Votes, the Names of fuch two or more 
Perfons fhall be placed in a Box, and drawn out by the Secretary of the faid Society ; and the Perlon whofe 
Name fhall be drawn out {hall be a Governor, Deputy Governor, or Director of the faid Society, as the 
Cafe may happen; and the Secretary fhall in like Manner draw out fucccthvcly a fudicient Number of 
Names to complete the Number of thirteen Directors, wno fhall be Directors accordingly. 

AV. And be it further cnacted by the Authority aforcfaid, That the Governor, Deputy Governor, and 
Dire€tors, fo frt cholen as atorefaid, thall ferve and continue in their re{pective Offices until the twenty- 
fitth Day of March one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven ; and that a new Election of a Governor, 
Deputy Governor, and thirteen Directors, thall be then made in Manner aforefaid ; and on the twenty-fith 
Day of Alarch in cach and every fucceeding Year, a like Election {hill be made, uniets the fame fhall hap- 
pen ona Swiday, and then on the /rLonday foliowing ; and that fuch Governor, Deputy Governor, and Di- 
rectors, thall ferve and continue in their refpećđtive Offices tor one whole Year next enfuing their refpective 

ections. 

XVI. And be it ena&led by the Authority aforefaid, That the faid Governor, Deputy Governor, and Di- 
rectors, or the major Part of them, thall and may, from Time to Tine, aliemble and meet together at any 
convenient Flace or Places within the Cities of London or WV cffminfler, and then and there hold Courts of 
Direétors, and {hail at ftuch Courts have Power and Authority to order and direét all the Affairs and Bufinefs 
of the faid Society, fubject to the Bye-laws and Directions of all General Meetings of the faid Society, and 
{hall have Power to name Committees of themielves, and to appoint all fubordinate Officers. 

XVII. -And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That every Governor, Deputy Governor, 
and Director of the faid Society, fo to be elected as atorefaid, before they be admitted to the Execution 
of their refpeciive Olfices or Places of Governor, Deputy Governor, or Director, thall take the tol- 
lowing Oath before any two or more of the faid Proprietors, who are hereby impowercd to admuniter 
the fame. 


“ F A.B. do fwear, That I will difcharge the Truft and Duties of Governor (Deputy Governor, or Di- 
& R rector, as the Coe may be) of the Britis Society for extending the Fifheries and improving the Sea

XVII. And be it enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That out of the faid Proprietors’ holding one full 


Snare refpectively, there thal be chofen and appointed in like Manner, and at the like Times, five aie 
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(not being Governor, or Deputy Governor, or Director, or other Officer), to examine and audit the Ac- 
counts of the faid Society once in every Year, and to prepare and lay before the General Meeting, the Ac- 
counts of the faid Society in a clear, accurate, and diftinct Manner, one Copy of which fhal] be referved in 
the Oihce for the Infpection of any Proprietor who fhall defire to {ce the fame.

faid Society, beyond the Space of thirty ays next afier the Receipt of the fame, on any Account wnat- 
focver, but that every fuch rerfon or Perions fhall, witain the Time atorefaid, pay or caufe to be paid all and 
every fuch Sum or Sums of Money into one of the Banks aforefaid; and that Vayments of all tuch Sums 
as thall be iiued by the feid Society, thall be made by Loratts under the Hands cf te Governor, or Deputy 
Governor, counterligned by the secretary or his Deputy, and two or more Directors, on the faid Banks, 
to fuch Perion or Perions, or to their Order, as fhali have performed any Work for, or otherwile have any 
Demand upon, the faid Socicty.

* conveying the fame by reafon of Infancy, or oiber Diabiicy by “Pailzise, or othcrwile y be it inercfore en- 
acted by the Authority arorefaid, Thatit fhail and may be lawful to and for ail bodies Politick, Corporate, or 
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‘Coilegiate, Truftees, Tutors or Curators for Infants or Minors, Idiots or furious Perfons, or other Perfons for

And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefeid, “Chat if any Perfon or Perfons fhal! forge 
or counterfeit the Seal of the Society, or any Deed or Writing under the Common Seal, or fhall demand 
any Money in purfuance of any fuch forged or counterfeited Deed or Writing, either from the Society or 
any Members or Servants thereof, knowing fuch Writing to be forged, with Intent to defraud the faid So- 
ciety, or any other Perfons whomfoever, every Perion fo eftcading, and being convicted thereof, in due 
Form of Law, fhall be judged guilty of Felony, and thall be tranfported in Manner as by Law directed, 
for a Term not exceeding feven Yeats. 

XXVil. And be it further enacted, That if any Action, Suit, or Information fhall be brought or commenced

An Act for amending, and reducing into one Act of Parliament, the Laws relating to 
the Militia in that Part of Great Britain called England. 


. V HEREAS a refpeétable Military Force, under the Command of Officers pofleTing Landed 
< y Property within Great Britain, is effential to the Conftitution of this Realm; and the Militia now 
€ by Lav cat lifhed has been found capable of fulniling the Purpofes of its [nftitunon; and through is 
t contant Readinefs, on fhort Notice, for effectual Service, has been of the utnolt Importance to the m- 
‘ternal Pefence of this Kingdom of Great Britain: And woereas the Laws now in being releteg (0 
‘the Militia are incenvenieniy numerous; and the fevaal Powers and Provifions necehary for railings 
‘training, and regulating the Militia, would be more eafily executed, if the fame were comprifed in on 
© Actot Parliament’? Ke it trerefore enacted by the King’s moft Excellent Mij ly, by and with toe Advice 
and Confent ef the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preignt Parliament atuna 
and by the Authority of the fame, That his Majefty may and fhall, from Time to Time, coniltute cud 
appoint Licutenants for the Countics, Ridings, and ilaces herein after meattoned ; and the feveral Liaw- 
nants fo appointed, thall have full Power and Authority, and are herevy required to cail together, arm, ai7svs 
and caufe to be trained and exercifed tuch Perfons, and in fuch Manner as is herem after directed, onse i 
every Year; and the faid Lieutenants feverally thal, fom Time to Time, conititute and appoint tusa let 
fons a3 they fhall think fit, being qualified as herein after is directed, and living within teen retpective t- otile 
ties, Ridings, and Pizees, to be their Deputy Lieutenants (the Names of fuch Perfons having been fit pre- 
fented to and approved by his Majefty), and thall allo appoint lon Number of Colgaels, Ji nawt

cafe his Majetty fhall, within fourteen Days after fuch Certificate fhall have been laid before him, fignify 
his Difapprobation of any of the Perfons fo appointed, it fhail not be Jawful for the faid Lieutenants to grant 
a Commiffion to any Perion fo difapproved, but Commiffions fhall be granted to all fuch Perfons fo appointed, 
who fhall not be ditapproved by his Majcfty ; and the Officers fo appointed for the Militia, to be armed and 
arrayed as herein after directed, fhall rank with the Officers of fuch of his Majefly’s Forces as arc liable to 
Aerve out of Great Britain, as youngeft of their Rank.

V. And be it further enacted, That the Lieutenant of every County, Riding, or Place, fhall have 
the Chief Command of the Militia within the County, Riding, or Place to which he is appointed, and 
that twenty Deputy Lieutenants at the leatt fhall be appointed within every County, Riding, and Place, if 
fo many can be found qualified as herein after diretted. ; but if fuch Number of Perfons, fo qualified, can- 
not be found within any fuch County, Riding, or Place, then as many Perfons, fo qualified, as can be found

X XJ. And be it further enacted, That if. it fhall happen that there fhall not appear, at any Subdivifion 
Meeting, two Deputy Lieutenants, or one Deputy Licutenant and one Juftice of the Peace, the Clerk of 
fuch Meeting fhall, by Notice to be given in Writing to all the Deputy Licutenants within fuch Subdivifion, 
or left at their refpective Places of Abode, appoint another Meeting tobe held, within fourteen Days, at che 
fame Place where fuch Meeting was to have been holden, fuch Notice being given five Days at the leatt pre- 
vious to fuch Meeting. 

XXII. And be it further enacted, That the Lieutenant and Deputy Lieutenants, or the Deputy Lieute- 
nants, at every annual Meeting to be holden as herein before directed, {hall appoint the firt Meetings of 
the Deputy Lieutenants within the feveral Subdivifions of their refpective Counties, Ridings, and Places, 
which faid firft Meetings fhall be appointed to be held as carly after the twenty. fourth Day of Oc’cber in every 
Year, as conveniently may be; and the faid Lieutenant and Deputy Licutenants, or the faid Deputy Lieu- 
tenants, may, if they judge needful, appoint the ‘Time and Place fora fecond General Meeting, and fhall 
ifue out their Orders to the Chief Conftables, and where there is no Chief Contable, to fome other Officer 
of the feveral Hundreds, Rapes, Laths, Wapentakes, or other Divifions, within their refpectve Countics, 
Ridings, and Places, requiring every fuch Chief Conitable or other OMcer as aforcfaid, to iflue an Order 
under his Hand to all Conftables, Tythingmen, Headboroughs, or other Oificers of every Parifh, Tything, 
or Place, within their refpective Hundreds, Rapes, Laths, Wapentakes, or other Divifions, to return to the 
Deputy Lieutenants within their refpective Subdivifions, at the Places, and on the Days appointed at the firit 
General Meeting in every Year, fair and true Lifts in Writing of the Names of all the Men ufually and at that 
Time dwelling within their refpective Parifnes, Tythings, and Places, between the Ages of eighteen and. 
forty-five Years, diftinguifhing their refpective Ranks and Occupations, and where the true Naines of fuch 
Perfons cannot be procured, the common Appellation of fach Perfons fhall be fufficient, and diftinguifhing 
which of the l’erfons fo returned labour under any Infirmity likely to incapacitate them from ferving as Militia 
Men, having firft-affixed a true Copy of every fuch Lift on the Door of the Church or Chapel beionging to 
every fuch Barith, Tything, or Place, or (if any Place {hall have no Church or Chapel belonging thereto} 
on the Door of the Church or Chapel of fome rarifh or Place thereto adjoining, on fome Suadtuy Morning 
before they fhall make fuch Return, which Sunaay thall be three Days at the leaft before the faid Meeting, 
and alfo Notice in Writing, at the Bottom of tae faid Copy of every fuch Lift, of the Day and Place of fuch 
Meeting, and that all Perfons who fhall think themfelves aggrieved may then appeal, and that no Appeal will 
be afterward received; and on the Days, and at the Piaces fo refpedtively appointed as aforcfaid, for the 
Returns of the Lifts, the Conftables, F ythingmen, Headboroughs, or other Officers refpectively, fhall 
attend and verify the faid Returns upon Oath; and the fid Deputy Lieutenants, or any two or more of 
them, aliembled in their refpective Subdivifions, fhall (after hearing any Perfon who fhall taink himfcif ag- 

rieved by having his Name inferted in any fuch Lilt, or by the Omiffion of any other Name) direct fuch 

ift to be amended, as the Cale fhall require, and hal alfo direct the Names of all Perfons by this Act re- 
fpeStively excepted from ferving in the Militia to be {truck out of the faid Lift, and fhah apporat the Times 
and Places for their fecond Meetings, within their refpective Subdivifions, and fhall return to the Clerk of the 
General Meetings, for the Ufe of the faid General Meetings, Certificates under their Hands of the Number 
of Men in each Parifh, Tything, or Place fpecilicd in the Lift fo amended, and the fame fhall be filed by 
the Clerk for the Ufe of the General Meetings. 

XXIII. And be it further enaéted, That the Lieutenant of any County, Riding, or Place, together with 
any three or more Deputy Licutenants, and on the Deata or Removal, or in the Abfence of any Lieutenant, 
any five or more Deputy Licutenants, may, at any General Aieeting holden as before directed, alter the ap- 
pointed Subdivifions within fuch County, Riding, or Place, if they (hall fee Occafion ; and allo may alter 
the eftablifhed Allotment of the Number of Men in each refpective Hundred, Rape, Lath, Wapentake, or 
other Divifion, to ferve in the Militia, towards railing the Number of Militia Men by this Act directed to be 
raited for fuch County, Riding, or Place, according to the Numbers contained in tuch refpective Certificates 
lait received from the feveral Subdivifion Meetings. 

XXIV. And be it further enacted, That the Deput Licutenants afiembled at their faid fecond Mceting, 
within any Subdivifion as aforefaid, hall appoint what Number of Men fhall ferve for cach Parth, Tything, 
and Place within fuch Subdivifion, in Proportion to the Number laf appointed, in the Manner herein berore 
directed, at a General Meeting, to ferve for each Hundred, Rape, Lath, Wapentake, or otaer Divilioa, and 
fhall appoint another Meeting to be holden, within three Weeks from the Day on which fuch “Teeting was 
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holden, within the fame Subdivifion, and fhall ifue out an Order to tbé Chief Conftables, or other Officers 
of the refpective Hundreds, Rapes, Laths, Wapentakes, or other Divifions, requiring them to give Notice to 
the Conftable, Tythingman, Headborough, or other Officer of every Parifh, Tything, or Place, within their 
re{pective Hundreds, Rapes, Laths, Wapentakes, or other Divifions, of the Number of Men fo appointed 
to ferve for fuch Parifh, Tything, or Place, and of the Time and Place of the next Subdivifion Meeting ; 
and the faid Deputy Licutenants, or any: two or more of them, allembled in purfuance of tuch Appointment, 
fhall caufe the Number of Men appointed to ferve as aforefaid to be chofen by Ballot out of the Lift returned 
for every Parifh, Tything, or Place aforefaid, and fhall appoint another Meeting to be holden within three 
Weeks in the fame Subdivilion, and fhall iffue out an Order to the Chief Conftables, or other Officers of 
the re(pective Hundreds, Rapes, Laths, Wapentukes, or other Divitions, to direct the Conftable, Tything- 
man, Headborough, or other Officer of every Parith, Tything, or Place, to give Notice to every Man fo 
chofen to ferve in the Militia, to appear at fuch Meeting, which Notice fhall be given or left at his Place of 
Abode, at leaft feven Days before uch Meeting; and fuch Conftable, Tythingman, Headborouzh, or other 
_Ortcer, fhall attend fuch Meeting, and make a Return upon Oath of the Days when fuch Notice was ferved; 
and every Perfon fo cholen by Ballot fhall, upon tuch Wotice, appear at fuch Mecting, and there take the 


following Oath; (that is to fay), 
I A. B. do fincerely promife and fwear, That I will be faithful, and bear true Allegiance to his Majefty 
King GeorGe; and 1 do {wear, That I am a Proteftant, and that I will faithfully ferve in the Militia, 
within the Kingdom of Great Britain, tor the Defence of the fame, during tne Time of five Years for 
which I am inrolied, unlcfs I fhall be fooner difcharged.” 


And every fuch Perfon fhall be inrolled (in a Roll to be then and there prepared for that Purpofe) to ferve in 
the Militia of fuch County, Riding, or Place, asa private Militia Man, br the Space of five Years: Pro- 
vided always, That if any Perfon fo chofen by Ballot fhall produce for his Subftitute a Man of the fame 
County or Riding, or of fome agjoining County or Riding, able and fit for Service, who fhall have not more 
than one Chiid born in Wedlock, and who {nali be approved by the faid Deputy Lieutenants, or any two or 
more of them, fuch Subftitute, fo produced and approved, fhall be inrolled to ferve in the Militia of fuch 
County, Riding, or Place, as a private Militia Man, for the Space of five Years, and alfo for fuch further 
Time as the Militia {hall remain embodied, if, within the Space of five Years, his Majefty fhall order and 
dircét the Militia for which fuch Man is inrolled to be drawn out and embodied, as herein after provided ; and 


fuch Subftitute {ball take the following Oath: . 
I 4A. B. do fincerely promife and fwear, That I will be faithful, and bear true Allegiance to his Majefty 
King GeorceE; and I do fwear, That I ama Proteftant, and that I will faithfully ferve in the Militia, 
within the Kingdom of Great Britain, for the Defence of the fame, during the Time of five Years, or 
for fuch further Time as the Militia {hall remain embodied, if, within the Space of five Ycars,; his Ma- 
jefty ina order and direct the Militia to be drawn out and embodied, unlefs I fhall be fooner dif- 
charged.” . 


And any Perfon fo chofen by Ballot, for whom fuch Subftitute fhall have been fo produced, approved, inroNcd, 
and {worn as aforcfaid, fhall be exempt from Service in the Militia, in the fame Manner as if he himfelf had 
ferved according to the Directions of this Act. 


XXV. And be it further enacted, That if, through the Neglect or Miftake of any Chief Conftables, 


Conftables, or other Officers, or from any other Cauic, the fuil Number of Men appointed for any Subdi- 
vition fhould not be duly inrolled at the Mecting appointed for that Purpofe, as before directed, then the De- 
puty Lieutenants, at thar faid Meeting, or any two or more of them, may, and they are hereby required, 
juvnediately to caufe the Lifts to be amended, and to procecd to a treth Ballot, and to adjourn their Meeting, 
or appoint other Meetings, an] repeat the amending of tie Litis, as may be necefary and expedient for 
carrying the Purpofes of this Act duly and fully into dexecution 5 and it fall be lawtul for any one Deputy 
Lieutenant to adminitler the Oath herein before required to be taken by FPerlons to ferve in the Militia, to 
any Perfon ballotted, or to any Perfon offering as a Y c:unteer under the Directions of this Act, or to any Per- 
fon who, being qualined as this Act requires, Maul oiler to ferve as a oubititute; and tuch Deputy Lieute- 
nant is hereby authoriied to direct and require the Cier of the Subdivifion ror which every fuch Perfon by 
whom the kid Oath has been before hin taken is to ferve, to inroll the Name of every luch Perion, to- 
gether with the Date of the Day on woicn the faid Oaa was to adminiflered to hin, in the Roll of fuch 
Subdivifion. 

XXVI. And be it further enacted, That if any Perfon choien by Ballot, according to the Directions of 
this Act, to ferve in the Mirita (nut being one of the People called Quakers), Mhall rciuie or neglect to 
appear and take the {aid Oasn, and erve in tie Militia, or to provide a oubliitute, to be approved as afore- 
faid, who fhall take the faid Cath, and hgn his Content to ferve as his Subititute, every tuch Peron fo re” 
fufing or neglecting, ihall fortuit and pay the Sum of ten Pounds, and at the Expiration of bye Years be 
liable to ferve again, or provide a Suvititute; andin Detauit of rayment of tuch Penaty, er tor:\Vant of 
fuficient Effects whereon to levy the fame, the Name of tuch Perion {hall be entered on me Roll, a: fuck 
Perion thal! be delivered over to lome proper Odicer of me Reghuent, Battalion, or independent Com- 

sany, for which he was bailotced, and ihal be compeiled to terve for fuch Term, to be computed from the 
Lime of his being apprehended, zs any other Perlun who fnouid be then ballotied for would be com- 
pellatle to derve, and thall be fubject ty the fame Puuihmenis, for atierwards abiconding or diiring, 
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as he would have been fubje& to in cale he had appeared, and been duly fworn and inrolled as a Militia

XXVII. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That no Peer of this Realm, nor any Perfon 
, who fhall ferve as a Commiffioned Officer in any Regiment, Troop, or Company in his Majefty’s other 
Forces, or in any one of his Majefty’s Caftles or Forts, nor any Non-commiffioned Officer or Private 
Man, ferving in any of his Majcity’s other Forces, nor any Commiffioned Oficer_ferving, or who has 
ferved four Years in the Militia, nor any Perfon being a Member of either of the Univertitics, nor any 
Clergyman, nor any licenfed Teacher of any feparate Congregation, nor any Conftable or other Peace Of- 
ficer, nor any Articled Clerk, Apprentice, Seaman, or Seafaring Man, nor any Perion muttered, trained, 
and doing Duty, or employed in any of his Majefty’s Docks or Dock Yards, for the Service thereof, or 
employed and muftered in his Majefty’s Service in the Tower of London, /¥asluwich Warren, the feveral 
Gun Wharfs at Port/mouth, or at the feveral Powder Mills, Powder Magazines, or other Storchoufes be. 
longing to his Majeity under the Direction of the Board of Ordnance, nor any. Perion being free of the 
Company of Watermen of the River Thames, nor any poor Man who has more than one Child born in 
Wedlock, fhall be liable to ferve perfonally, or provide a Subftitute to ferve in the Militia; and no Perfon 
having ferved perfonally, or by Subftitute, according to the Directions of this Act, or any former A@ 
or Acts, fhail be obliged to ferve again, until by Rotation it fhall come to his Turn; but no Perfon who 
has ferved only as a Subftitute fhall by {uch Service be exempted from ferving again, if he fhall be chofen by 
Ballot. . 
XXVIII. And be it further enacted, That it fhall be lawful for the faid Deputy Lieutenants, or any 
two or more of them, within their refpective Subdivifions, to add together, whenfoever they fhall think

And be it further enacted, That every Perfon chofen by Ballot to ferve in the Militia fhall be 
liable to fuch Service, although he may have removed from the Place where his Name was inferted in the 
Lift, provided he was refiding in fuch Place at the Time when the Lift was, according to the Directions of 
this Act, prepared ; and every Perfon liable to ferve in the Militia, having more than one Place of Refi-

XXXII. And be it further enacted, That where any Parith fhall lie in two or more Counties or Rid- 
ings, the Inhabitants of fuch Parith thall ferve in the Militia of that County or Riding wherein the Church 
belonging to fuch Parifh is fituated, and tbat fuch Parith fhall, for all the Purpofes of this Act, be deemed 
Part of that County or Riding. 

XXXIV. Provieed 
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XXXIV. Provided always, and be it further enafed, That if any two or more Deputy Lieutenants 
fhall at any of their Subdivition Meetings receive Information, or thall fufpe&t, that any Perfon whofe Name 
is inferted in any Lift, and defcribed as an Apprentice, has been fraudulently bound Apprentice, in order to 
avoid ferving in the Militia, it {hall be lawful for them to make Inquiry théreof, and to fummon fuch Per- 
fons as they fhall think neceflary, to appear before them at fuch Time and Place as they fhall appoint, and 
to examine fuch Perfons upon Oath ; and in cafe it fhall appear that fuch binding was fraudulent, in order to 
avoid ferving in the Militia, it {hall be lawful for fuch Deputy Lieutenants to appoint fuch Perfon fo 
fraudulently bound Apprentice, to ferve as a Militia Man for the Parifh, T’ything, or Place for which 
{fuch Lift fhall have been returned, if there fhall be a Vacancy; and if there fhall be no Vacancy at that 
Time, then upon the firit Vacancy that fhall happen; and the Perfon to whom fuch Apprentice fhall have 
been fo bound fhall for fuch Oftence forfeit and pay the Sum of ten Pounds. 

XXXV. And be it further enacted, That if any Perfon, being one of the People called Quakers, 
fhall be chofen by Ballot to ferve in the Militia, and fhall refufe or neglect to appear, and to take the Oath and 
ferve in the Militia, or to provide a Subftitute, to be approved as aforefaid, who fhall take the faid Oath, 
and fubfcribe his Confent to ferve as the Sub{titute of fuch Quaker, then, and in every fuch Cafe, any two 
or more Deputy Lieutenants fhall, if they fhall think proper, upon as reafonable Terms as may be, provide 
and hire a fit Perfon to ferve as a Subftitute for fuch Quaker, and fuch Subftitute fhall take the iaid Oath, 
and fub{cribe his Confent to ferve in the Militia, for the fame Term, and on the fame Conditions, as is herein 
before directed in the Cafe of Subftitutes produced by Perfons chofen by Ballot; and any two or more De- 
pety Lieutenants may, and are hereby authorifed, by Warrant under their Hands and Seals, to levy by 

iftrefs and Sale of the Goods and Chattels of fuch Quaker, fuch Sum of Money as fhall be neceflary to 
defray the Expence of providing and hirifig fuch Subftitute, rendering to fuch Quaker the Overplus (if any), 
after deducting the Charges of iuch Diftrefs and Sale ; and if no Goods or Chattels belonging to fucl Quaker 
can be found fufficient to levy fuch Diftrefs, and it fhall neverthelefs appear fatisfactorily to fuch Deputy 
Lieutenants, that fuch Quaker is of fufficient Ability to pay the Sum of ten Pounds, then it fhall be lawful 
for fuch Deputy Lieutenants to commit fuch Quaker to the Common Gaol, there to remain, without Bail 
or Mainprize, for the Space of three Months, or until he fhall have paid fuch Sum of Money as fuch 

puty Lieutenants fhall have agreed to pay to fuch Subftitute as aforefaid; and in cafe any Meafures fhall 


be ufed in making Diftrets as aforefaid, which may be by any fuch Quaker thought oppreifive, it fhall be | 


Jawful for fuch Quaker to complain to the Deputy Lieutenants at their next Meeting, who are hereby im- 
powered and required to hear and finally determine the fame. : 

XXXVI, And be it further enacted, That where any Rate fhall have been made for the providing of 
Volunteers, according to the Directions of this Aét, and the Churchwardens or Overfeers fhall make Com- 

laint to a Juftice of the Peace, that any Quaker refufes to pay the Sum or Sums of Money he or they fhall 
be rated at, fuch Juftice fhall order fuch Cofts and Charges to be paid for levying fuch Diftrefs as he fhall 
think reafonable, not exceeding ten Shillings on each of the faid Quakers, where there are no more than 
two, and where there are a greater Number than two, not exceeding five Shillings on each of the faid 
Quakers: Provided always, "l hat no Man fhall be deemed, taken, and accepted to be a Quaker, within the 
Meaning of this Act, unleis he fhall produce before the Deputy Lieutenants, at fome or their Subdivifion 
Meetings, a Certificate under the Hands of two or more reputable Houfekeepers, being of the People 
Called Qyakers, acknowledging fuch Man to be one of their Perfuafion. 

XXXVII. And be it further enacted, That whenever it fhall appear to any two or more Deputy Lieu- 
tenants, aflembled at any Subdivifion Meeting, that any Perfon chofen by Ballot to ferve in the Militia is 
unable, by reafon of any Infirmity, or is not of the full Height of five Feet four Inches, or is otherwiie 
unfit for the Service, and is not feifed or poflefled of an Eftate in Land, Goods, or Money, of the clear Va- 
lue of one hundred Pounds, and who {hall make Oath that he is not feifed or potlefled of fuch Eftate, fuch 
Deputy Lieutenants fhall,,and are hereby impoweredand required to difcharge fuch Perfon, and immediately 
toamend the Lift for the Place for which fuch Perfon fhall have been ballotted, and to caule another Perfon 
to be chofen in his Stead by Ballot, according to the Directions of this Act. 

XXXVIII. And be it further enacted, That whenever any Militia Man, after having been fworn and 
inrolled, fhall become unfit for Service, it fhall be lawful for the Colonel or Commanding Officer of the 
Regiment, Battalion, or Independent Company to which fuch Militia Man fhall belong, together with any 
two or more Deputy Lieutenants of the County, Riding, or Place to which {uch Regiment, battalion, or

And be it further enacted, That when any Militia Man fhall, before the Expiration of the 
Term for waich he was to terve, die, or be appointed a Serjeant, Corporal, or Drummer, in the Militia, 
or be difcharged in purfuance of the Sentence of a Court-inartial, the Vacancy thus occafioned {hall be 

filled up by a trefb Ballot for a Militia Man to ferve according co the Provifions of this Act, except as is herein 
~ before excepted, 

XL. And be it further enacted, That any two or more of the Deputy Licutenants, at their fevcral 
Subdivifion Meetings, fhall, and they are hereby required to ballot tor Militia Men in the Room of all Mi- 
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litta Men actually ferving, whofe Terms of Service will expire before the twentieth Day of November then 
next enfuing the holding of fuch Subdivifion Meetings, and fhall at a following Meeting, to be holden as 
foon as conveniently may be, proceed to inroli the faid ballotted Men, or their Subiticutes ; and the Com- 
manding Officer of cvery Regiment, Dartaiton, and Independent Company, is hereby impowered from 


. ‘Time to Time to difcharge any Man of his Regiment, battalion, or Independent Company, whole Time 


of Service will expire before tne twentieth Day of Wevenber toen next enfuing, and to reccive any other 
Militia Man in his Room, who fhall have taken the Oath, and been inrofled accercing to the Directions of 
this Aét; and every fuch Men to ditcharged, if ferving for himleif, {hall be intitle d to the fame Immunity 
froin further Service as if he had ferved his full Term; and aif any tuch Man fo diicharged was ferving as a 
Subftitute, then the Perfon for whom he ferved fhall be inuded to the like Immunity as aioresaid. 

XLI. And be it further enacted, ‘That in cafe any Perton not poficiled of an Ettate in Land, Goods, or 
Money, of the clear Value of five hundred Pounds, and who fhall make Oath that be is not potietied of 
fuch (tate, fhall be chofen by Ballot to ferve in the Militia for any Parifh, T ytiung, or Place, wien the 
faid Militia is drawn or ordered out for actual Service, and fuch Perion fhall be fworn and inrolled, or {hall 
provide a fit Perfon to ferve as his Subititute, who ihall be {worn and inrolled, the Churchwardens or Over- 
feers of the Poor of fuch Parifh, T ything, or Place, fhall, on receiving an Order under the Hands of any 
two or more Deputy Lieutenants acting within the Subdivihion wherein fuch Parth, Tything, or Place is 
fituate, pay to every fuch Perfon, fo chofen by Ballot, any fuch Sum of Money, not exceeding the Sum 
which fuch Deputy Lieutenants thall adjudge to be as ncar as may be one Hait of the Current Price then 

aid for a Volunteer in the County, Riding, or Place where fuch Perion was fo chofen, which faid Sum of 

foney fhall be taken out of the Poor's Rate to be made as herein alter directed for providing and producing 
Volunteers, or in cafe no Volunteers fhall be provided or produced by the Churchwardens or Overieers, then 
out of a Rate, to be made and collected agreeable to the Poor’s Rate, as herein after allo directed; and in 
cafe any Churchwarden or Overieer of the Poor fhall refule or neglect to pay fuch Money, upon Demand, 
and the producing of fuch Order, every fuch Churchwardcen or Overteer, io refuling or neglecting to make 
fuch Payment, thall, for every fuch Offence, forfeit the Sum of five Pounds, one Half of which Penalty 
fhi:ll be paid to the Perfon fo choten by Ballot, in heu of the Sum ordered to be paid to him as aforefaid : 
Proviced always, That if any Man fo choten by Ballot, and ferving for himfeif, thall, within one Month 
after his Inrollment, be difapproved of, and difcharged by the OfScer commanding the Regiment, Battalion, 
or Independent Company, fuch Sum fhail not be paid to the Perton fo chofen by Ballot, but ihall be patd, 
in Manner before mentioned, to the next Perfon choten by ballotin his stead ; and if any Subiticute be 
difay proved and difcharged in Manner atorefaid, then no fuch Sum fhall be paid to the Vian fo chofen b 
Bailot, whofe Subftitute fhall have been fo difapproved and difcharged, unlefs he thall ferve himielf, or {ha 
find another Subftitute, who fhall be approved by fuch Commanding Officer as aforefaid, 

XLII. And be it further enacted, “Uhat if the Churchwardens or Overfeers of the Poor of any Parith, 
Tything, or Place, fhall, with the Confent of tne Inhabitants, taken at a Veftry, or at any other Meeting 
to be holden for that Purpofe, for the culling of which Veitry or Mecting three Days publick Notice fhall 
be given, fpecitying the Caule of calling fuch Very or Mecung, provide and produce to the faid Deputy 
Lieutenants, or any two or more of them, at any Subdivition Afeeting for choofing the Milina Men by 
Ballot, any Volunteer or Volunteers who {hall be approved by fucn Deputy Lieutenants, fuch Volunteer or 
Volunteers, fo approved, fhall be then and there {worn in and inreled, to ferve for fuch “erm, and on 
the fame Conditions, as is herein before provided in cafe of Sub{litutes produced by Pertons cholen by Ballot; 
and the faid Deputy Licutenants {hall caule oniy ftch Number of Perfons to be cholen by Ballot out of the 
Lift returned for fuch Parifh, T ything, or Place, as fhall be then wanted to make up the whole Number to 
ferve for fuch Parith, “T ything, or Place; and if any fuch Churchwardens or Overfeers thall give to fuch 
Volunteer or Volunteers any 5um or Sums of Money, not exceeding fix Pounds each, to ferve in the Mi- 
litia for uch Parifh, T'ything, or Place, it {hall be lawful for fuch Churchwardens or Overfeers to make a 
Rate upon the Inhabitants ot fuch Parifh, “Vything, or Place, according to the Rate then made for the Re- 
lief of the Poor, which Rate (being approved by any Juitice of the Peace) ie thall be lawful for fuch 
Courchwardens or Overicers to collect, and to reimburfe themfelves fuch Sun or Sums of Money as they inall 
have paid to fuch Volunteer or Volunteers as aforefaid, and the Overplus (if any) thah be apptied as Part 
of the Poor’s Rate; and if any Peifon fhall refute to pay fuch Rate, it fhall be lawful for any Juftice of the 
Peace, upon Complaint thereof made by any fuch Churchwarden or Overteer, by Warrant under his Hand 
and Seal, to levy the fame by Diltrels and Sale of the Oftender’s Goods and Chattels, returning the Over- 
pus (if any), after the faid Rate, and the Charges of: tuch Diitrefs and Sale, fhail be paid; but no Perfon 
choicn by Ballot, who ihall have ferved in the Miiitia, either by bimielf, or by Qubltitute, according to the 
Direttiovs of ths At, or any other Act or Acts, or who fhall be then ferving himlelt, or by Subftitute,, 
fhall be Hable to pay to any fuch Rate: Provided always, “Phat if any Ferion thall tnink himtelf aggrieved 
by any fuch Rate as aforefaid, fuch Perfon may appeal to the next General or Quarter Seiions, in like Mane 
her as is provided in the Cate of Appeals againit Kates for the Relief of the Poor. 

ALU. And be it further enacted, That if any Servant whatever, hired by tie Year or otherwife, fhal, 
be inrolled as a Militia Man, and any Ditpute fhall arite between his Matter or Mittrefs, Employer or Em- 
ployers, and fuch Servant, touching any Sum or Sums of Money due to fuch Servant, for or on account 
of his Service performed before the Time of fuch Swearing and [nrollment, or to fuch Fime as, under the 
Conditions of the faid Swearing and Inroll ment, he fhail be obliged to quit the Service of his faid Matter or 
Miitrefs, Employer or Employers, by being called out to join tne Militia in which he {ball have been fo 
{worn or inroiled, it fhall and may be Jawtul, on Complaint made thereof, within three Months trom the 
‘Time of quitung the faid Service, to any Juftice of the Peace for the County, Riding, City, ‘Liberty, 
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‘Town Corporate, or Place where fuch Mafter or Miftrefs, Employer or Employers, fhall inhabit, for fuch 
Juttice to hear and determine every fuch Complaint, and to examine upon Oath every fuch Servant, or 
any other Witnefs or Witnefles, touching the fame, and to make fuch Order for the Payment of fo much 
Wages to fuch Servant in Proportion to the Service he has performed, as to fuch Juftice fhall feem juft and 
realonable, provided the Sum in queftion do not exceed the Sum of twenty Pounds; and in cafe of Retuial 
or Non-pay ment of any Sums fo ordered by the Space of twenty-one Days next after fuch Determination, 
fuch Juftice fhall and may ifiue forth his and their Warrant to levy the fame, by Diftrels and Sale of the 
Goods and Chattels of fuch Matter or Miutrefs, Employer or Employers, rendering the Overplus to the 
Owner or Owners, after Payment of the Charges of fuch Diftrefs and Sale. 

XLIV. And be it further enacted, That any Perfon who fhall receive Money from any other Perfon to 
ferve as his Subftitute in the Militia, or trom any Churchwardens or Overicers of the Poor, to ferve as a 
‘Volunteer as aforefaid, and {hall neglect to appear at the ufual Meeting appointed for fwearing the Militia 
Men, or before fome one Deputy Lieutenant, in order to be {worn according to the Directions of this Act, 
every fuch Perion fo negiccting to appear and be fworn, being convicted thereof before any Deputy Licu- 
tenant, or Juitice of the Peace, fhall be obiiged to return the Money to the Perion or Perfons froin whom 
he received it, and thail alfo forfeit and pay, to fuch Perfon or Perfons, any Sum not exceeding twenty Shil- 
lings, at the Diicretion of the Deputy Lieutenant or Juftice of the Peace before whom he fhall be fo con- 
victed ; and if fuch Ottender fhall not immediately return the Money fo by him received as aforefaid, and 
likewile pay the faid Penalty, he fhall be committed to the Common Gaol or Houfe of Correction for the 
Space of fourteen Days, or until the faid Sum thall be returned. 

XLV. And be it further enacted, That if any Perfon chofen by Ballot to ferve in the Militia fhall have 
engaged any otner Perfon to ferve as his Subftitute, or if any Churchwardens or Overlecrs of the Poor thall 
have engaged any Perion to ferve as a Volunteer as aforefaid, and the Perfon fo chofen by Ballot, or fuch 
Churchwaidens or Overfeers, fhall have agreed to pay to the Perlfon fo engaged, a certain Sum for fuch 
Service, and fhall, after fuch Perfon has been inrolled, retufe to pay him the full Sum agreed on, it fhall 
be Jawful for any one Juftice of the Peace, on Application made to him, and fuch Juftice is hereby required 
to order fuch Sum of Money as thall appear to him to be due to the Perfon fo engaged, to be immediately 


pag to him by the Perfon or Perfons by or for whom he fhall be engaged to ferve as aforefaid ; and fuen - 


Juftice {hall procced therein in the fame Manner as is directed by an Act of the twentieth Year of the Reign 
of his late Majeity, For the better adjujting and more eafy Recovery of the Tages of certain Servants, and jor 
the better regulating of fuch Servants and of certain Apprentices. 

XLVI. And be it further enacted, “That whenever any Body of Militia fhall be embodied, and abfent 
from the County, Riding, or Place to which it belongs, the Commanding Officer of fuch Body of Militia 
fhall apply to every Man whofe ‘Time fhall be within four Months of expiring, and who, in his Judgment, 
fhall be fit to ferve as a Militia Man, and enquire if he is willing to continue in the Service for fuch Term 
as any Man who fhould be then ballotted to ferve would be fubject to, and for what Price or Sum he will 
continue; and fuch Commanding Odicer fhall, on the firt Day of the Months of January, Alarch, May, 
Fuly, September, and November retpectively, or as foon after as conveniently may be, tranimit to the Clerk 
of the Gencral Mecting of the County, Riding, or lace, to which his Body of Militia belongs, a Lilt of 
all uch private Militia Men in fuch Body of Militia, as he fhall find willing to continue in the Service, in 
which Lit fhall be fet down the Sums they are refpectively willing to continue for, and which Litt fhail be 
figned by every fuch Militia Man as aforcfaid, and fhall be made in the following Form ; viz,

And that the figning of the faid Roll fhall be binding upon the Perfons figning the fame to all Intents and 
Purpoles whatloever. 

ALVIL. And be it further enacted, That in cafe any Officer, Serjeant, or other Perfon, fhall at any 
Time watully and knowingly iniit any Manto terve in his Majefty’s other Forces, who at the Time of 
fuch ink fting {hail be inrolled or eng .ged to ferve in the Militia, every tuch Inlifting fhall be deemed null and 
void ; and in cafe any Militia Man, at the Time of offering to inlift as aforefaid, fhall deny to the Officer, 
Serjeant, or other Perlon recruiting for Men to inhit and terve in his Majefty’s other Forces, that he is (at 
the Time of his offering to inlit) a Militia Man then actually inrolied and engaged to ferve (which the faid 
Officer, Seijeant, or other Perion, is hereby required to alk every Man offering to inlitt in his Majefty’s 
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other Forces), or fhall offer himfelf to be inrolled and ferve in any other Regiment, Battalion, or Independ- 
ent Company of Militia, every Militia Man fo offending fhall, on Conviction thereof, upon the Oath of 
one Witnefs before any one Juftice of the Peace, be committed to the Common Gaol, or Houfe of Correc- 
tion, there to remain, without Bail or Mainprize, for and during any Time not exceeding fix Months, over 
and above any Penalty or Punifhment to which fuch Perfon fo ottending is or fhall be otherwite liable; and 
every Perfon fo offending, from the Day on which his Engagement to ferve in the Militia fhall end, and not 
fooner, fhall belong, as a Soldier, to fuch Corps of his Majetty’s other F orces into which he fhall have been fo 
inlifted ; andit any Officer, Serjeant, or other Perfon, fhall inlift any Man belonging to the Militia, to ferve in 
his Majefty’s other Forces, knowing him to belong to the Militia, or without aiking him if he belongs to the 
Militia, every fuch Officer, Serjeant, or other Perfon, fhall, for every fuch Ottence, forfeit and pay the 
Sum of twenty Pounds; and if any Verfon actually ferving in any of his Majefty’s other Forces fhall offer 
himfelf to ferve and be inrolled as a Subititute in the Militia, every Perfon fo offending fhall forfeit and pay, 
to the Perfon informing of fuch Offence, the Sum of ten Pounds, or be committed to the Common Gaol 
or Houle of Correction, for any Time not excecding three Months. 

XLVIII. And be it further enacted, That if any Perfon fhall give Orders to any Serjeant, Drummer, 
or other Perfon ferving in thè Militia, to beat up in any City, Town, or Place, for Volunteers to ferve 
in the Militia, the Perfon who fhall give fuch Orders fhall, upon Proof thereof, and of fuch beating 
up as aforefaid, upon Oath, before any Juftice of the Peace,. forfeit and pay the Sum of twen 
Pounds; one Moiety whereof fhall'be applied to the Ufe of the Perfon who fhall make Information 
thereof before any Juftice of the Peace; and if fuch Serjeant, Drummer, or other Perfon, fhall re- 
fue to declare upon Oath, before fuch Juftice, from whom he received fuch Orders, it fhall be 
lawful for fuch Juftice, and he is hereby required, by Warrant under his Hand and Seal, to commit 
fuch Serjeant, rummer, or other Perfon, to the Houfe of Correction, for any Time not exceeding 
three Months. 

XLIX. And be it further ena&ted, That the Clerks of all Subdivifion Meetings fhall, within fourteen 
Days after every Subdivifion Meeting, tranfmit to the Clerk of the General Meeting of the County, Riding, 
or Place, fair and true Copies of fuch Rolls as fhall be figned at fuch Meeting. 
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L. And be it further enacted, That the Lieutenant of every County, Riding, and Prace, fhall, and he is 
hereby required fo tranfmit to his Majefty’s Privy Council, annually, an Account in Writing of the true 
State of the Number of Perfons fit and liable to ferve in the Militia for fuch County, Riding, or Place; 
and that after the faid Account fhall be fo tranfmitted, his Majefty’s Privy Council fhall forthwith fix and fettle, 
as near as may be, the Number of Militia Men who fhall for the future ferve for each County, Riding, or 
Place, by the Proportion which the Numbers fo returned bear to the whole Number of Militia Men by this 
A&t directed to be raifed, and to tranfmit Accounts of the Numbers fo fixed and fettled, to-the Lieutenants 
of the feveral Counties, Ridings, and Places aforefaid ; and where the Number of Militia Men fo fixed and 


fettled fhall be greater than the Number of Militia Men who fhall be, by virtue of this Act, appointed to.

Riding, or Place, together with any two or more Deputy Lieutenants, and on the Death or Removal, or 
in the Abfence of the faid Lieutenant, any three or more Deputy Lieutenants fhall, at a General Meeting 
to be holden for that Purpofe, appoint what Number of Milita Men fhall ferve for each refpective Hundred, 
Rape, Lath, Wapentake, or other Divifion within fach County, Riding, or Place ; and the additional Num- 
ber of Militia Men, to make up the whole Number fo fixed and fettled as aforefaid, fhall be provided or cho- 
fen m the fame Manner as other Militia Men are by this Aét to be provided or chofen, and all the additional 
Men, fo provided or chofen as aforefaid, or their Subftitutes, and alfo all Volunteers, fhall take the Oath by 
this Act required to be taken, and fhall be inrolled, or fign their Confent to ferve in the Militia, in fuch Man- 
ner as is directed by this AG, and in cafe of Refufal fhall be fubject to the fame Penalties as in the like Cafes 
are inflicted by this Act: Provided always, That where the Number of Militia Men fo fixed and fettled as 
aforefaid fhall be lefs than the Number of Militia Men who fhall be appointed to ferve for any County, Rid- 
ing, or Place, then, and in every fuch Cafe, the faid Lieutenant, together with any two or more eputy 
Licutenants, or (on the Death or Removal, or in the Abfence of the fad Lieutenant) any three or more De- 
puty Lieutenants fhall, at a General Mceting to be held tor that Purpofe, difcharge by Ballot, proportjonall 
out of each refpective Hundred, Rape, Lath, Wapentake, or other Divilion, fo many Militia Men as fha 
excced the Number fo fixed and fettled as aforefaid. l 

LI. And be it further enacted, That the Money arifing by Penalties incurred for refufing to ferve in the 
Militia, or to find Subftitutes to ferve in their Room, fhall be applied, by any two or more Deputy Lieu- 
tenants, within their refpective Subdivifions, in providing Subititutes for the Perfons who fhall have paid fuch 
Penalties, which Subftitutes fhall be {worn in and inrolled to ferve for the fame Term, and on the fame Con- 
ditions, as is herein before provided in the Cafe of Subititutes provided by Perfons chofen by Ballot; and 
if anv Surplus fhall remain, the fame fhall be paid to the Colonels or Commanding Othcers of the refpedctive 
Regiments, Battalions, or Independent Companies in which {uch Perfons ought to have ferved as Militia 
Men, and be applied as Part of the Regimental Stock. 

LII And be it further enacted, That in all Cafes in the Execution of this AG, when any Matter or 
Thing is directed to be inquired of or examined into upon the Oath of any Witnels or Witnetles, before 
any Lieutenant of any County, or any Deputy Lieutenant or Lieutenants, or Jufltice or Juftices of the 
Peace, any fuch Lieutenant, Deputy Lieutenant or Licutenants, or Juttice or Juttices of the Peace, is or 
are hereby authorifed to adminifter fuch Oath to any Witnels or Witnelles ; and chat all other Oaths ro 
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be taken in purfuance of this Act fhall and may be refpectively adminiftered by any Lieutenant or Deputy 
eeutenant. 

LII. And be it further enacted, That in the feveral Counties, Ridings, and Places, where the Number 
of Nien is fuficient, the Miiitia fhall be formed into Regiments, contifting of not more than twelve, nor 
keis than eight Companies, of eighty Private Men to a Company at the moft, and fixty Private Men at 
the leait; and the Field Officers of fuch Regiments fhail be as follows; (that is to fay), one Colonel, one 
Licutenant Colonel, and one Major; and where the Number of Militia Men fhall amount to a Number 
under eight, and not leis than five Companies, fuch Militia fhail be formed into a Battalion, and the Field 
Oifcers of fuch Battalion fhall be one Lieutenant Colonel, and one Major only ; and where the Number of 
Private Alen fhall amount to any Number under five, and not lets than three Companies, fuch Militia fhall 
be formed into a Battalion with one Lieutenant Colonel, or Major, and no other Field Oficer; and in 
each Regiment or Battalion of Militia there fhall be one Captain, one Licutenant, and one Fntgn to each 
Company: Provided always, That it fhall be lawful for every Battalion, confiiting of five Companies, or 
upward, to have one Company of Grenadiers or Light {nfantry, to which two Lieutenants {hall be appointed, 
inftead of one Lieutenant and one Enfign; and it {hall be lawful tor every Regiment, contilting of 
eight Companies, or upward, to have one Company of Grenadiers, and one Company of Light In- 
fantry, fo each of which Companies two Lieutenants fhall be appointed, initcad of one Lieutenant and 
one Enfign. 

LIV. And be it further enacted, That in the feveral Counties, Ridings, and Places, where the Number 
of Militia Men thall not be fufficient to form a Regiment or Battalion, according to the Intent and Mean- 
ing of this Act, the Militia of fuch Counties, Ridings, and Places, fhall be formed into Independent Com- 
panies, each Company to confift of eighty Private Men at the moft, and fixty Private Men at the leaft, 
with one Captain, one Lieutenant, and one Enfign, to each Company ; and that his Majefty may, when- 
ever he thinks proper, join together any Number of fuch Independent Companies, and form a Battalion or 
Battalions, or may incorporate them with any other Regiment or Battalion of Militia, provided the Num- 
ber of Companies in any fuch Regiment or Battalion be not thereby made to exceed the Number of Com- 
panies of which a Regiment or Battalion of Militia is herein before directed to coniitt. 

LV. And be it further enaGed, That it fhall be lawful for the Lieutenant of any County, Riding, or 
Place, to act as Colonel or Commanding Officer of any Regiment, Battalion, or Independent Company of 
Militia for fuch County, Riding, or Place, for and during fuch Time as there fhall not be any Colonel or 
Commanding Officer Pointed to fuch Regiment, Battalion, or Independent Company, but no fuch Lieu- 
tenant fhall, at any one Time, act as Colonel or Commanding Officer to more than one Body of Militia, 
whether Regiment, Battalion, or [Independent Company ; and where the Lieutenant of any County, Rid- 
ing, or Place, fhall take the Command of any Body of Militia not being by this Act deemed a Regiment, 
he fhall be intitled to the Rank of Colonel, except when the faid Company fhall be formed into Battalion 
as atorcfaid, but thall receive no greater Pay than the proper Commanding Officer of fuch Body would be 
Int:ued to. 

LVI. And be it further enacted, That when any Colonel or other Commanding Officer of any Rcgi- 
ment, Battalion, or Independent Company, fhall be abfent from Great Britain, all the Powers by this Act 
given to fuch Colonel or other Commanding Officer thall be vetted in and lawfully may be exercifed by the 
next Officer in Command in fuch Regiment, Battalion, or Independent Company, who thall be refiding 
within Great Britain, until fuch Colonel or other Commanding Officer hall be returned to Great Bri- 
ta:n, and fhall have notifed his Arrival to the Clerk of the Peace of the County, Riding, or Place, to which 
fuch Regiment, Battalion, or Independent Company beiongs, and the Clerk of the Peace is hereby re- 
quired torthwith, upon Receipt of tuch Notihcation, to tranimit an Account thereof to the Officer who fhall 
have been next in Command as aforefaid; and all Acts, Matters, and Things done by fuch Officer next in 
Command as aforefaid, in exerciling the Powers given by this Act to Colonels and other Commanding 
O thcers, {hall be good and valid in the Law, equally as if they had been done by the Colonel or Command- 
ang Officer himfelt. 

Vil. And be it further enacted, That when a Battalion of Militia is commanded by a Lieute- 
nant Colonel, who fhall have been Commandant of the fame for tve Years, or longer, it fhall be 
lawful for the Lieutenant of the County, Riding, or Place to which fuch Battalion hall belong, 


with the Confent of his Majefty, to give to fuch Lieutenant Colonel Commandant a Commiffion of 
clonel, 


LVI. And be it further enacted, That in all Counties where the Number of Men are fuficient to form 
fix Companies, but not fufhcient to form a Regiment, it fhall be lawful for the Lieutenant to appoint three 
Perfons, qualined according to the Directions of this Act, to ferve, with the Rank of Colonci, Lieutenant 
Colonel, and Major, but with no higher Pay than if they were appointed Lieutenant Coloncl, Mojor, and 
Captain; and where the Number of Men ihall be fufficient to forin four Companies, but not fullicient to 
form fix Companies, it {ball be lawful for the Licutenant to appoint two Perfons qualitied as aforefaid, to 
ferve, with the Rank of Licutenant Colonel and Major, but that only one of them fhall be intitled to any 
higher Pay than that of Captain; and in all Counties and Places where the Number of Militia Men is not

Place mentioned in fuch Order; and if any Militia Man fo ordered to be drawn out and embodied as afore- 
faid (not labouring under any Infirmity incapacitating him to ferve asa Militia Man) fhall not appear and 
march in purfuance of fuch Order, every fuch Militia Man fhall be liable to be apprehended, and punithed as 
a Deferter, according to the Provifions of any Act which fhall be then in force for punifhing Mutiny and De- 
fertion, and for the better Payment of the Army and their Quarters; and if any Perfon fhall harbour or 
conceal any Militia Men when ordered out into actual Service, knowing him to be a Militia Man, every fuch. 
Perfon fhall, for every fuch Offence, forfeit and pay the Sum of five Pounds. 

XCIX. And be it further enacted, That no Officer ferving in the Militia fhall fit in any Court Martial, 
upon the Trial of any Othcer or Soldier férving in any of his Majcity’s other Forces; nor fhall any Officer 
ferving in any of his Majcity’s other Forces fit in any Court Martial, upon the ‘Trial of any Officer or Pri- 
vate Man ferving in the Militia. . 

C. And be it further enacted, That when any Regiment, Battalion, or Independent Company of 
Militia mhall be drawn out into aétual Service, and during the ‘ime they fhall continue in actual 
Service, the Colonel, or (where there is no Colonel) the Commanding Officer thereof, fhall and may ap- 
point an Agent to fuch Regiment, Battalion, or Independent Company, and fhall take Security from fuch 
Agent; and fuch Colonel, or (where there is no Colonel) the Commanding Officer, fhall be and is hereby 
made fubject and liable to make good all Deficiencies that may bappen, from the faid Agent or from him- 
felf, upon Account of the Pay, Clothing, or publick Stock of fluch Regiment, Battalion, or Independent 
Company. 

CI. And be it further cnacted, That when the Militia of any County, Riding, or Place, fhall be ordered 
out into actual Service, the Receiver General ot tie Land Tax for fuch County, Riding, or Piace fhall and 
is hereby required forthwith to pay, to tae Captain or other Commanding Officer of every Company of Mi- 
itia fo ordered out, the Sum of one ruinga, for the Vic of every private Militia Man belonging to his Com- 
pany; and the faid Receiver General fhal alo pay to every Captain or other Commanding Officer of a 
Company as aforefaid the Sum of one Guinea for every Recruit, as early as may be after fuch Recruit fhall 
have joined his Company, while out in gctual Service as afordaid (ail which Money, fo paid by the faid

And be it further enacted, That the Previfions of an Act, pafled in the twenty-fourth Year 
of the Reign of his late Majefty King GrorGe the Second, intituled, 11 4c? for the rendering Fuftices FA the 
Peace more fafe in the Execution of their Office, and for indemnifying Gonflables and others acling in Obedience 
to their WV arrants, {hall extend to all his Majefty’s Lieutenants, and to all Deputy Lieutenants acting in.

lies in the County of MGddlefex. | 


‘ W EREAS by an A& pafled in the nineteenth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty King 
y GEORGE the Second, intituled, An 4c? more effectually to prevent the Frauds and Abufes committed 
© in the Admeafurement of Coals within the City and Liberty of Weftminfter, and that Part of the Dutchy of 
© Lancafter adjoining thereto, and the feveral Parifbes of Saint Giles in the Fields, Saint Mary le Bon, and Juch 
© Partof the Parijb of Saint Andrew Holborn, as lies in the County of Middlefex, it was, amongft other Things, 
© enacted, That, from and after the twenty-fourth Day of September one thoufand feven hundred and forty- 
© fix, there fhould be and continue within the City and Liberty of MP ofiminfter one Publick Office, which 
€ fhould be called by the Name of The Land Coal-meters Office for the City and Liberty of Weltminfter ;

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‘Claufes, Powers, and Directions therein contained (unlefs where exprefsly altered by this Act), fhall, and 
‘are hereby directed and declared to extend to, and fhall be refpectively applied, practifed, and put in Execu- 
tion, for and in refpect of the feveral Duties of Cuftoms, and Drawbacks of Duties of Cuftoms, hereby 
charged and allowed, in as full and ample Manner, 'to all [ntents and Purpofes whatever, as if all and every 
the bid Acts, Claufes, Provifions, ‘Powers, Directions, Fines, Pains, Penalties, or Forfeitures, were par- 
ticularly repeated and re-enacted in the Body of this Aét. 

VI. And be it further enaéted by the Authority aforefaid, That every A& of Parliament in force on and 
immediately before the tenth Day of May one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven, by which any Con- 
ditions, Rules, Regulations, or Reftrictions, were made, eftablifhed, or directed, for the better fecuring the 
Revenue of Cuftoms, or-for the regular Importation into, or Exportation from, Great Britain, or the bring- 
ing or carrying Coaftwife, or from Port to Port within the fame Kingdom, or the entering, landing, or 
fhipping of any Goods, Wares, or Merchandize whatever, except where any Alteration is exprefsly made

And be it further ena&ted by the Authority aforefaid, That nothing in this Act contained fhall extend, 
or be conftrued'to extend, to allow a Drawback upon the Exportation ot Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, 
to any Port or Place to which a Drawback was not allowed by any Act or Aéts of Parliament in force on.

or be conftrued to extend, to permit or allow any Goods, Wares, or Merchandize whatever to be imported 
into, or exported from, Great Britain, in any Way or Manner contrary to any A& or A&ts of Parliament 
in force on and immediately before the tenth Day of May one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven, 
except in any Cafe where Provilion is expre{sly made for that Purpofe in the Body of this Ad. 

XI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That nothing in this A& contained fhall ex- 
tend, or be conftrued to extend, to prevent the Importers or Proprietors of Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, 
from fecuring by Bond the whole Duties due and payable thereon by this Act (except the Duties on Coals, 
which fhall be paid in ready Money, without any Difcounr, or Liberty to bond the fame), provided the 
whole Duties due and payable upon fuch Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, on and immediately before the 
tenth Day of Aay one thouland feven hundred and eighty-feven, might have been fo fecured by any Act or 
Aas of Parliament in force on and immediately before the tenth Day of May one thoufand feven hundred.

called Angled trom beyond the Seas; and were afterwards, by another Act of Parliament, made in the 
ninth Year of his late viajeity, carried to, and made Part of, the aggregate Fund, and a certain Sum there- 
in mentioned was by that Act directed to be paid to his faid late Majefly. out of the aggregate Fund, in lieu 
thercof, towards the Service of his Majefty’s Houfchold and Family, and other his Expences and Occalions 
And whereas it is expedicnt to provide, that on the Demife of his pretent Majefty (whom God long pres 
ferve), a Sum of Money fhould, at the End of every Quarter, be fet apart in the Exchequer, equal to the 
Sum which the whole of the faid hereditary Duties of Excite would amount to, to be applied to the like Pure 
pofes to which the fame would nave been applicable if neither of the faid Acts made in the ninth Year of his 
faid late Majcity, and in the firit Ycar of the Reign of his prefent Majctty, nor this Act, had been made :’

€ imported from other Parts, and that further Provifion fhould be made for charging the Duties on Gla} 
© made in Great Britain: We, your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Commons of Great 
© Britain, in Parliament aflembled, do. moft humbly befeech your Majefty that it may be enacted ;’ and 
be it enacted by the King’s moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent. of the Lords

neglect or refufe to fquare, in the Prefence of fuch Officer, any fuch Caft Plate Glafs immediately on the

Day of Auguf? one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven, the Inhabitants of every Parifh, Townfhip, 
er Place, {hall be deemed and taken to be competent Witnefles for the Purpofe of proving the Commiffiion 
of any Offence within the Limits of fuch Parifh, Townfhip, or Place, notwithftanding the Penalty incurred 
by fuch Offence, or any Part thereof, is or may be given or applicable to the Poor ot fuch Parifh, Town- 
fhip, or Place, or otherwile, for the Benefit or Ufe, or in Aid or Exoneration of fuch Parifh, Townfhip, 
or Place.

Pledge, enter, or caufe to be entered, in a fair and regular Manner, in a Book or Books to be kept b 
him, her, or them, for that Purpofe, a Defcription of the Goods or Chattels which he, fhe, or they fhall 
receive in Pawn, Pledge, or Exchange, and alfo the Sum of Money to be advanced or lent thereon, with 
the Day of the Month and Year on which, and the Name and Place of Abode ‘of the Perfon or Perfons by 
whom dich Goods or Chattels are fo pawned, pledged, or exchanged, and alfo the Name and Place of Abode 
of the Owner or Owners thereof, according to the Information of the Perfon pawning, pledging, or ex- 
changing the fame; and in all Cafes where the Money lent on any fuch Goods or Chattels fhall not exceed 
the Sum of five Shillings, fuch Entry fhall be made in fuch Book or Books, by all and every fuch Perfon and 
Perfons fo taking the fame by way of Pawn, Pledge, or Exchange, as aforefaid, within four Hours next 
after the faid Goods and Chattels fhall have been fo pawned, pledged, or exchanged, as aforefaid ; and every- 
fuch Perfon fhall, at the Time of the taking of every Pawn, Pledge, or Exchange whatloever, give to the 
Perfon or Perfons fo pawning, pledging, or exchanging the fame, a Note or Memorandum, fairly written 
or printed, or in Part written and in Part printed, containing therein in like Manner a Defcription of the 
Gowds and Chattels which he, fhe, or they have received in Pawn, Pledge, or Exchange, and alfo the 
Sum of Money advanced thereon, with the Day of the Month and Year on which, and the Name and Place 
of Abode of the Perfon or Perfons by whom fuch Goods or Chattels are fo pawned, pledged, or exchanged, and 
alfo the Name and Place of Abode of the Owner or Owners thereof, according to the Information aforefaid, 
and upon which faid Note or Memorandum, or on the Back whereof, fhall be moreover fairly written or 
printed the Name and Place of Abode of the Pawnbroker giving the fame; which faid Note or Memo- 
randum the Party and Parties pawning, pledging, or exchanging the faid Goods or Chattels, fhall, and he, 
fhe, or they, is and are hereby required to accept and take in all Cafes, and the Pawnbroker fhall not receive 
and retain {uch Pledge, unlefs the Party pledging, or offering to pledge the fame, fhall accept and take fuch 
Note or Memorandum ; and every fuch Note, where the Sum lent fhall be lefs than five Shillings, fhal] be 


iven gratis; and where the Sum lent fhall be five Shillings or upwards, and lefs than ten Shillings, fuch 
B awnbroker fhall and may take one Halfpenny for the fame; and where the Sum lent fhall be ten Shillings or 
upwards, and lefs than twenty Shillings, fuch Pawnbroker fhall and may take one Penny for the fame; and. 
where the Sum lent fhall be twenty Shillings or upwards, and leis than five Pounds, the Sum of two Pence . 
for the fame; and where the Sum lent fhall be five Pounds, or upwards, the Sum of- four Pence, and no 
more, and which Note fhall be produced to the Pawnbroker before he or fhe fhall be obliged to re-deliver the 
refpective Goods or Chattels, except as herein-after is excepted. . 

. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That, from and after the faid eleventh Day of 
July one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven, if any Perfon or Perfons fhall knowingly and defignedly 
pawn, pledge, or exchange, or unlawfully difpote of the Goods or Chattels of any other Perfon or Perfons, 
not being employed or authorifed by the Owner or Owners thereof fo to do, and fhall be thereof convicted 
by the Oath of any credible Witnefs or Witnefles, or by the Confeffion of the Perfon or Perfons charged 
with fuch Offence, before any Juftice or Juftices of the Peace for the County, Riding, Divifion, City, it 
berty, Town, or Place where the Offence thall be committed (which Oath every fuch Juftice or Juftic 
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as aforefaid is and are hereby impowered and required to adminifter), every fuch Offender fhall, for eve 
fuch Cffence, forfeit the Sum of twenty Shillings, and alfo the full Value of the Goods or Chattels fo pawned, 
piedged, exchanged, or difpofed of, fuch Value to be afcertained by fuch Juftice or Juftices ; and in cafe the 
faid Forfeiture fhall not be forthwith paid, the Juftice or Juiticcs of the l’eace as aforefaid, before whom fuch 
Conviétion fhall be had, fhall commit the Party or Parties fo convicted to the Houle of Correction, or fome 
other publick Prifon, of the County, Riding, Divifion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, wherein the 
Ottender or Offenders fhall refide, or be convicted, there to remain, and be kept to hard Labour for the 
Space cf not more than three Calendar Months, nor lefs than one Calendar Month, unlefs the faid Forfei- 
tures fhail be fooner paid; and if witoin three Days before the Expiration of the faid “Perm of Commitment 
the faid Forfeitures {hall not be paid, the faid Juftice or Juftices fhall, and is and are hereby required to order, 
upon the Application of the Profecutor or Profecutors, the Perfon or Perfons fo convicied to be publickl 
whipped in the Houfe of Correction or Prifon to which the Offender or Offenders fhall have been committed, 
or in fome other publick Place of the County, Riding, Divifion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, where, the 
Offence thal] have been committed, as to fuch Juftice or Juftices fhall feem proper ; and the faid relpective 
Forfeitures, when recovered, fhall be applied towards making Satisfaction thereout to the Party or Parties 
injured, and defraying the Cofts of the Profecution, as fhall be judged reafonable by the Juftice or Juftices 
before whom fuch Convistion fhall be had ; but if the Party or Parties injured thall decline to accept of fuch

And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon or Perfons fhall counter- Penalty on Pera 
feit, forge, or alter, or procure to be counterfeited, forged, or altered, any fuch Note or Memorandum as fens forging or 
aforefaid, or fhall utter, vend, or fell any fuch Note as aforefaid, knowing the fame to be counterteited, forged, Naa ung 
or altered, with Intent to defraud any Perfon or Perfons whomfoever, every fuch Perfon {ball be punifhed "04% 
in Manner herein-after mentioned, and it fhall be lawful for any Perfon or Perfons, his, her, or their Ser- 
vants or Agents, to whom any Note fhall be uttered or offered, which he, fhe, or they {ball have Reafon to 
fufpeét to have been counterfeited, forged, or altered, to feize and detain fuch Perfon or Perfons uttering or 

ring the fame, and to deliver him, her, or them, as foon as conveniently may be, into the Cuftody of a 

Conftable or other Peace Officer, who fhall, and is hereby required, as {foon as convenientiy may be, to 
convey fuch Perfon or Perfons*before fome Juftice or Juftices of the Peace for the County, Riding, Divi- 
fion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, wherein the Offence fhall be fuppofed to have been committed ; and 
if upon Examination it fhall appear, to the Satisfaction of fuch Juftice or Juftices, that the Perfon or

otherwife illegally or clandeftinely obtained; or it any Perfon or Perfons not entitled, nor having 
any Colour of Title by Law to redeem Goods or Chattels in Pledge or Pawn, fhall attempt or 
endeavour to redeem the fame, it fhall and may be lawful for any Perfon or Ferfons, his, her, or

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Law, then fuch Commitment fhall be for any Time not exceeding Three Calendar Months, nor lefs than 
one Calendar Month, at the Difcretion of fuch Juftice or Juftices.

or have had his, her, or their Goods or Chattels unlawfully obtained, or taken from him, her, or them, and 
that there is juft Caufe to fulpeét that any Perfon or Perfons within the Jurifdi€tion of any fech Juftice or 
Juftices, hath or have, knowingly and unlawfully, taken to pawn, or by way of Pledge, or in Exchange, 
any. Goods or Chattels of fuch Owner or Owners, and without the Privity or Authority of fuch Owner or 
Owners thereof, and fhall make appear, to the Satisfaction of any fuch Juftice or Juftices, probable Grounds 
for fuch the Sufpicion cf the Owner or Owners thereof, then, and in any fuch Cafe, any Juftice or Juftices | 
of the Peace, within his or their Jurifdiction, may iflue his or their Warrant for fearching, in the Day Time, 
the Houfe, Warehoufe, or other Place, of any fuch Perfon or Perfons, who fhall be charged on Oath or 
Affirmation as aforefaid, as fufpected to have knowingly or unlawfully received or taken in Pawn, or by way 
ef Pledge, or in Exchange, any fuch Goods or Chattels, without the Privity of, or Authority from, the 
Owner or Owners thereof; and if the Occupier or Occupiers of any Houfe, Warehoufe, or other Place, 
wherein any fuch Goods or Chattels fhall, on Oath or Affirmation as aforeiaid, be charged or fufpeéted to 
be, fhall, after the faid eleventh Day of Fuly one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-feven, on Requeft made 
to him, her or them, to open the fame, by any Peace Officer authorifed to fearch there, by Warrant from a 
Juftice or Juftices of the Peace for the County, Riding, Divifion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, in 
which fuch Houfe, Warehoufe, or other Place fhall be fituate, refufe to open the fame, and permit the fame 
to be fearched, it thall be lawful for any Peace Officer to break open any fuch Houfe, Warehoufe, or other 
Place, in the Day Time, and to fearch, as he fhall think fit, therein, for the Goods or Chattels fufpe@ted to 
be there, doing no wilful Damage; and no Pawnbroker, or other Perfon or Perfons, {hall oppofe or hinder 
any fuch Search; and if upon the Search of the Houfe, Warehoufe, or other Place, of any fuch fufpected 
Perfon or Perfons as aforefaid, any of the Goods or Chattels which fhall have been to knowingly and un- 
lawfully pawned, pledged, or exchanged as aforefaid, fhall be found, and the Property of the Owner or 
Owners from whom the fame fhall have been unlawfully obtained or taken fhall be made out, to the Satif- 
faction of any fuch Juftice or Juftices, by the Oath of one or more credible Witnefs or Witnefles, or if 
any fuch Witnefs or Witnefles thall be of the People called Quakers, by folemn Affirmation, or by the 
Confeffion of the Perfon or Perfons charged with any fuch Offence, any fuch Juftice or Juftices fhall there- 
upon caufe the Goods and Chattels found on any fuch Search, and unlawfully pawned, pledged, or ex- 
changed as aforefaid, to be forthwith reftored to the Owner or Owners thereof. 

* 1X. And whereas Goods and Chattels are often pawned or pledged for fecuring the Payment of Money 
€ lent thereon, and the Profit thereof, and afterwards the Borrowers, or their Reprelentatives, are defirous to 
* repay the fame, and the Profit due thereon, and make Tender thereof to the Perfon or Perfons with whom 
€ the fame are fo pawned or pledged, yet they are frequently under great Difficulties to get back the Goods 
€ and Chattels fo pawned, and are often under a Neceffity to commence Suits at Law for the Recover 
* thereof, to their great Expence :’? For Remedy whereof, be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid,

c HEREAS the ancient Town of Margate, in the County of Kent, hath, from Time immemorial, Preamble 
‘ had a Pier and Harbour very convenient for, and advantageous to the Trade and Navigation of 
© the Nation at large, in the Prefervation of shipping in Strefs of Weather, and in Time of War; as well 
€ as for the exporting and importing of many Sorts of Commodities: And whereas the Welfare not only of 
© the faid Town of Margate, but. of the adjacent Country, depends very much upon the Maintenance of 
© the faid Pier; and although an A&t of Parliament was patled in the eleventh Year of the Reign of 
€ King George the Firft, to enable the Pier Wardens of the faid Town of Margate more effectually to reco- 
ver the ancient and cuftomary Droits for the Support and Maintenance of the faid Pier; yet the fame, 
although beneficial in its Effects, fo far as its Powers and Provifions extend, hath not been found adequate 
to all the good Purpofes intended: And whereas the ruinous Condition and bad Conftruction of the pre- 
fent Pier are fuch, that it would be very beneficial if the fame was entirely taken down, and a new Stone 
Head built in its Room: And whereas, by reafon of the great Refort of Nobility and Gentry to the Town 
of Margate, for the Benefit of bathing in the Sea, and from other Circumftances, the faid Town hath

Writing of the Names and Place or Places of Abode of the Merchants or others who fhall lade or unlade, or 
caule to be laden or unladen, any Goods, Wares, or Merchandizcs within the faid Pier or Harbour, or 
the Bay thereunto adjoining, or fhall be the Owner or Owners of fuch Goods, Wares, or Merchandize ; 
and in cale any fuch Malter or Owner fhail retu‘e to give fuch Note, he fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of 
twenty Pounds; and upon Notice being given to the Collector of the Cuftoms at the Port of Sandwich, of 
{fuch Refufal, no fuch Ship or Veflel thall be permitted to clear out, fail, or be difcharged, until Iuch Note 
in Writing fhall be given, and the Penalty for fuch Retufal thereof pard. 

XIX. And be it further enacted, That every Matter of every Ship, Hoy, or other Veffel, who fhall lade 
or unlade, take on board, or difcharge within the faid Harbour of Margate, or the Bay thereunto adjoining, 
any Corn, Grain, or Sceds, or any Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, Baggage, Parcels, or Patiengers 
paffing or to pals from Port to Port within this Realm, being a Native of Great Britain, and an Inhabitant 
of any of the Cinque Ports, two ancient Towns, or their Me.nbers, coimmonly denominated a Portiiman, 
fhall pay, for the Purpofes of this Actin regard of his Freight, for every twenty Quarters of Wheat, Meal, 
Rye, Barley, Peas, Beans, Tares, Muftard Seed, Canary Seed, and Seeds of every Denomination, fo 
Jaden or unladen there, Four-pence ; and for every twenty Quarters of Malt or Oats, “Two- pence; and 
every fuch Mafter, being a Native of Great Britain, not inhabiting any of the Cinque Ports, two ancient 
Towns, or their Members, but being an Inhabitant of any other Part of Great Britain, commonly denomi- 
nated a Shireman, thall pay for every twenty Quarters of Wheat, Meal, Rye, Barley, Peas, Beans, ' 
Tares, Muftard Seed, Canary Seed, and Seeds of every Deno.nination, fo Jaden or unladen there, Six- 
pence ; and for every twenty Quarters of Malt or Oats, Three-pence ; and after that Kate for a larger or 
els Quantity, which Duty is called Laftage ; and for all Goods, Wares, Merchandize, Baggage, Parcels, 
and Paflengers, fo laden or unladen, taken on board, or difcharged there, every fuch Matter ihall pay by the 
Pound Freight ; that is to fay, a Portiman Three-pence in the Pound, and a Shireman Four-pence in tie 
Pound, upon the Freight of all fuch Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, Baggage, and Parce!s, and upon 
the Fare of all fuch Patlengers, which laft mentioned Duty is called Poundage ; and every fuch Mafter, being 
an Alien, or Merchant Stranger, fhall pay double the Rates of a Portfman. 

XX. And be it further enacted, That every Mafter of every Ship, Hoy, or other Veflel, who fhall lade: 
or unlade, take on board, or difcharge, within the faid Harbour of Margate, or Bay thereunto adjoining, ` 
any Corn, Grain, or Seeds, or any Beer, or any other Goods, Wares, or Merchandize, or any Baggage, ` 
Parcels, or Patlengers coming from or to be tran{ported or carried to any Parts beyond the Seas, thall pay,’ 
in regard of his Freight, for every twenty Quarters of Wheat, Meal, Rye, Barley, Peas, Beans, Tares, ’ 
Muttard Seed, Canary Seed, and Seeds of every Denomination, fo laden or unladen there, coming from, 
or to be tranfported or carried to Parts beyond the Seas, if fuch Mafter fhall come within the Defcription 
above fpecificd of a Portfinan, Six-pence ; and if within the Defcription of aShireman, Nine-pence; and 
for every twenty Quarters of Malt or Oats, a Portfman Three-pence, and a Shireman Four-pence 
Halfpenny ; and every tuch Matter, being an Alien or Merchant Stranger, fhall pay double the Rate ' 
of a Portiman; and for all fuch Beer, or other Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, and for all fuch Bag- 
gage, Parcels, and Pafiengers, fo laden or unladen, taken on board or difcharged there, coming from, or ' 
to be tranfported or carried to Parts beyond the Seas, every fuch Matter fhall pay in regard of his Freight as 
atorefaid, tor every twenty Shillings or Pound Freight, being a Portfman, Three-pence; a Shireman, 
Four-pence ; and an Alien, Six-pence ; which Duties are alfo refpectively called Laftage and Poundage. 

< XXI. And, to prevent Frauds,’ it is hereby enacted, “That all fuch Mafters of Ships, Hoys, or other 
Veflels, fhall be liable to the faid Duties of Poundage and Laftage, according to the ufual Freight of each 
Article, and according to the ufual Fare of Paflengers, whether they fhall refpectively charge fuch Freight or 

are, or not. 

XXII. And be it further enatted by the Authority aforefaid, That every Merchant, Brewer, or other ` 
Dealer, whe fhall lade or unlade, or caule to be laden or unladen, any Kind of Goods, Wares, or Mer- 
chandize, into or out of any foreign Ship or Veflel, that is to fay, a Ship cr Veffel whereof the Owner or 
Owners is or are a Foreigner or Foreigners, the faid Goods, Wares, or Merchandize being for Account of 
and at the Rifk of Foreigners, then, although the faid Merchant, Brewer, or other Dealer, be a British 
Subject, yet neverthelcfs the fame Goods, Wares, and Merchandize fhall be liable to pay the Rates 
and Duties herein impofed on Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, laden or unladen by an Alien or Merchant . 
Stranger. 

‘ XX III. And, to prevent Frauds,’ it is hereby enacted, That no Briti/h Subje& fhall, upon any Account 
or Pretence whatloever, take upon him to own or aflume, or pretend to have aflumed, the Rifk of an 
Goods, Wares, or Merchandize which fhall, in Fact, be laden or unladen for Account of, and at the Rite 
ot a Foreigner or Foreigners, with Intent to defraud the faid Commiflioners, or the Commiffioners for the 
‘Lime being, of the Rates and Duties herein impofed on Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, Jaden or unladen 
by an Alien or Merchant Stranger, as aforefaid, under the Penalty of twenty Pounds, to be recovered, ap-

` plied, and difpofed of in the Manner herein-after mentioned. 


XXIV. And be it further enacted, That every Fifhing-boat belonging to the faid Town or Harbour of 
Margate, or which thall harbour there for the moft Part of the Year, or for the moit Part of any particular 
Fithing Seafon, thall pay tor every Mackarel, Herring, Cod, Tralling, Sprat, or other Fifhing Seaton, 
‘Three-pence out of every twenty Shillings, or Pound, of the net Profits of the Earnings of every fuch Sea- 
fon, whether fuch Profits {hall arife from Fifth caught, or from Fifh bought, and then carried to any 
Market; fuch Payment to be made before any Divition fhall be made of fuch Profits among{t the Perfons 
concerned in any fuch Boat refpectively (by the Mafter, who fhall be examined upon Oath, in fuch Manner 

; as 
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as herein-after is mentioned) ; and every Fifhing-boat, not ufually rigging or harbouring within the faid 
Harbour, fhall ay, during every Mackarel, Herring, Cod, Tralling, Sprat, or other Fithing Seafon, for 
every Time fuch Boat fhall ground within the faid Harbour, if not exceeding the Burthen of ten Tons, Six- 
Pence ; and if above that Burthen, one Shilling. 

XXV. And be it further enacted, That every Ship or Veflel which fhall come into the faid Harbour of 
Margate for Succour or Shelter, and not to lade or unlade, thall pay according to the Burthen of fuah 
Ship or Veffel; (that is to fay,) If not exceeding ten Tons, Six-pence ; if above ten, and not excceding 
twenty Tons, one Shilling ; if above twenty, and not exceeding thirty Tons, one Shilling and Sixpence ; if 
above thirty, and not exceeding forty Tons, two Shillings ; if above forty, and not exceeding fifty Tons, two 
Shillings and Sixpence ; and if above fifty, and’ not exceeding fixty Tons, three Shillings and Sixpence ; 
and fo in Proportion for every additional ten Tons Burthen beyond fixty Tons, one Shilling in Addition. 

XXVI. And be it further enacted, That all Veflels belonging to the faid Town or Harbour of ‘larzate, 
which fhall be trading abroad upon their own Adventure, or otherwife freighted, whether by any Britifh 
Subject, or by an Alien or Merchant Stranger, {hall pay towards the Purpotes of this AG the feveral Sums 
following; (that is to fay,) for every Voyage from Port to Port within this Realm, every fuch Veflel being 
of the Burthen of forty Tons or upwards, {hall pay the Sum of two Shillings ; and every fuch Veflel of lets 
Burthen, one Shilling and Four-pence ; and for every Voyage beyond the Seas, that is to fay, to the Nz- 
iherlands, the Eaft Country, or the Kingdom of France, every fuch Veflel of forty Tons Burthen or up- 
wards fhall pay five Shillings, and every {maller Veflel four Shillings ; and for every Voyage to Spain, or 
farther to the Southward, every fuch Veflel, of whatfoever Burthen, fhall pay ten Shillings. 

€ XXVII. And, to the Intent that fuch of the Rates and Duties by this Act impofed, as are directed to 
€ be afcertained by the Tonnage of any Ship or Veffel, may be truly afcertained and paid,’ be it further en- 
ated by the Authority aforefaid, That in cafe the Collector or Collectors of the faid Rates and Duties, or 
fach other Perfon or Perfons as the faid Commiffioners, or any five or more of them, fhall nominate and 
appoint, and the Mafter, or other Perfon having Charge or Command of any Ship or Veilel charged with 
the faid Rates or Duties, cannot otherwife agree about and adjuft the ‘Tonnage of fuch Ship or Veflel; then 
and fo often it fhall and may be lawful for the faid Collector or Collectors, or fuch other Perfon or Perfons 
as aforefaid, from Time to Time, and at all Times convenient and feafonable, to enter into fuch Ship or 
Veffel, and to admeafure the fame according to the Directions of this Act; and if any Commander, or 


other Officer of any Ship or Veffel, or any other Perfon whatfoever, fhall ob{tru&t or hinder any Perfon or . 


Perfons employed by the faid Commiffioners to admeafure any Ship or Veflel in purfuance of this A&, in 
order to afcertain the Duty hereby charged, fuch Commander or other Perfon fhall, for every fuch Offence, 
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forfeit the Sum of ten Pounds, to be recovered, with Cofts of Suit, in any of his Majefty’s Courts of Re- ° 


cord, in the Name of the Clerk or Treafurer of the faid Commiffioners, by Action of Debt, Rill, Plaint, ar 
Information, wherein no Effoin, Protection, or Wager of Law, or more than one Imparlance, {hall be 
allowed ; and when recovered, to go and be applied to the Purpoles of this Act. 

XXVIII. And be it further enacted, That the Number of Tons of every Ship or Veffel fo to be admea- 
fured as aforefaid, fhall be afcertained according to the Rules laid down by an Act pafled in the eighth Year 
of the Reign of her Jate Majefty Queen Anne, intituled, An Ac? for making a convenient Dock or Bafon at 
Leverpoole, for the Security of all Ships trading to and from the faid Port of Leverpoole. 

IX. And be it further enacted, That every Ship, Hoy, or other Veffel, which fhall take or fhip on 
board any Ballaft, within the faid Harbour, or in the Bay thereunto adjoining, not having difcharged its 
Cargo within the faid Harbour or Bay, fhall, for every Ton of fuch Ballaft, pay Two-pence. 

KX. And be it further enacted, That all Perfons belonging to the faid Town or Harbour of Adargate, 
who fhall take up any Ship or Vellel caft away, or out of its Courfe, or otherwife in Diftrefs at Sea, or any 
Goods wrecked at Sea, or upon the Main, or any Anchor or Cable found at Sea, fhall pay for each and 
every Boat or Veffel concerned in any fuch Service, one Half Share, whether fuch Ship or Veflel, Goods, 
Anchor, or Cable, be brought into the Harbour of Margate, or the Bay thereunto adjoining, or not, 
the fame to be paid by the Mafter or Owner of every fuch Boat or Vellel, before any Divilion fhall 
be made of the Earnings upon any fuch Occafion: And that all Perfons not belonging to the faid Town or 
Harbour of Margate, who fhall take up any Ship or Veflel caft away, or out of its Courfe, or otherwife in 
Diftrefs at Sea, or any Goods wrecked at Sea, or upon the Main, or any Anchor or Cable found at Sea, 
and fhall bring the fame either into the faid Harbour of Margate, or the Bay thereunto adjoining, fhall 

ay, for each and every Boat or Veffel concerned in any fuch Service, one Half Share, to be paid in like 
Manner by the Matter or Owner of every fuch Boat or Veflel, before any Divifion fhall be made of 
the Earnings upon any fuch Occafion: And the Mafter, and every Owner or Part Owner of every fuch 
Boat or Vefiel fhall, feverally and individually, be liable to the Payment of the whole of every fuch Half 
Share, until the fame {hall be fully paid and difcharged ; and in cafe of Non-payment, the fame fhall be 
recoverable either by Diftrefs and Sale of the Goods and Chattels of the Perfon or Perfons fo liable to pay, 
or of any of them, or by Action at Law, to be brought in any Court or Courts of Record, by or in the 
Name of the Clerk or Treafurer to the faid Commifhoners for the ‘Time being: And for preventing any 
Fraud or Impofition in refpect of the Amount of any fuch Half Share, the Mafter or Owner who fhall pay 
the fame fhall, at the fame Time, deliver in to the faid Commiffioners for the Time being, or their Collector 
or Receiver, an Account in Writing, figned by the Party delivering the fame, of the whole Sum received 
for every fuch Service, and of the real Number of Shares into which the fame is divifible, and of fuch necef- 
Charges and Expences only as the Parties concerned in fuch Service fhall have been at upon every fuch 
Occafion ; and the Commiffioners for the Time being, or any two of them, are hereby, authorifed and im- 
powered, if they fhall fo think fit, to fummon the Party delivering fuch Account to appear before them, and 
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to examine him upon Oath (which Oath they are hereby impowered to adminifter) as to the Truth there- 
of; and if it fhall be made appear to them that there is any Fraud, Concealment, or wilful Error therein, 
the Party offending thall be liable to the Payment of double the Sum endeavoured to be fo purloined (which. 
Sum the faid two Commiffioners have hereby Power to afcertain) ; and the fame fhall be recoverable by the 
fame Means as the original Half Share. - 

XXXI. And be it further enacted, That all Corn, Grain, or Seeds, which fhall be grown or imbarned 
out of the Jurifdiction of the Cinque Ports, two ancient ‘Towns, or their Members, being not malted by a 
Portfman, which fhall be fhipped in the faid Harbour or Bay adjoining, on board of any Ship or Veilel 
which fhall belong to or harbour in the faid Harbour of Margate, fhall pay Shire Duties; any Pretence 
whatfoever to the contrary notwithftanding. 

XXXII. And be it further enacted, That every Merchant or other Perfon whatfoever, who fhall lade or 
unlade, or import or export any Goods, Wares, Merchandize, Baggage, ‘Parcels, or other Article whatfo- 
ever, within the faid Harbour of Margate, or the Bay thereunto adjoining, fhall pay towards the Pur 
of this A&t, over and above all other Rates and Duties to which the fame are by virtue of this Act,. or 
by any. other Law liable, the feveral Rates and Duties mentioned in the Table or Schedule at the End of 

is A&. | 
XXXIII. And be it further enaCted, That it fhall and may be lawful to and for the faid Commiffioners, 
or the Commiffioners for the Time being, or any five or more of them, to afcertain and fix fuch reafonable 
Rates'and Duties, to be paid upon the lading or unlading, importing or exporting, of any Article or Come 
modity not fpecified or enumerated in the faid Table or Schedule hereunto annexed, in Proportion to 
the feveral Rates and Duties therein fpecified, as they fhall think fit; which Rates and Duties, when fo fixed 
and afcertained by the faid Commiffioners, or the Commiffioners for the Time being, fhail be confidered, to 
all Intents and Purpofes, as if the fame had been efpecially enumerated in this Act, or in the faid Table or Sche- 
dule hereunto annexed. 

XXXIV. And be it further enacted, That for all Goods, Wares, Merchandize, Articles, and Commo- 
dities, whether fpecified by Name in the faid enumerated Lift or Schedule, or hereafter to be added thereto, 
by virtue of the Power given to the Commiffioners for that Purpofe, every Alien or Merchant Stranger 
fhall pay treble the Sum therein charged to be paid by a Portfman for the fame Goods, Wares, Merchandize, 
Articles, and Commodities, except only for fuch Articles or Things wherein it is or fhall be exprefsly 
laid down what Sum an Alien or Merchant Stranger fhall pay. 

< XXXV. And whereas it will be very convenient, for the better levying of the feveral Rates apd Duties 
© hereby impofed on Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, and’ other Things imported into the faid Harbour 
€ or Town of Margate, and Parifh of Saint Jobn the Baptiff, that the fame fhall only be landed or {hipped 
© at fuch Place or Places as fhall be appointed for that Purpofe ;’ be it further enacted, That the faid Com- 
miffioners, or any five or more of them, fhall and may, and they are hereby authorifed and impowered to 
direct and appoint, under their Hands and Seals, fuch particular Place or Places as they from Time to 
Time fhall think fit, for the landing or thipping of all Goods, Wares, and Merchandize, and other Things 
which fhall be brought into the faid Harbour, or Town, or Parith, out of or into any Ship, Veffel, or

< XXXVI. And, for increafing the faid Fund, and towards making the fame fufficient to anfwer the Pur- 
€ pofes of this Act,’ be it further enacted, That, in Addition to the feveral Duties and Impofitions herein- 
before mentioned, to be laid and impofed in lieu of the old Pier Droits, there fhall be paid for all Sorts of Coal, 
Culm, Splint, Coke, or Cinder, which, from and after the paffing of this A&t, fhall be imported or brought 
into, landed, or delivered within, or carried through the faid Town of Margate, or any other Part of the 
faid Parifh of Sart Jobn the Bapti/?, or the faid Harbour, or Bay adjoining, by way of Impofition thereon, 
over and above all other [mpofitions and Duties due and payable for Coals, Culm, Splint, Coke, or Cin- 
der, by virtue of this Act, or of any other Law or Statute now in force, according to the Rates herein-after 
mentioned ; (that is to fay,) 

For fuch Coals, Culm, Splint, Coke, or Cinder as are or fhall or may be ufually fold by the Chaldron, 
for every Chaldron thereof, containing thirty-fix Buthcls Pinchejier Meafure, the Sum of one Shilling; 
and fo in Proportion for any lefs Quantity than a Chaldron: 

And for all fuch Coals, Culm, Splint, Coke or Cinder, as are or fhall be ufually fold by the Ton, for 


every Ton thereof, containing twenty Hundred Weight, thelike Sum of one Shilling ; and fo in Proportion 
for any lefs Quantity than a T'on. . 


Which feveral Rates, Duties, or Impofitions, refpectively, fhall, from Time to Time, be paid to the faid 
Commiflioners and their Succeflors, or to fuch Perfon or Perfons as they fhall from ‘Tine to ‘Time appoint, 
as their Deputy Receiver or Receivers, to collect and receive the fame: And they the faid Commillioners, 
and their Succeflors, and fuch Perton or Perfons as they {hull from Time to Time appoint, as aforcfaid, are 
hereby authorifed and impowered to demand, collect, receive, and take, of and trom the Ala(ters and 
Owners, Mafter or Owner, or other Perfon or Perfons having the Rule or Command of any Ship, Hoy, 
Boat, or other Veflel, bringing in or laden with any of the Articles liable to pay any of the Dutics or Impo- 


fitions 
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fitions bereby lard and impofed, or which Ship or Veflel fhall be liable to any fuch Impofition ; and alfo of 
and from all and every Perfon and Perfons bringing, or caufing to be brought within or through the faid 

Town of Margate, or other Part of the faid Parith of Saint John the Baptiff, any Coals, Culm, Splint, 

Coke, or Cinder, by Land Carriage, upon which no Duty fhall have been paid by virtue of this A&, the 

faid Sum of one Shilling for each and every Chaldron or Ton of Coals, Culm, Splint, Coke, or Cinder; 

and fv in Proportion for a greater or lefs Quantity than a Chaldron or Ton. 

XXXVII, And, for more effectually fecuring the Payment of the faid Duties, be it further enaéted No Perfon fhal 
by the Authority aforefaid, That no Collector, Cuftomer, Comptroller, Receiver of Entries of Ships, make ovt a Coc- 
Surveyor, Searcher, Waiter, or other Officer whatfoever, of or concerning his Majefty’s Cuftoms at the querill the Duty 
faid Port oLSandwich, fhall hereafter give or make out any Cocquet or other Difcharge, or take any Report P“ 
outwards for any Ship or Veffel as aforefaid, or in the faid Port of Sandwich, or the Limits thereof, until 
the Duties hereby made payable by the Matter or other Perfon according to the Tenor and true Intent and 
Meaning of this Act, fhall be paid unto the Collector or other Perfon appointed to receive the fame as 
aforefaid ; and that the Malter or Matters, or other Perfon taking Charge of fuch Ship or Veflel, do pro- 
duce and fhew an Acquittance under the Hand of fuch Collector or Receiver, or his Deputy, teftifying the 
Receipt thereof; which Receipt fuch Collector, Receiver, or Deputy, is hereby obliged to give upon being

XXVIII. And be it further enacted, That it fhall and may be lawful to and for the faid Collector or Officers im- 

Collectors, or any other Perion or Perfons authorifed and deputed by the faid Commiffioners, or any five or powered to 
more of them, to go on board any Ship or other Vetil, to demand; colleét, and receive the faid Duties and SMS ™ 
Rates by this Act due and payable, and for Nonpayment thereof to take and diftrain every fuch Ship or 
Vefiel, and all her Tackle, Apparel, and Furniture, thereunto belonging, or any Part thereof, and the fame: 
to detain and keep until he or they be fatished and paid the faid Rates and Duties; and in cafe of any 
Negleét or Delay in the Payment of any of the faid Duties and Rates for five Days after any Diftrefs or 
Diftreffes fo taken as aforefaid, then it fhall and may be lawful to and for the Collector and Collectors, 
Receiver and Receivers of the faid Duties and Rates, to caufe fuch Diftrefs or Diftrefles to be appraifed by 
two or more fufficient Perfons to be- nominated by the faid Commiffioners, and afterwards to fell the faid 
Diftrefs or Diftrefles fo taken and appraifed, and thereout to fatisfy him or thenvfelves, as well fer and con-

be Ounce or Sun's Thread, and fpecifying the Number of Hanks in each Ounce thereof, and expreffing 
the Manufacturer’s Name and Place of Abode: And that no Perfon or Perfons whatfoever fhall, from and 
after the faid firit Day of ‘June, reel or make up any fuch Thread in any other or different Manner than as 
aforefaid, or fell or expofe to Sale any Ounce or Nun’s Thread manufactured in Great Britain, but fuch as 
is reeled, made up, and {tamped in Manner aforefaid ; and that fuch Perfon or Perfons, who, after the faid 
firft Day of June, fhall reel or make up any {uch Thread in another or different Manner than as aforefaid, 
or who thall fell, or-expofe to Sale, any fuch Thread of the Manufacture of Great Britain, fo reeled or made 
up in another or different Manner than as aforefaid, knowing the fame to be fo improperly reeled or made

W their High Mightinetfes the States General of the United Provinces, figned at the Hague the 

fifteenth Day of April one thouland feven hundred and eighty-eight, it is, by the tenth Article thereof, 
agreed, That until the two Powers conclude a Treaty of Cominerce with each other, the Subjects of 
the Republic fhall be treated, in the Kingdoms of Great Britain and Ireland, as the moft favoured Nation ; 
and the fame fhall be obferved in the United Provinces towards the Subjects of his Britannic? Majefty, 
wih an Exemption in the faid Article, that it fhall not extend to a Diminution of the Import Duties pay-

Charge of any Ship or Veflel, which fhall attempt to enter into any Port or Place in Great Britain or 
Ireland, or the Ifles of Guernfey, Ferfey, Alderney, Sark, or Man, and of which Particulars fo demanded, 
the faid Commander, Mafter, or other Perfon having Charge of fuch Ship or Veflel, is required, by the 
faid recited Aét, to give a true Account of, under the Penalties By the faid A& infliGted ; the faid principal 
Officer of his Majefty’s Cuftoms, or fuch Perfon as fhall be authorifed to fee Quarantine duly performed, 
fhall, and is hereby required to demand of the faid Commander, Mafter, or other Perfon having Charge 
of fuch Ship or Veflel ; and the faid Commander, Matter, or other Perfon having Charge of fuch Ship or 
Veffel, fhall, upon fuch Demand, give a true Account of the following Particulars; (that is to fay), ' 
Whether his Ship or Veffel touched at the I/ of Rhodes, the Adorca, or any Part of the Coaft of Africa 
within the Mediterranean or the Levant Seas, or the Port of Magadore; or whether any of the Ship’s 
Company, or any other Perfon on board his Ship or Veflel, had, during the Voyage homewards, in any 
Manner whatever, any Communication with any Ship or V effel coming from any of thofe Places ? What 
Pilot or Pilots, or other Perfons from the Shores of the Kingdom of Great Britain, the Iflands of Secili, 
Guernfey, Ferfey, Alderney, Sark, or Man, have been on board his Ship or Veilel, or had any Communi- 
cation with his Ship’s Company, in any Manner whatever during the Voyage homewards? And whether 
any of his Ship’s Company had been fick, and of what Diforder, in the Courfe of the Voyage, or were fo 
at the Time the Particulars are demanded? And in cafe fuch Commander, Matter, or other Perfon 
having Charge of fuch Ship or Veflel, fhall, upon fuch Demand as aforefaid, give an untrue or falfe Anfwer 
to any of the Particulars required by this prcfent Act, fuch Commander, Maftcr, or other Perfon, fhall, 
for every fuch Offence, forfeit the Sum of two hundred Pounds, to be recovered, difpofed of, and applied 
in like Manner as the Penalty inflicted by the faid recited Act, for not making a true Difcovery of the Par- 
ticulars required thereby, may be recovered, d:fpofed of, and applied. 
© II. And whereas by the Laws now in force it may be deemed neceflary, in certain Cafes, that the 
€ Perfon or Perfons offending againft the fame fhould have aétual Notice of the Ordurs in Council of 
© his Majefty, his Heirs or Succediors, touching and refpecting Quarantine : And whereas it is ficquently im- 
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© poffible to prove fuch actual Notice ;’ therefore be it enacted, That it fhall not be neceflary to give any actual: 


Notice of any Order or Orders of his Majefty in Council, or of any Regulations therein contained, which 
are now in force touching and refpecting Quarantine; and that it {hall and may be lawful for his Majefty, 
his Heirs or Succeflors, by any Order or Orders in Council hereafter to be made, to limitand fix a Time or 
Times, after which the Publication of fuch Order or Orders in the London Gazette fhall be deemed and 
taken to be fufficient Notice to all Perfons concerned, of all and every fuch Order or Orders in Council of 
his Majefty, his Heirs or Succeffors. 

IHI. And be it further enacted, That every Commander, Matter, or other Perfon having the Charge of 
any Ship or Veffel hable to the Performance of Quarantine, fhall and is hereby required, from and after the 
firit Day of January one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-nine, in cafe of meeting or falling in with any 
Ship or Veflel at Sea, or within four Leagues of the Coaft of Great Britain or Ireland, or the Iles of 
Guerrfry, ferfey, Alderney, Sark, or Man, to hoift a particular Signal, to denote that his V effel is liable to 
Quarantine ; fuch Signal, for the Day Time, to be a large yellow Flag at the Main Top-maft Head; 
and, for the Night Time, to be a Light at the fame Matt Head’, on Failure whereof, fuch Commander, 
Matter, or other Perfon having Charge of fuch Ship or Veflel, fo liable to the Performance of Quarantine, 
fhall forfeit,.for every Offence, the Sum of two hundred Pounds. 

IV. And be it further enacted, That every Oftence committed contrary to, or in Breach or Violation of, 
the faid herein-recited Act, or this prefent Act, or any Order or Orders of his Majefty, his Heirs or Suc- 
ceflors, now or hereafter to be made in his or their Privy Council, touching or refpecting Quarantine, and 
- notified by Proclamation, or publifhed in the London Gazette, fhall and may be tr-ed,- heard, and deter- 
mined, in any County within Great Britain, or in the proper Courts of the Ifles of Guernfey, Ferfey, Ala 
derney, Sark, or Man, refpectively. 

© V. And whereas certain Vctiels and Boats, after Seizure and Condemnation for Offences againft the 
€ Revenue of Cuftoms and Excife, are now by Law liable to be broken up, and the feizing Officers are 
© rewarded with a Moiety of the Produce of the Materials thereof, after deducting the Charges of Con- 
é demnation and Sale: And whereas the Reward of the feizing Officers in fuch Cafe is in general very 
t trifling, and in fome Inftances the Charges of Condemnation and Sale have exceeded the Produce: And 
€ whereas it is expedient that Officers of the Cuftoms and Excife fhould have a proper Encouragement to 
“induce them to ufe their utmoft Endeavours to feize fuch Veflels and Boats ;’ be it therefore enacted 


by and in Name of the Collector of his Majefty’s Cuftoms in whole Cuitody the faid Goods may 
odged. . 
VIII. And to the End that fuch Security may be good and fufficient, be it enacted by the Authority 
aforefaid, That the Collector and Comptroller of the Cuftoms fhall, previous to the Execution of the 
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‘Bond, make ftri& Inquiry into the Sufficiency of the Sureties propofed to be bound ; and if the f2id Col- 


lector and Comptroller fhall find them of Abiity to anfwer the Sum or Sums in which they are about to 
become bound, they fhall then certify the fame in Writing to the Judge or Judges of fuch Court refpeciively ; 


` and upon the Production of {uch Certificate, if the Judge is alio fatished with the SufFciency of the Surcties

an Inch to every Foot in Length, fuch Depth to be taken from the upper Part of the Plank next the Keel

XI And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That all open Boats belonging as aforefaid, 
of twenty-four Feet and upwards, the Depth of which fhall be greater than in the Proportion of one Inch 


to one Foot in Length, fuch Depth to be taken as hercin-before mentioned, fhall and may te feized by any 
Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms or Lxcife. - 


XII. Provided always, That this Act fhall not extend, or be conftrucd to extend, to forfeit any Boat on 
account of her Built, belonging to, or employed in the Service of his Majefty’s Navy, Victualling, Ord- 
nance, Cuftoms, Excife, or Poft-oitice, or which is uled on any Canal or Inland Navigation, nor to any 
Boat whatever, the Owner of whica fhal! havea Licence from the Lord High Admiral of Great Britain, or 
the Commiifioners of the Admiralty for the Time being, if fuch Licence fhall be aStually on board fuch 
Beat at the Time of her being detained or examined ; nor Boats which fhall be conftru€ted and built with

HEREAS, by the thirteenth Article of the Treaty concluded at Utrecht on the fourth Day of 

April, New Stile, in the Year of our Lord one thoufand feven hundred dnd thirteen, between her 

late Majefty Queen une and the Moft Chriftian King Louis the Fourteenth, it was, among other 
hings, agreed, That the Ifland called Newfoundland, with the adjacent Iflands, thould, from that Time 
belong of Right wholly to Britain; and to that End the Town and Fortrefs of Placentia, and 
whatever other Places in the faid Ifland were in the Pofleffion of the French, fhould be yielded and given 
up, within feven Months from the Exchange of the Ratification of that Treaty, or fooner if poflible, 
by the Moft Chriftian King, to thofe who had a Commiffion from. the Queen of Great Britain for that 
Purpofe; nor fhould the Moft Chriftian King, his Heirs or Succeflors, or any of their Subjedts, at any 


over, it fhould not be lawful for the Subje€s of France to fortify any Place in the faid Ifland of Newfound- 
land, or to ereét any Buildings befides Stages made of Boards, and Huts neceflary ‘and ufeful for 


That it fhould be allowed to the Subjects of France to catch Fifh, and to dry them on Land, on that Pare 
only, and in none other befides that Part of the Ifland of Newfoundland, which ftretches from the Place 
called Cape Bonavi/fia, to the Northern Point of the faid Ifland, and from thence running down by the 
Weftern Side, and reaches as far as the Place called Cape Riche: And whereas, by the fifth Article of the 
Treaty of Peace, concluded at Paris on the tenth Day of February one thoufand feven hundred and fixty- 
three, between his Majefty andthe late Moft Chriftian King Louis the Fifteenth, and his Moft Catholick 
Majefty, it was, among other Things, agreed, that the Subjects of France fhould have the Liberty of 
fifhing and drying on a Part of the Coaft of the Ifland of Newfoundland, fuch as is {pecified'in the thir- 
teenth Article of the Treaty of Utrecht, which Article is confirmed and renewed by the prefent Treaty: 
And efty snd th by the fitth Article of the definitive Treaty of Peace, concluded at Ver/ar/les, between his 
Maj and the 

eigbty-three, it was, among other Things, agreed, That his Majefty, the King of Great Britain, fhould 
be maintained in his Right to the Ifland of Newfoundland, and to the adjacent Iflands,.as the whole were 
affured to him by the thirteenth Article of the Treaty of Utrecht, excepting the Iflands of Saint Pierre 
and Miquelon, which were ceded in full Right, by the faid Treaty of the third Day of September one 
thoufand feven hundred and eighty-three, to his Moft Chriftian Majefty; and that his Majefty, the 
Moft Chriftian King, in order to prevent the Quarrels which had before then arifen between the two 


virtue of the atorefaid Article of the Treaty of Utrecht, from Cape Bonaviffa to Cape Saint Jahn, fituated

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. Sand, Tails, deceitful Locks, Cots, Cals, Comber, Lamb’s Wool, or any other Thing, whereby the 

Fleece might be made more weighty, to the Deceit and Lofs of the Buyer, upon Pain the Seller of any 
* fuch deceittul Wools to forfcit tor every fuch Ficece fix Pence, the one Moicty to the King, the other to 
€ the Finder and Prover of the fame Deccit, by Action of Debt, by original Writ, Bill, Plaint, Inform-

€ HERE AS, by an A& made and paficd in the fourteenth Year of the Reign of his prefent Majetty, 
‘ W a Duty of fix bence is impofed on every Gallon of Rum, or other Spirits, which fhall be imported 
© or brought into any Part of the Province of Quebec, from any of his Majefty’s Sugar Colonies in the 
© Wief Indies: And whereas it would greatly tend to encourage a proper commercial Intercourfe between 
© the faid Province and the faid Colonies, if Rum imported into the faid Province in any Ship or Veffel 
© which fhall carry from thence, and land in any of his Majefty’s Sugar Colonies in the maf Indies, a 
€ Cargo of Lumber or Provifions, Horfes or Neat Cattle, was exempt from Payment of the faid Duty :” 
Be it therefore enacted by the King’s moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Content 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the 
Authority of the fame, That, from and after the firft Day of Aus ft one thoufand feven hundred and 
eighty-eight, in all Cafes where any Rum or other Spirits, being the Produce or Manufacture of any of the 
faid Colonies in the /e/?

Time when he, fhe, or they fhall fo begin to extract Spirits for fuch Exportation as aforefaid; or if fuch 
Diftiller or Diftillers, or Maker or Makers, fhall not, after fuch firft Week, during the Continuance of 
his, her, or their Entry for Exportation as aforefaid, ufe and employ every fuch Still as aforefaid five Days 
inevery Week during the Continuance of fuch Entry for Exportation as aforefaid, betwixt the fifteenth 
Day of November inclufive, and the fifteenth Day of May exclufive; and four Daysin every Week, during 
the Continuance of fuch Entry for Exportation as aforefaid, betwixt the fifteenth Day of May inclufive, 
and the fifteeuth Day of November exclufive, he, fhe, or they fhall, for each and every Day in which fuch 
Diftiller or Diftillers, or Maker or Makers, fhall not ufe every Still to him, her, or them belonging, in Man- 
ner as aforefaid, forfeit the Sum of fifty Pounds. 

XLVI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That no Wath which fhall be brewed or 
made according to the Rules, Regulations, and Provifions of this Act for extracting Low Wines or Spirits 
for Exportation from that Part of Great Britain called England, to that Part of Great Britain called Scot- 
land, thall be charged or chargeable with any Duty or Duties of Excife granted by any A& or Acts of Par-

Strength of one to ten over Hydrometer Proof; for every one hundred Gallons of Wath prepared or made 
from Melafles or Sugar, or any Mixture therewith, for extracting Spirits for Exportation as aforefaid, found 
in kis, her, or their Cuftody or Pofleffion, betwixt the Days laft aforelaid, produce to the Sight of the Officer 
or Officers of Excife at leaft eighteen Gallons and an Half of Spirits of the Strength aforefaid; and for every 
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one hundred Gallons of Wath prepared or made from foreign refufed Wine, or foreign Cyder, or Wath —

And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That when any fuch Diftiller or Diftillers 
fhall be defirous of diftilling any Spirits for Home Confumption, and fhall have actually diftilled into 
Spirits all the Wafh, Low Wines, and Feints in his, her, or their Cuftody or Poffeffion, for the making 
of Spirits for fuch Exportation as aforefaid, and fuch Spirits fhall be locked up in the Warehoufe as herein- 
after is directed, he, the, or they may withdraw his, her, or their Entry for fuch Exportation, and fhall 
be at Liberty to make a freth and like Entry for making Spirits for Home Confumption ; and at the Ex- 
piration of four Days after fuch Entry made, but not fooner, it fhall and may be lawful for fuch Diftiller.

Officer or Officers of Excife, in ten Shillings per Gallon for each and every Gallon of fuch Spirits ; that 
the particular Spirits fo intended to be exported, and every, Part thereof, fhall (the Danger of the Seas and 
Enemies excepted) be fhipped and exported to the Port or Place to which the fame refpectively are intended to 
be exported, and fhall not be exported or carried to any other Place or Country whatfoever, and fhall not be 
unfhipped, unladed, or put on board any other Ship, Veflel, or Boat in Great Britain (Shipwreck -and 
other unavoidable Accident excepted), nor relanded in that Part of Great Britain in which the fame fhall 
have becn fo made; which Bond the Officer of Excife of the Port from whence fuch Spirits {hall be 
exported, appointed for that Purpofe by the faid refpective Commiffioners of Excite, or the major.

HEREAS it is expedient to regulate the fhipping and carrying of Slaves in Britis Veffels from 
the Coaft of Africa } be it therefore enacted ; and it is hereby enacted by the King’s moft Excel- 
lent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in 
this pretent Parliament affembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That it fhall not be lawful for any Maf- 
ter, or other Perfon taking or having the Charge or Command of any Ariti/h Ship or Vefiel whatever, which 
fhall clear out from any Port of this Kingdom trom and after the firit Day of 4ucu/? one thoufand feven hun- 
dred and eighty-eight, to have on board, at any one Time, or to convey, carry, bring, or tranfport Slaves 
from the Coaft of Africa, to any Parts beyond Sea, in any fuch Ship or Veficl, in any greater Number than 
in the Proportion of five fuch Slaves for every three Tons of the Burthen of fuch Ship or Veilel, to far as the 
faid Ship or Veffel.fhal]_ not exceed two hundred and one Tens; and moreover, of one fuch Slave for every 
additional T'on of fuch Ship or Veflel, over and above the faid Burthen of two hundred and one Tons, ar 
Male Slaves who fhall exceed four Feet four Inches in Height, in any greater Number than in the Proportion 
of one fuch Male Slave to every one Ton of the Burthen of fuch Ship or Veflel, fo far as the faid Ship ar 
Veflel fhall not exceed two hundred and one Tons, and (moreover) of three fuch Male Slaves (who fhall ex- 
ceed the faid Height of four Feet four Inches) for every additional five Tons of fuch Ship or Velel, over and 
above the faid Burthen of two hundred and one Tons; and every fuch Ship or Veflel fhall be deemed and 
taken to be of {fuch Tonnage or Burthen as is defcribed and fet forth in the refpective Certificate of the Re- 
giftry of each and every fuch Ship or Veflel, granted in purfuance of an Act made and pafled in the twenty- 
fixth Year of the Reign of his prefent Majelty (intituled, An 4:7 for the further Increafe and Encouragement 
of Shipping and Navigation): And if any fuch Mafter, or other Perfon taking or having the Charge or Com- 
mand of any fuch Ship or Veffel, {hall act contrary hereto, fuch Matter, or other Perfon as aforefaid, fhall 
forfeit and pay the Sum of thirty Pounds of lawful Money of Great Britain, for each and every fuch Slave

II. Provided always, That if there fhall be, in any fuch Ship or Veflel, any more than two fifth 
Parts of the Slaves who {hall be Children, and who fhall not exceed four Feet four Inches in Height, 
then every five fuch Children (over and above the aforefaid Proportion of two fifths) fhall be

TII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That on the Arrival of any fuch Ship or V effel

Ie€tor, or other Chief Othcer of the Cuftoms (who is hereby authorifed and required to adminitter the faid 
Oath), the Burthen of fuch Ship or Vetlel, and fhall at the fame ‘Lime fhew to fuch Officer the Certificate of 
the Regiitry thereof, and fhall alfo deliver to the faid Oficer upon Oath (who is hereby authorifcd and re- 
quired to adminitter the faid Oath) an exact and true Account of the greateft Number of fuch Slaves, and

unthipped or landed, or fhall wilfully permit or fuffer to be unthipped or landed, any fuch Slaves, contrary to

An A& for further regulating the Trade or Bufinefs of Pawnbrokers. 


l ‘ W's RE AS an A& was paffed in the twenty-feventh Year of the Reign of his prefent Majeft 


King George the Third, for further regulating the Trade ard Brfinefi of Pawnbrokers; which A 
was to continue in force for one Year, from the firt Day of June one tiouland fcven hundred and eighty- 
© feven: And whereas an Act was pafled in the laft Seffion of Parliament, t) amend and centiiue, for a 
© limited Time, the above-mentioned Aci; which was made to expire on the firft Day of Fune one thoufand 
€ feven hundred and eighty-nine, or at the End of the prefent Sefion of Parliament: And whercas it is 
© expedient that Provifion fhould be made for further regulating the Bufinefs of Pawnbrokers :’ May it- 
therefore pleafe your Majefty that it may be enacted; and be it enzcted by the King’s meit Excellent Ma» 
jefty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
pre ent Parliament aflembled, and by the Authority of the fame, ‘Chat it fhall be lawful, from and after the 

ind of this prefent Seffion of Parlamert, for all Perfons ufing and exerciling the Trade and Bufinefs af 
a Pawnbroker, to demand, receive, and take, of and from all and every Perfon and Perfons applying 
or oftering to redeem any Goods or Chattels pawned or pledged with fuch Pawnbroker, a Profit after

during one Voyage, or fhall have ferved as Chief Mate or Surgeon during the whole of two Voyages, or 
either as Chief or other Mate during three Voyages in purchaling and carrying Slaves from the Coait of 
Africa, under Pain that fuch Mafter or other Perfon taking or having the Charge or Command of any fuch 
Ship or Veficl, and alfo the Owner or Owners who fhall hire or c:nploy fuch Perfon, fhall for every {fuch 
Offence refpestively forfeit and pay the Sum of fifty Pounds. 

IX. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That, from and after the firt Day of 
Auzufi one thoufand feven hundred and eighty-nine, it fhall not be lawful for any Owner or Owners 
of any fuch Ship or Veflel to infure any Cargo of Slaves, or any Part thereof, on board the fame, againft 
any Lok or Damage, fave and except the Perils of the Sea, Piracy, Infurrection, or Capture by the 
King’s Enemies, Barratry of the Mafter and Crew, and Deftruction by Fire; and that ail and every 
Policy of Infurance hereafter made contrary to this Act, fhail be and the fame is hereby declared to be 
null and void to all Intents and Purpofes whutloever.

at the Rate of the Wages per Month, Sterling Value, as againft each Perfon’s Name is exprefied in the 
NMuiter Roll. 

Secondly, the faid Mafter does further agree and engage with the faid Officers, Mariners, Seamen 
Seafaring Men, Landfmen, and Boys, That they fnall be daily and regularly fupplied with good and 
wholefome Victuals, and a Portion of Wine or Spirits, as hereafter {pecitied ; the faid Provifions to be 
iffued and drefled in the ufual Manner in which it is done on board his Majecity’s Ships of War, and ferved 
out to the Ship’s Company in the Manner following ; videlicet,

Monday. One Pound of Pork, containing fixteen Ounces to the Pound, and Half a Pint of Peafe. .

Each Perfon befides to have fix Pounds of Bread per Week, and a Quarter of a Pint of Spirits, or Half a 
Pint of Wine, per Day, during the Voyage.

In cafe of being put to Short Allowance, the Mafter, Officers, and Seamen are to be at the fame Al- 
lowance of Provifions or Water, and to be allowed Short Allowance Money, at the Rate of Threepence per 
Day if at two-thirds Allowance, and four Pence Halfpenny per Day per Man if at Half Allowance, and 
to be paid their Short Allowance Money ten Days before the Veflel fails from the We/?

OR the more effectual Execution of the Laws now in being for the well ordering of Goals, and fe- 

curing the Health of Prifoners, may it pleafe your Majefty, that it may be enacted ; and be it enacted 
by the King’s moft Excellent Majefty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in Parliament afflembled, and by the Authority of the fame, That at the 
General Quarter Seflion of the Peace throughout England and Wales, to be next holden after the End 
of this Seffion of Parliament, and at the firft Seffion of the Peace to be holden after Michaelmas in every 
fucceeding Year, the Gaoler or other Officer having the Care or Superintendance of any Gaol within the 
Jurifdi€tion of the Court holding fuch Seffion, fhall, and he is hereby required to deliver, or caufe to be 
delivered to the Chairman or other Magittrate prefiding in fuch Court, a Certificate according to the Form 
hereunto annexed, fubfcribed by himfelf and verified by him, to the beft of his Knowledge and Belief, on 
his Oath, to Be taken either before fuch Court, or in cafe of Sicknefs, or Inability from any other 
Caufe to attend, then before fome Juftice of the Peace for the County, Town, or Diftri€t in which fuch 
Gaol fhall be fituated, and that fuch Certificate fhall exprefs, after each of the Provifions therein enumerated, 


whether fuch Provifion is or is not complied with or obferved within fuch Gaol; and fuch Certificate fhall be - 


read publickly in open Court in the Prefence of the Grand Jury, and entered upon Record as Part of the 
Minutes of the faid Seffion. '

thereupon take the faid Certificate into their Confideration, and fummon any Perfon or Perfons named 
therein to appear before them, and fhall give fuch Directions, and make fuch Orders relative to any of the 
Matters contained in fuch Certificate, as to fuch Juftices fhall feem meet, and fhall and may take Security 
from any Perfon or Perfons whom the fame may concern for his or thcir due Compliance therewith. .

States, which fhall, in the fair and lawful Way of Barter or Traffick between the People of the faid United 
States and any of the People of his Majefty’s Iflands in the e/? /dics, be imported or brought from any 
Part of the faid United States into any of the faid Iflands by Briti/h Subjects, and in Britih-buile Ships 
owned by his Majefty’s Subjects, and navigated according to Law, it fall and may be lawful to export 
from any of the faid Iflands, the fame Tobacco, and to import it dirccily from thence into iome one or 
other of the faid refpective Ports herein-before enumerated, in a Driti. bult Ship or Vetil of the Burthen 
of one hundred and twenty Tons or upwards, fo regiftered and navigated us aforefatd, fubjet neverthelels to 
the feveral Rules, Regulations, Reftrictions, and Provifions in this Act coniained and provided for the Im- 

rtation into Great Britain of Tobacco dircétly from bis Majefty’s aid Colonics, Plantations, [fands, or 
Territories in America. | 

XVI. Provided alfo, That the Name or Names of the feveral and refpeAive Ships or Veficl, in 
which fuch Tobacco fhall be fo imported from any Part of the fid United States, into any of the 
faid Iflands in the Ief Indies, and alfo the feveral and refpective Naincs of the feveral and refpective 
Matters of fuch Ships or Veflels, {hall be particularly fpecified in the Manifeft or \lanitefts, or Content or 
Contents in Writing, accompanying into Great Britain fuch “Vobacco fo imported, according to the Di- 
re@tions of this A&. 

XVII. And be it further enacted, That when any Ship or Veflel whatever fhall have taken on board

‘Tobacco fhall not be exported or carried to any other Place or Country whatever, nor unfhipped or put on 


board any other Ship, Veflel, or Boat in Great Britain (Shipwreck or other unavoidable Accident ex- 
cepted), nor re-landed in any Part of Great Britain, Ireland, the Ifi of Man, or the Iflands of Ferf, 
Guernfey, Alderney, or Sark, unlefs entered and fhipped out for thofe Places refpectively, conformably to 
Law, or the Iflands of Faro or Ferro. 

XLI. Provided neverthelefs, That the Penalty of any fuch Bond fhall not in any Cafe exceed the Sum of 
three thoufand Pounds, and that no fuch Bond fhall be charged with any Stamp Duty whatever.

XLII. And be it further enaéted, That no Tobacco fhall be delivered out of any fuch Warchoufe or 
Warehoufes for Exportation, but from the very fame Port or Place at which fuch identical ‘Tobacco was 
originally imported into Great Britain, and in the original Hogthead, Cafk, Cheft, or Cafe in which the 
fame was farft imported into Great Britain, with the Plantation or Manifeft Mark and Number which 
were upon fuch Hogfhead, Cafk, Cheft, or Cafe, at the Time when the fame was firft imported into Great 
Britain, and alfo the Landing Marks and Numbers which were (et, ftamped, or affixed, according to the 
Directions of this Act, upon fuch Hogfhead, Cafk, Cheft, or Cale, without any Alteration whatever 
being made in fuch Hogfhead, Cafk, Cheft, or Cafe (except fuch as fhail be occafioned by neceflary 
Cooperage for the Repairs thereof ), and with the whole of the ‘Tobacco which was originally imported in 
fuch Hogfhead, Cafk, Cheft, or Cafe, being contained in fuch Hogfhead, Cafk, Cheit, or Cafe, except 
as herein is provided, and except fuch damaged or mean ‘Tobacco as fhall have been feparated therefrom 
according to the Directions of this Act, and alfo fuch Tobacco as fhall have been taken out for Sample, as 
direéted by this Aét; and all fuch Samples fhall and may be delivered-out of {uch Warehoufe and Ware- 
houfes for Exportation, and be exported in feparate Packages from the Hogfheads, Cafks, Chefts, or Cafes 
in which the fame were fo originally imported, provided the fame are fo reipectively delivered out and ex- 
ported with fuch refpective Hogfheads, Cafks, Chefts, or Cafes of Tobacco in which the fame were fo 
refpectively originally imported. 

XLIII. Provided alfo, and be it further enacted, That if the damaged or mean Tobacco, in any of the 
Hogtheads, Cafks, Chefts, or Cafes which fhall be fo feparated, and tor which the Importer or Importers, 
Propriétor or Proprietors, Confignee or Confignees thereof refpectively, fhall retufe to pay the Duties di- 
rected by this Act, fhall be fo great in Quantity, that the Refidue of the Tobacco in any of fuch Hogf- 
heads, Cafks, Chefts, or Cafes, fhall be under the Weight of four hundred and fifty Pounds, then and in 
fuch Cafe it {hall and may be lawful to and for fuch Importer or Importers, Proprietor or Proprietors, 
Confignee or Confignees, in the Prefence of the proper Landing Waiters of the Cuftoms, and the proper 
Officer or Officers of Excite, to caufe all fuca Refidue of fuch Tobacco to be repacked and put together, 
in the Warehoufe or Warehoufes in which the fame fhall be fo depofited, lodged, and fecured as directed 
by this Aét, into one or more of the fame Hogfheads, Cafks, Chefts, or Cafes, out of which fuch da- 
maged or mean Tobacco fhall be taken; and all and every {uch Hogfheads, Cafks, Chefts, or Cafes of 
Tobacco fo repacked fhall and may be dclivered out of fuch Warehoule or Warehoufes for Exportation 
and exported, provided the Quantity of the Tobacco fo repacked in each fuch Hogfhead, Cafk, Cheft, or 
Cale, {hall amount to four hundred and twenty-five Pounds Weight or more, and the Plantation or Mantteft 
Mark and Number which were upon fuch Hogfhead, Cafk, Cheft, or Cafe at the Time when the fame 
was firft imported into Great Britain, and alfo the Landing Marks and Numbers refpectively, which were 
fet, ftamped, Or affixed, according to the Directions of this Aét, upon fuch Hogfhead, Catk, Cheft, or 
Cafe, when the fame was firit landed in Great Britain, fhall be thereon at the Time when the {ame thall be 
delivered out of fuch Warehoule or Warehoufes for Exporiation, and at the Time of the Exportation 
thereof; any Thing in this Act contained to the contrary notwithftanding. 

XLIV. And be it further enacted, That fuch Tobacco intended to be exported fhal! and may from Time 
to Time (the fame having been duly entered with the Collector of the Cuftoms Outwards) be delivered for 
Exportation from and out of fuch Warehoufe or Warehoufes in which the fame fhall be fo depofited, 
lodged, and fecured, upon the Perfon or Perfons intending to export fuch ‘Tobacco, or fome Perfon or 
Perlons on his, her, or their Behalf, producing to the Cuftom and Excife Warehoufe Keepers refpectively, 
belonging to fuch Warehoule or Warchoufes, a Certificate or Certificates of the Bond herein-before di- 
rected being duly entered into for the Exportation of fuch Tobacco, and alfo producing in like Manner, if 
the Tobacco fo intended to be exported be Tobacco of the Growth, Production, or Manufacture of the 
Plantations or Dominions of Spain or Portugal, a Certificate or Certificates, under the refpective Hands 
of the proper Collector of the Cuftoms and Excife refpéectively, of the Duty by this Act impofed tor or 
in refpect thereof being fully paid; and upon fuch Delivery of any fuch Tobacco for Exportation, the 
fame fhall be forthwith carried and conveyed, at the Expence of fuch Perfon or Perfons, by {uch Perfon cr 
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Perfons as fhall be authorifed, according to an AG made in the twenty-fixth Year of the Reizn of his 
prefent Majetty (intituled, An Act for regulating the Produciton f Aiantfi and for mire effe.cvaly pre- 
venting fraudulent Praciices in obtaining Bounties and Drawbacks, and tn the clantfline reianding of Grads), 
by Licence under the Hands of the Commifiioncrs of tae Cuttoms for the ‘Lime being, or any three or 
more of them, to carry or put on board Ships and Vebicis, for Exportation to foreign Parts, Goods entiticd 
to Drawback, Bounty, or Premium, according tothe Duections of the faid Aci; and the fame thall alfo be 
attended by the proper Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms on board tuch Ship or Veilel in which the fame 
fhall be intended to be exported. ' 

XLV. And be it further enaéted, That if any fuch Tobacco, after the Delivery thereof from any fuch 
Warehoule or Warehoules as aforelaid for Exportation, fhall, before the ibinping thereof, be lodged or 
depofited in any Warehoutfe or other Place, fo as to be concealed trom publick View or Infpection, or fhall 
not be fhipped within the Space of twenty-four Hours after fuch Delivery thereof, or if the Hogfhead, 
Cafk, Cheft, or Cafe, in which fuch Tobacco was contained at the ‘lime of fuch Delivery, fhall be wiltully 
opened, or any Part of fuch Tobacco taken thereout, atter fuch Delivery thereof, and betore its Arrival at 
the Place for which the fame fhall be entered for Exportation, taen, and in each and every fuch Cafe, 
all fuch Tobacco, and the Hogfheads, Catks, Cheits, and Cites retpectvely containing the tame, fhul be 
forfeited, and fhall and may be feized vy any Officer or Odicers of the Cuitoms or Excite. 

XLVI. And be it further enacted, That if any Tobacco, either manufactured or unmanufaQured, after 
the fame fhall have been fhipped for Exportation in or on board any Ship or Vellel, in purfuance and 
according to the Directions of this Aét, thall be unfhipped for any [urpofe whatever, either within the 
Limits of any Port of this Kingdom, or within four Leagues of the Coatt thereof, or thall be relanded in 
this Kingdom out of or from fuch Ship or Veflel (unicis in cafe of Neccifity or Diftrefs, to fave the Ship 
and Goods from perifhing, which fhall be immediately made known to the principal Othcers of the Cuftoms 
refiding at the Pore neareft to which fuch Ship or Veflel fhall be at the Time fuch Neceflity or Dittrets 
fhall arife), then not only fuch Tobacco fo unthipped, together with the Hogtheads, Catks, Chefts, Cafes, 
or other Packages refpectively, containing the fame, but alio the Ship or Veile] in or on board which the 
fame fhal] be fo fhipped, together with her Guns, Furniture, Ammunition, Tackle, and Apparel, and alfo 
the Ship, Veffel, or Boat into which fuch Tobacco fhall be unfhipped, or put after fuch unthipping there- 
of, together with her Guns, Furniture, Ammunition, Tackle, and Apparel, fhall be forfeited, and thall and 
may be feized by any Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms or Excife. 

XLVII. And be it further enacted, ‘That no Tobacco, either manufactured or unmanufa€tured, fhall be 
entered or fhipped for Exportation to any Parts beyond the Seas, Jre/and excepted, in any Ship or Veflel 
whatever, unlefs fuch Ship or Veilel fhall be of the Burthen of feventy “ons or upwards; and if any 
Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms or Excife fhall apprehend, or have realon to believe, that any fuch Ship 
or Veffel bound to foreign Parts, and having Tobacco on board her, fhall not be of the Burthen of feventy 
‘Tons or upwards, it fhall and may be lawful for fuch Officer or Officers to ftop and detain fuch Ship or 
Veflel, and the whole Cargo Jaden on board her of Tobacco and all other Goods, until he or they fhall 
caule fuch Ship or Veflel to be admeafured, according to the Rules for Admeafurement prefcribed by an 
Act pafled in the twenty-fixth Year of the Reign of his prefent Majefty (intituled, An A6 for the further 
Increafe and Encouragement of Shipping and Navigation); and if it thall appear by fuch Admeafurement 
that any fuch Ship or Veflel is of the Burthen of feventy Tons or upwards, the Officer or Officers fo 
ftopping or detaining her and her Cargo, fhall not be fubject or liable to any Action for Damages oc- 
cafioned by fuch Stoppage and Detention; and if the Matter or other Perfon having or taking the Charge 
or Command of any Chip or Veflel outward bound to foreign Parts (Ireland excepted), having Tobacco 
in or on board her, fhall enter and clear out fuch Ship or Veticl at the Cuftom Houte, as of the Burthen 
of feventy Tons or upwards, and fuch Ship or Veilel fhall not be of fo great Burthen as feventy ‘Tons, 
according to the Rule for Admeafurement prefcribed by the faid Act, fuch Mailer or other Percfon {hall for- 
feit and lofe the Sum of one hundred Pounds for every fuch Offence. 

XLVIII. And be it further enacted, That if any Perfon or Perfons whatever fhall erafe, cut out, burn 
out, blot out, or in anywife whatever alter, change, or deface any Mark or Number, or Marks or Num- 
bers, which was or were burnt in, cut in, or fet upon any Hogithead, Catk, Cheit, or Cate whatever of 
Tobacco in his faid Majefty’s Colonies, Plantations, Iflands, or Territories in America, or in the United 
States of America, or any of the Landing Marks or Numbers which thall be fet, ftamped, or athxed 
thereon, according to the Directions of this Act, he, fhe, or they fo offending fhall, for each and every 
fuch Offence, forteit the Sum of one hundred Pounds. 

XLIX. And be it further enacted, That the Bonds herein-before directed to be given fhal! be difcharged 
in Manner herein mentioned; (that is to fay), For fuch unmanufactured Tobacco as fhall be entered tor 
Exportation to the Kingdom of Ireland, or the Iflands of Guernfy, Ferfry, Alderney, or Sark, upon tie 
Production Bf a Certificate to the Collector, or other Chief Officer of the Cuftoms who took luch Bond, 
within fix Months from the Date of fuch Bond, teftifying the Landing of fuch Tobacco there; upon the 
like Production of a like Certificate, within twelve Months, for fuch ‘Tobacco as fhall be fo entered for any 
other Port or Placein Europe (other than the [fle ef Adan and the Iflands of Faro or Ferro), or any Port 
or Place in Afa or Africa, within the Streichts of Gibraltar; upon the like Production ot a like Certi- 
ficate within eighteen Months, for fuch l obacco as {thall be fo entered for any of his Majcfty’s Colones, 
Plantations, iflands, or Territories in America or Africa, or the United States of America; and upon the 
like Production of a like Certificate, within twenty-four Months, for tuch Vobacco as fhall be fo entered 
for any Port or Place at or beyond the Cape of Good Hepe; and fuch Certificates refpectively, for fuch 
Tobacco as fhall be fo entered for, and landed in, any Port or Place where any O:ticer or Onticers of his 
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Majefty’s Cuftoms fhall be refident, “fhall be figned by the proper Officer or Officers of his Majefty’s 
Cuftoms there; and if no Officer of his Majefty’s Cuftoms fhall be refident in fuch Port or Place where 
fuch Tobacco fhall be fo entered for and landed, fuch Certificate fhall be figned by the Briti/s Conful, or 
other Perfon acting as fuch, there ; and if no Officer of his Majefty’s Cuftoms, or Briti/h Contul, or other 
Perfon acting as fuch, fhall be refident at fuch Port or Place where fuch Tobacco fhal! be fo entered for 
and landed, tuch Certificate fhall be under the Common Seal of the Chief Magiftrate of fuch Port or Place, 
or under the Hands and Seals of two known Briti/fh Merchants then being at fuch Port or Place where 
fuch Tobacco fhall be fo landed; or fuch Bond or Bonds fhall be difcharged, upon Proof, in any or cither 
of the faid Cafes, that fuch Tobacco was taken by Enemies, or perifhed in the Sea, or was deftroyed by 
Fire; the Examination and Proof thereof being left to the Judgment of the Commifioners of the Cuitonis 
in England or Scotland, for the Time being, refpectively. 

L. Provided always, That no fuch Bond fhall be forfeited for or by reafon of any fuch Certificate 
not teftifying the Landing the whole Quantity ot Tobacco mentioned in any fuch Bond at the Port or 
Place of Importation in Jre/and expreiied in fuch Bond, if the Quantity tettied to be fo landed fhail 
not be deficient more than two Pounds in every one hundred Pounds Weight of Tobacco mentioned in 
fuch Bond.

€ LI. And whereas it is expedient that Tobacco fhould not be exported from Great Britain to the Iflands 
© of Ferfey, Guernfey, Alderney, and Sark, or any or either of them, or to the Z cf Man, unlefs permitted 
© by Licence under the Hands of three or more of the Commiffioners of his Majetty’s Cuftoms in England 
© for the Time being, and that fuch Permiffion fhould be limited to certain Quantities, to be exported 
© thither annually ;” be it thercfore further enacted by the Authority aforefatd, “hat from and after the faid 
tenth Day of Od?cber one thoufand leven hundred and eighty-nine, it {hall not be lawful to export, or to 
enter for Exportation, from Great Britain to the faid [lands of Ferfey, Guernfey, Alderney, and Sark, or any 
or either of them, or to the //e of Man, under the Penalty of the Forfeiture thereof, to be feized by any 
Officer or Officers of the Cuftoms or Excife, any Tobacco, unlefs Permiflion be hr given for that Pur-

And be it further enacted, That all and every the Importer or Importers, Proprietor or Proprietors, 
Confignee or Confignees of Tobacco which'fhall be depotited, lodged, or fecured in any fuch Warehoufe 
or Warehoufes fo to be provided according to the Directions of this Act, fhall, within twenty-four 
Months, to be computed from the Day on which the Importer or Importers, Proprietor or Proprietors, 
Confignee or Confignees of fuch Tobacco fhall or ought to have made his, her, or their Entry thereof 
in Writing, according to the Directions of this Act, clear and take from and out of fuch Warehoufe or 
Warehoules refpectively, either for Exportation, according to the Directions herein-before contained, or 
for Home Trade, Confumption, or Manufacture, all fuch Tobacco ; and that all and every Importer or 
Importers, Proprietor or Proprietors, Confignee or Conlignees of Snuff which fhall be depofited, lodged, 
or fecured in. any fuch Warehoule or Warehoutes, fhall, within one Month, to be computed from the Day 
on which the Importer or Importers, Proprietor or Proprietors, Conignee or Contignees of fuch Snutf 
fhall or ought to have made his, her, or their Entry thereof, in Writing, according to tne Directions of this 
Act, clear and take away, from and out of fuch Warehoufe or Warehoufes refpectively, ail fuch Snuff; 
and that when any Importer or Importers, Proprietor or Proprietors, Confignee or Conlignees of any 
‘Tobacco or Snuff depolited, lodged, or fecured in any fuch W'arehoule or Warehoules, fhall intend to clear 
or take from or out of any fuch \Warchoufe or Warehoufes, any Tobacco for Home Trade, Confumption, or 
Manufacture, or any Snuff, he, fhe, or they fhall give at leatt twenty-four Hours Notice in Writing to the 
Cuftom and Excife Warehoute Keepers refpectively belonging to fuch Warehoufe or Warehoufes re- 
fyrectively, of his, her, or their Intention fo to do, and of the particular Hogfheads, Cafks, Cneits, or Cafes 
of fuch ‘Tobacco and Snutt refpectively fo intended to be cleared or taken out, and alfo the Landing Marks 
or Numbers which were fet, {tamped, or aitixed upon each and every fuch Hogfhead, Cuk, Cheit, or 
Cafe of Tobacco and Snuff refpeétively, according to the Directions of this Act; and fhall alfo, at the 
‘Time fpecified in fuch Notice, or within one Hour after, at his, her, or their own Expence, bring all fuca 
Tobacco and Snuft refpectively fpecified in fuch Notice, from the Parts or Places of fuch Warchoule or 
Warehoufes in which the fame thall be depofited and ftowed away, and alto fortnwith take, or caute to he 
taken, all fuch Tobacco from and out of the Hogfheads, Catks, Chefts, or Cales containing the fame, 
aud bring the fame, or caule the fame, when fo taken out, to be brought to and put into the pieper Scales, 
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to he weighed in fuch Warehoufe or Warchoufes, and fhall alfo, in like Manner, bring all fuch Snuff, or 
caule the fame to be brought to and put into the proper Scales to be weighed; and the, proper Cuftom 
Landing Waiter or Landing Waiters, and proper Oricer or Otħcers of Excife refpectively, belonging to 
fuch Waiehoufe or Warchoules, thell fortawith, within fuch Warenoufe or Warehoules, weigh, or caule to 
be weigned, and take an Account of, each and every fuch Hogfhead, Cafk, Cheft, or Cale of Tobacco, 
and alio of all fach Snutf; and all and every fuch Importer or Importers, Proprietor or Proprietors, Con- 
fignee or Cont.gnees, {hall thereupon forthwith pay down in ready Money into the Hands of the proper 
Collectors of the Cuitoms and Excife refpectively, the faid feveral Duties of Cuftoms and Excife by this 
Act impol:d for or in refpect of fuch Tobacco and Snuff refpectively ; and fuch Impoiter or Importers, 
Propiictor or Proprietors, Confignee or Confignees, thall allo, before any fuch Tobacco or Snuff thall be 
delivered out of fuch Warehoufe or Warehculcs for Home “Frade, Confumption, or Manufacture, 
procure from the Collector and other Chief Officers of the Cuftoms, a Certificate of the Payment of 
the Cuftom Duties by tnis A&t impofed for or in refpet of fuch Tobacco or Snuff, and thall alfo 
procure from the Collector of Excife a Certificate of the Payment of the Excife Duties by this 
Act impofed for or in refpect of fuch Tobacco or Snuff, and fhall alfo indorfe upon fuch Certifi- 
cates retpectively, in a fair, diftinét, and legible Manner, the Plantation or Manifeft Mark and Num- 
ber, which were upon each and every fuck Hogfhead, Calk, Cheft, or Cale of Tobacco or Snuff, at 
the Time when the fame was firit imported into Great Britain, and aho the Landing Marks and Numbers 
which were fet, ftamped, or affixed, according to the Directions of this Act, upon each and every fuch 
Hogfhead, Calk, Chet, or Cafe thereof, together with the exact Weight of the Tobacco or Snuff con- 
tained in each and every fuch Hogfhead, Caik, Cheft or Cafe, at the l'ime of its being landed in Great 
Britain, and likewife the Weigat of the Tobacco or Snuff contained in each fuch particular Hogthead, 
Catk, Cheft, or Cafe, at the Time of its being weighed for Home Trade Confumption, or Manufacture; 
and fhall deliver to the Cuftom Warchoufe Keeper fuch Certificate fo procured from the Collector and other 


Chief Officers of the Cuftoms, and indorfed as herein directed, and thall alfo deliver to the proper Excife 


Warehoule Keeper fuch Certilicate fo procured from the Colleétor of Excife, and indorted as aforcfaid ; 
and upon fuch Certificates being fo indorfed and delivered as aforefaid, the faid Cuftom and Excife Ware- 
houfe Keepers fhall deliver out of fuch Warehoufe or Warehoules for Home Trade, Confumption, or Ma- 
nufacture, fuch ‘Tobacco and Snuff {pecified in fuch Certificates and Indorfements, and the proper Officer 
of Excife fhall thereupon give to fuch Importer or Importers, Proprietor or Proprietors, or Confignee or 
Confignees, a Permit or Permits for the Removal thereof from fuch Warehoufe or Warehoufes, to the 
entered Premifes of the Manutacturer or Manufacturers of, or Dealer or Dealers in “Tobacco or Snuff, to 
whom fuch Tobacco and Snuff refpe“tively are intended to be removed; and no fuch Tobacco or Snuff 
fhall be delivered out of any fuch Warehoufe, unlefs fuch Certificates, fo indorfed as aforefaid, fhall be 
previoufly procured and delivered as aforefaid; and if any fuch Importer or Importers, Proprietor or Pro- 
prietors, Conlignee or Confignees, fhall not, at the Time fpecifed in fuch Notice, or within one Hour after, 

ring fuch Tobacco and Snuff refpedctively fpecified in fuch Notice, from the Part or Place of fuch 
Warehoufe or Warehoufes in which the fame fhall be fo depofited and ftowed away, and alio forthwith 
take or caule to be taken all fuch Tobacco from and out of the Hogfheads, Cafks, Chefts, or Cafes con- 
taining the fame, and bring or caufe to be brought fuch Tobacco or Snuff to and put into the proper 
Scales to be weighed, according to the Directions of this Act, then fuch Notice fhall be void and of none 
Effeét; and the jike Notice in Writing fhall be again given, before any fuch Tobacco or Snuff refpectively 
{hall be weighed or delivered out of fuch Warehoule or Warehoufes. 

LIII. Provided neverthelefs, and be it enacted, That the Proprietor .or Proprietors of fuch unmanu- 
fa€tured Tobacco fhall pay Warchoufe Rent after the Rate of Sixpence per Weck for each and every 
Hogfhead, Cafk, Cheft, or Cafe of fuch “Tobacco as fhall remain in tuch \Warehoute or Warchoulcs after 
the Expiration of eighteen Months, to be computed from the Day on which the Importer or Lnporters, 
Proprietor dr Proprietors, Confignee or Confignees of fuch Tobacco fhall or ought to have made his or 
their Entry thereof as aforefaid. 


And be it further enacted, That the proper Cuftom Landing Waiter and Landing Watters, and 
proper Officer or Officers of Excife, fhall, in the weighing and taking Account of all Tobacco and Snuff 
refpectively, in fuch Warehoufe or Warehoutes fo to be provided as aforefaid, and by this Act directed to be 
weighed and taken an Account of therein, give the Turn of the Scale in favour of the Crown, and in licu 
thereof fhall allow the Importers, Proprietors, or Contignecs thereof two Pounds Weight Avoirdupoile 
upon each and every Hogthead, Cafk, Cheft, or Cafe of fuch Tobacco and Snuff refpectively fo weighed 
and taken an Account of. 

LV. And be it further enacted, That if any Importer or Importers, Proprictor or Proprietors, Confignee 
or Confignees, of any Tobacco which fhall be depolited, lodged, or fecured in any Warenoufe or W are- 
houfes to be provided accoraing to the Directions of this Act, fhall omit, neglect, or refufe to clear or 
take any Tobacco from or out of any fuch Warehoufe or Warchoufes in which the tame fhall be de- 
pofited, lodged, or fecured as herein directed, within twenty-four Months, to be computed from the Day 
on which the {mporter or Importers, Proprietor or Proprietors, Confignee or Conhenees of fuch To- 
bacco fhall or ought to have made his, her, or thcir Entries thereof in Writing according to the Directions 
of this Act, or fhall omit, negleét, or refufe to pay or clear of any of tne Duties by this Act imported or 
payable for or in refpect of fuch ‘Tobacco according to the Directions of this Act, or within fuch twenty- 
four Months ; or if any Importer or Importers, Proprietor or Proprietors, Confignee or Confignees, of any

upon the fame being delivered for Home Trade, Confumption, or Manufacture, out of the Warchoufle or
